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New Automobile Registry Laws. 


Automobilists find themselves rather 
neatly pocketed by the new automobile 
law, signed yesterday week by the gover- 
nor. They find that though they have 
already paida $2 registration fee to the state 
they are liable for another fee of $5 on 
Aug. 1, and still another of $5 Jan.,’08 

Many automobilists with new cars 
have fairly run into the trap, set without 
malice but none the less effectual. Pond- 
ering on the fact that the registration fee 
has been but $2 and that the new law 
would make it $5, they have, within the 
past few weeks, rushed to register under 
the old law, thinking to save $3 thereby. 

It does not work that way, however, 
owing to an inconspicuous provision in 
the new law, known as sect. 4. which 
states: 

“The registration of any automobile 
and of any motor cycle now in force, 
unless the same shall expire by the trans- 
fer of ownership of such automobile or 
motor cycle, shall continue to be valid 
under all provisions of law relating there- 
to until Aug. 1, 1907, on which day any 
registration heretofore made’ shall ex- 
pire. 

This of course means fiat those in- 
tending automobilists who rushed through 
their registration to beat the new law 
must, within the next month, pay an ad- 
ditional $5, as if they had paid no fee 
whatever.

According to the apportionment of 
delegates to the Republican conven- 
tions the coming fall, Manchester will 
_ be represented by two delegates to all 
the conventions except representa- 
tive, to which it is entitled to six. 
The basis of representation for the 
former, is one delegate for the first 
75 votes cast for the Republican can- 
didate for governor, and one for each 
succeeding 150 votes. In the latter 
case itis one delegate for every 50 
votes cast. Manchester’s vote last 
year was 294 (Republican). 


As an index of how things were 
coming North Shore-ward for the 
Fourth, it is of interest to note that 
the 4.30 train from Boston (express 
to Montserrat) brought over 450 pas- 
sengers, most of whom were bound 
to Magnolia and Gloucester, the 
other stations, however, receiving a 
generous share of the traffic. Other 
trains were equally as crowded. On 
the other hand the 6.42 train for Bos- 
ton from Manchester took over 100 
passengers. Traffic on the trains all 
through the week has been very 
heavy. The hotels are fast filling. 
And why shouldn’t this be so? The 
North Shore is now in its prettiest 
dress ; everything is full of life and 
the grandeur of this most fascinating 
spot is now in its most receptive mood. 


In connection with the experiments 
now being made by Supt. Kimball of

the street department, in the use of 
calcium chloride for laying dust, it 
may be of interest to Manchester 
citizens to know something’ of the 
nature of the new dust layer. Calcium 
chloride is a chemical salt of a yellow- 
ish white color. In appearance it re- 
sembles quick lime or rock salt and is 
odorless. It completely dissolves in 
water leaving no-residue. 

In speaking of the use of calcium 
chloride on certain. sections of state 
road, Franklin C. Pillsbury, division 
engineer of the Massachusetts High- 
way commission, said that its use had 
been most successful on sections used 
largely by automobiles, the dust, even 
at times of the least moisture, arising 
from passing vehicles seeming to fall 
almost immediately. In his estima- 
tion, the cost of using the preparation 
would not exceed that of using water 
by more than $50 per mile for the 
season, while the result would be 
most beneficial.

Rev. Mr. Hamlin of Hillsboro, N.H., 
preachedat the Congregational church, 
Manchester. again last Sunday. 

The text of the morning sermon 
was taken from John 1:46,—‘“And 
Nathaniel said unto him, can any 
good thing come out of Nazareth.” 
Following are a few brief excerps 
from the sermon: 

“The note of scepticism and dis- 
cordance here breaks into the still- 
ness of that hour wherein the glory, 
grandeur and sublimity of the divine 
word made flesh in Jesus Christ is 
brought out. 

“The best restraint that a place can 
have is the restraint of high ideals ; 
the church is the best police force in 
existence. Prejudice is essential to 
the development of character. Peo- 
ple come to church prejudiced 
against it and against the minister 
before they enter, and they seem to 
sit in stereotyped casts, or perhaps 
they come stuffed up with the hodge- 
podge of the Sunday newspapers. 

“How much we are losing because 
we are discounting our lives before 
they are lived! We see in Nathaniel 
a good man who came pretty near 
losing his opportunity because he pre- 
judged. He advanced from scepticism 
to criticism. ‘Can any good thing 
come out of Nazareth.’ 

‘But there is the unconscious influ- 
ence. Jesus received Nathaniel and 
said ‘Behold an Israelite indeed in 
whom there is no guile.’ If aman is 
prejudiced against a person, he 
wrongs his brother. We have no 
right to judge another nor to prejudge 
another. Whenever you meet a per-

Annual Event in large tent at Essex County Club grounds attract large 
numbers of the North Shore Colony. 


Though held somewhat later than us- 
ual the annual Rose and Strawberry show 
of the North Shore Horticultural society 
-on Wednesday and Thursday of this 
week was quite successful. The show 
opened at 2. o'clock Wednesday and 
closed Thursday night. 

The quantity of flowers and vegetables 
displayed was somewhat less than last 
year, but what it lacked in quanity it 
made up in quality, for there were many 
very beautiful displays. 

In the afternoon, Wednesday, there 
was a large attendance of the cottagers 
from all along the shore, and guests from 
the hotels at Magnolia. The fact that the 
first of the series of band concerts was 
given on that afternoon brought many to 
the Essex County Club grounds and to 
the exhibition. _ 

As last year the exhibition was held in 
a large tent on the lawn of the club 
grounds,. just a short way from the club 
house. On Thursday some of the exhib- 
itors brought over fresh flowers to take 
the place of the somewhat wilted blooms 
of the day before. On the whole the 
show was very good on the second day. 

The most striking display of all was 
the group of foliage and flowering plants 
by Mrs. Lester Leland (Eric Wetterlow, 
gardener), which was most artistically 
arranged, and for which she was award- 
ed the beautiful silver cup offered by 
Connolly Bros., of Beverly Farms.

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TALK ON MEXICO 


Miss Alice Gleason Speakes Very Interest- 
ingly in Manchester of Her Mission Work 
in Mexico, 


Miss Alice Gleason, former teacher 
in the Story High school, Manches- 
ter, and whose father, the Rev. Geo. 
L. Gleason formerly taught here, has 
been in Manchester this week visiting 
her many friends here. Tuesday 
evening she gave avery interesting 
talk on her work in Mexico, at the 
prayer meeting in the chapel. 

Miss Gleason has been in Guada- 
lajara, Mexico, the past six years, en- 
gaged in teaching a girl’s school under 
the auspices of the American Board 
of Foreign Missions. She is home on 
a few month’s vacation, but returns 
to Mexico next month to resume her 
work. Miss Gleason said in part 
during her informal talk Tuesday 
evening : 

“‘When the name Mexico is men- 
tioned do you think of it in the days of 
ancient civilizations ; or do you think 
of it as the land captured by Cortez; 
or as the land inhabited by the beau- 
tiful Spanish maidens, or where the 
ill-fated Maximilian went; or do you 
think of it in the more recent years of 
civil wars ; or still later do you think 
of it as the land of F. Dias the presi- 
dent,—how he turned the brigands 
into soldiers ? 


“Ordo you think of it as acom- 
mercial land, of its mountains that 
have been worked for 250 years, and 
of its wonderful ranches? Or as a 
land of sunny skies, flowers, perpetual 


‘spring, of lazy people, where life goes 


on day after day without any variety ? 

“Or do you think of it as a mission 
land? I went there nearly six years 
ago little knowing of the mission 
work. Today there are thousands of 
Mexicans in California, Arizona, and 
they are crossing the border every 
day. 

‘‘Many people have said what is the 
use of missionary work in Mexico? 
Don’t they have churches, and are 
they not Christians ?”’ 

The speaker told two stories which 
showed the superstition, ignorance 
and fanaticism of the people of that 
country. 

“The people say they worship Jesus 
Christ. Yes! but it is not our Jesus 
Christ. They always think they must 
do something to placate Him. They 
do seem to lift from the old rut in 
which they have been for centuries. 
The whole thing seems to be a sys- 
tem of ignorance. I believe that 
everybody in the world ought to have 
the privilege to learn to read and 
write. All over Guadalajara you will 
find men who make a business of 
writing letters for those who cannot 
write. ;

“The solution of this problem lies 
in establishing Christian schools and 
it is for this reason that you. will find 
scattered Evangelical schools all over 
the country. Our school was driven 
out of one place because a very fanati- 
cal woman bought the property so as 
to do away with the school. 

“In our school are children from 
four to twenty-one years. Their 
studies are similar to what you take 
here with the exception that two or 
three times a week Bible lessons are 
taken up. Every graduate has gone 
out as an Evangelical teacher thus far. 
One of our girls went 2000 miles and 
not only taught school, but was presi- 
dent of the C.E., superintendent of 
the S.S., and did pastoral work be- 
sides, all for $35 a month. 

“One of my boys walked 2000 miles 
to reach the school, earning his way 
by doing carpenter work. He after- 
wards returned to his home and 
taught and preached. Here it costsa 
girl $600 for a year in college; there 
#40. And yet we have only 11 or 12 
girls enter the school a year because 
of that $40. 

“Don’t you think we owe that duty 
to try to bring some of the joy and 
light of our own lives into the lives 
of those girls there?”

Giuseppe Picco was born in Turin,

1896, when Antonio Cotogni (one of 
the most celebrated Italian baritones of 
the day) accidentally heard him sing and 
was so impressed with his voice that he 
at once offered to become his teacher, 
and forfour years he enjoyed the instruc- 
tion of the great baritone, at the conser- 
vatory of Music at Rome. He then made 
a successful debut in Grand Opera, ap- 
pearing in the musical centres of Europe. 
He speaks with fluency English and 
French, besides his native Italian. In the 
early part of 1906 he came to the United 
States, but has not appeared heretofore 
in the East.

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The efforts of the Safe Roads Auto- 
mobile association, composed largely 
of members of the North Shore sum- 
mer colony, in bringing about a more 
strict observance of the laws regu- 
lating the speed of automobiles on our 
highways, and the handling of cars in 
general, cannot but accomplish a great 
deal of good. In another column we 
print parts of a circular just prepared 
by the association and which will be 
sent to automobilists all over the state. 

It is not the automobilist alone who 
is reckless and careless, it is also the 
drivers of other vehicles, pedestrians, 
etc. A majority of the accidents hap- 
pen from carelessness. In the last 
month, nine foot passengers were 
killed by automobiles, but nearly all 
of them either.came out suddenly from 
behind something and went in front of 
an automobile without looking or got 
off street cars. Many accidents hap- 
pened because the drivers of teams 
as well as automobiles failed to keep 
on their own right-hand side of the 
road around corners, as required by 
law and good judgment. 


As to that siren whistle on Baker’s 
Island! We spoke of it last week. 
And we speak of it again this week. 
We evidently didn’t hurt anybody’s 
feelings by what we said last week, 
for a number of people, mostly people 
living along the shore quite near the 
water, .have called us on the phone 
this week and added their word of ap- 


bother in the least. 


proval to what we said. One lady 
said that such a whistle was placed on 
Egg Island, off Bar Harbor a year or 
two ago and was just as much ofa 
nuisance as this one is off the North 
Shore. The summer residents arose 
against it and the government was 
appealed to in some way. or other 
with the result that the whistle was 
headed out to sea. After that it didn’t 
Now this is what 
we suggest. Head the blamed thing 
out to sea and let us. get a wink of 
sleep. It is disagreeable enough to 
have foul and foggy weather. Much 
more so is it to be tantalized and kept 
awake in the night and early morning 
by the continual noise of this thing. 

There is very little traffic inside 
Bakers» 4sland,~.s0. that ~ the ysiren 
would do its best work outside. This 
seems to be one of the ways out of 
the difficulty ; head it out to sea, and 
send the sound in that direction.

Plenty of ‘‘refreshments’’ were 
taken along. ~ That was all very well, 
too, as long as it was lemonade, ginger 
ale, etc. But the hitch came when no 
launch turned up in the.afternoon to 
také the party home. It so happened 
that walking wasn’t very good _ be- 
tween the islands and the mainland.

FOR AUTOMOBILISTS 


Safe Roads Association have Prepared a Cir- 


cular which Should Interest Owners 
of Cars, and all Operators 


The Safe Roads Automobile asso- 
ciation have prepared a summary of 
the law regulating the speed and man- 
ner of operating motor and other 
vehicles upon our highways for the 
information and instruction of owners, 
operators and others. The circular 
has been approved by, the Massachu- 
setts Highway Commission and a 
copy of it will be mailed by the com- 
mission with application blanks for a 
new registration of. an automobile 
under this year’s law to every owner 
of an automobile in the state. 

Below is printed parts of the circu- 
lar, a copy of which may be obtained 
of G. McC. Moargent Ss Settreao, 
Equitable Building, Bostcn: 

‘The driver of every vehicle when 
meeting another must seasonably drive 
to the right of the middle of thé 
traveled part of the road. 

“When passing another vehicle 
going in the same direction the driver 
of the passing vehicle must drive to 
the left of the middle of the traveled 
part of the way, and, if there is suffi- 
cient room, the driver of the leading 
vehicle shal! not wilfully obstruct the 
other ; ; 

“In the absence of special speed 


_ regulations in cities, towns, parks, etc., 


the law provides that at no time shall 
the person operating an automobile 
run it at a greater rate of speed than 
is reasonable and proper, having re- 
gard to trafic and the use of the way 
and the safety of the public. 

“Exceeding the speed of twenty 
miles an hour for the distance of one 
quarter of a mile on any highway 
anywhere in Massachusetts is prema 
facie evidence of excessive speed. 

“Exceeding the speed of twelve 
miles an hour for an eighth of a mile 
upon any way inside the thickly set- 
tled (buildings averaging less than 200 
feet apart for a quarter of a mile) or 
business part of any city or town is 
prima facte evidence of excessive speed. 

‘“Exceeding “the ‘speed. of). eight 
miles an hour approaching or travers- 
ing a crossing or intersection of ways, 
or in going around a corner or curve, 
or where the operator’s view is ob- 
structed, is przma facie evidence of 
excessive speed. 

‘‘In many parks, park ways, cities, 
and towns special regulations limiting 
speed in particular localities have been 
adopted and are in force. 

«Any person convicted of operat- 
ing an automobile recklessly, or while 
under the influence of liquor, or so as 
to endanger the safety of the public, 


is liable to a fine of not exceeingd —

$100 or imprisonment for not exceed- 
ing six months. All cases are by 
law reported by the Court to the 
Highway Commission, and the law 
requires the Commission to immedi- 
ately revoke the license of the person 
convicted of either of said offences, 
and the registration of all automobiles 
or motor cycles owned or controlled 
by him. No new license or certifi- 
cate can be issued for sixty days. 

“The Commission also is required 
by law to revoke the license of any 
person who. is. convicted three times 
within the year of exceeding the speed 
limit, and to revoke also the registra- 
tion of any motor vehicle owned or 
controlled by him. No new license 
or certificate can be issued for thirty 
days, nor thereafter except in the dis- 
cretion of the Commission. 

‘‘The law reqiures an operator to 
have his license with him always when 
operating, and the certificate of regis- 
tration to be always in the car and 
easily accessible. The law requires 
every person operating or in charge 
of any motor vehicle to stop when 
signaled by an officer; to give his 
name and address, the name and ad- 
dress of the owner; to produce his 
license and the certificate of the regis- 
tration of the car. 

‘‘The owner is required to give to 


any police officer inquiring, all the 
information within his power which 
may lead to the identification and ap- 
prehension of the person who was 
driving the motor vehicle on the occa- 
sion inquired about.” 

Then follows a list of suggestions 
as to the manner of operating motor 
cars and what the Association hopes 
to prevent.

Collyer, “‘reminds me of a landscape by 
one of the great masters, depicting a great 
tempest, but in the background one 
could see a rift in the clouds, showing a 
picture of peace. The last portion of 
Revelation is like a rift in the clouds of 
life where a portion of the city of God 
is found, in which are seen all the good, 
the brave and the true. In it are gathered 
people of all worlds, all classes and all 
creeds. Are we in the city, or are we 
coming into it? ; 

“In religious life people of different 
creeds and beliefs are inclined to think 
themselves of a little finer quality than 
those of other beliefs, and that in the city 
of God others will be second or third 
grade, as we grade wheat. Each thinks 
his own way the onetrue way, or, if you 
will, the truest way. 

‘‘In other phases of life we accept 
people from every quarter. In our nation- 
al life we welcome all the nations of the 
earth to our country, and though we may 
be a little clannish, yet in essentials all we 
ask is that they be worthy of citizenship. 

“In the intellectual life also, we are 
four square. Ihe greatest authors, orators 
and statesmen are those who have_ blend- 
ed with the learning and traditions of the 
past and of the east, the progressive ideas 
of the present andthe west, and in whom 
has been mingled the romance and e- 
motion of southern climes and the stern, 
cold reason of the North. 

‘“And in the domain of the soul’s 
highest life, in the spiritual life of man- 
kind, why should we not be four square? 
There is truth in the church which clings 
to the traditions and the beliefs of the past 
which believes that Christ is to be found 
through study of the prophets of old. 
There is truth in the church which looks 
into the future for its knowledge of life. 
Both emotion and reason have grand stor- 
ies to tell in life’s history. Let us accept 
the same diversity in our religous life that 
we do in our national, intellectual and 
other phases of life. The truth of the 
text is this: All are needed by each one 
and nothing is fair or good alone.”’

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Is the present method of insuring 
automobile owners against loss due to 
accidents caused by them a menace 
to travellers on our highways? That 
is to say, does the fact that an auto- 
mobile owner or driver can be insured 
against loss because of an injury 
caused by him to another automobile 
or traveller on the road, tend to ren- 
der him more careless in the manage- 
ment of his machine? : 

It would seem to us that this would 
be a very natural tendency. By this 
we do not mean to say that we think 
the ordinary automobilist would 
wantonly and maliciously run another 
down simply because he was insured 
against financial loss. 
mean that when you take away the 
danger of financial loss you take away 
a very effective restraint upon the or- 
dinary man. In other words, if he 
wants to try his speed on a smooth 
stretch of road, if he wants to have a 
brush with a companion, or if, in any 
emergency, he wants to take a chance 
which might result in injury to an- 
other, the removal of any danger of 
‘ loss to his pocketbook by reason of 
taking such a chance, through insur- 
ance, takes away the most effective 
restraint upon such conduct. 


Probably the majority of automobile » 


accidents are due to recklessness or 
carelessness on the part of the driv- 
ers, or to the use of unskilful and in- 
competent men to run machines, 
And while the North Shore has been

remarkably free from accidents of 
this kind this year, yet the recent ac- 
cident on the Magnolia road in which 


Mr. Pettingill was injured, is an ex- . 


ample of what is frequently occurring 
in other sections. This was wholly 
due to recklessness. The number 
and frequency of these accidents is 
increasing, and scarcely a day passes 
without some account in the daily 
press of the death or injury of one or 
more persons due to overspeeding or 
carelessness on the part of automo- 
bilists. « 

If insurance takes away the re- 
straints upon care, then such insur- 
ance should be made illegal. It 
would seem to us that such insur- 
ance is wrong in principle. Its ten- 
dency is wholly injurious, and while 
the better class of automobile owners 
might not take advantage of it, yet 
there are many who would. It is not 
a question wholly of what actually is 
done under the immunity from mone- 
tary loss, but what in the nature of 
the case, might be done. It is the 
principle of the thing that is wholly 
wrong.

In his financial report Treasurer 
Wm. J. Johnson showed a balance in 
the bank to the credit of the associa- 
tion of $168.52. The secretary’s re- 
port showed there had been seven 
deaths during the year, as follows: 
Rev. J. M. Marsters, Cambridge ; 
Dea. A. E Low, Manchester; Hon. 
Wm. H. Tappan, Manchester; D. R. 
Kimball, Salem; Horace Ross, Ar- 
lington; Charles Mann, Methuen; 
and Thomas Dow, Manchester. 

Dea. Jos. A. Torrey. bresented a 
memorial to Dr. Marsters and W. H. 
Tappan, which was very ably present- 
ed. “As year by year we gather on 
this spot,’’ he said, ‘‘the pleasure of 
friendly meeting is tinged with regret 
for thos? wh» have left us for the eter- 
nal shore. Each of our departed 
brothers deserves a tribute, but time 
would fail me to speak of them all.” 
He then reviewed the lives of the two 
above mentioned mena, and in addition 
to his own tribute he read an interest- 
ing portrayal of Dr. Marster’s charac- 
ter by his classmate and lifelong 
friend, Rev. Francis Tiffany, and also 
a poem by Miss Mary A. Haley, read 
at the funeral. 

Alfrcd S. Jewett, a member of the 
committee to whom was given the 
matter of a boulder in honor of the 
old Indian chief Masconomo, reported 
that the committe had visited various 
localities in town, but were somewhat 
at a loss as to the best meth d of rais- 
ing money for removing it, and as to 
the right spot to p'ace it.

While it was simple life in some 
ways, conditions existed that could 
not be thought of now, and no one 
now would want to return to them. 

Ex-Mayor Robert S. Rantoul of 
Salem was next called upon. He 
gave some interesting reminiscences 
of the North Shore, and recounted a 
number of interesting personal ex- 
periences showing the difference be- 
tween the North Shore of today and 
of his early years: He narrated his 
experiences ona trip by stage from 
Boston to Gloucester, -starting by 
starlight in the morning and burning 
the ill-smelling whale oil lamps which 
were used at that time for street 
lighting purposes. He also spoke of 
his experiences holding the chain for 
the surveyors who laid out the road 
for the Gloucester branch, and of the 
building of the Salem tunnel, and of a 
personal meeting with President Lin- 
coln at the White House. 

He was followed by Rev. George 
C. Freeman of Belmont, a. former 
Manchester pastor, who spoke of the 
conditions in Manchester as he found 
them fifty years ago. Mr. Freeman 
paid an eloquent tribute to the charac- 
ter, and rugged and sturdy manhood 
and womanhood of old New England, 
which has done so much to mold the 
destiny and fortunes of every section 
of our conntry, as the early pioneers 
have gone to every part of our great 
land. 

Rev. E. Hersey Brewster spoke of 
the necessity of putting one’s life into 
his work to bring results, just as the 
first-comers here found virgin soil, 
and by putting their very life into it 
molded it to their hand. He said 
great good must come from gatherings 
like that of the Elder Brethren, for it

SPECIAL TOWN MEETING AT 


MANCHESTER, MONDAY EVENING 


The special Town Meeting in ‘Man- 
chester Monday evening lasted about 
forty minutes, during which time it was 
voted to spend $500 to dredge a channel 
to the public pavilion at Tuck’s Point, 
$2272.13 as an additional appropriation 
for the extermination of browntail and 


_ gypsy moths, and $1000 forthe purpose 


of paying the judgement awarded by the 


court in the Langford suit. 


The meeting was called to order by 
Town Clerk A. S. Jewett at 7.40, and 
the warrant was read. Twenty-two voters 
were present. Raymond C. Allen was 
elected moderator by acclamation. 

Aritcle 2,—relocation of Sea street. 
Selectman Swett said this was an old 
town way. The petition for re-location 
had been brought to establish the lines of 
the street and to legalize them, so that 
parties who may desire to convey on this 
street may know where the lines are. 
The layout is practically the same as now, 
except on the corner near the property 


owned oy H. S. Grew. R. C. Allen 
gave an explanation of the matter sub- 
stantially the same as the above. 

It was voted on motion of W. C. 
Rust to accept the layout. 

Art. 3. Selectman Swett stated that the 
sum Manchester was supposed to spend 
on moth work, according to the appor- 
tionment, was $4304.63. Of this amount 
$2217.32 yet remained be appropriated. 

W. C. Rust said he favored the ap- 
propriation, as this matter of ridding our 
trees of moths was a blessing in disguise ; 
the money is distributed among our 
people and does much good inthat way. 

Mr. Swett didn’t agree with Mr. Rust 
in this regard. He believed this was not 
a matter of sentiment. In Lynnfield, 
Saugus, and many other places trees are 
entirely stripped. of foliage because of the 
moths. Manchester would suffer in this 
same way if the trees were not taken 
care of. 

It was voted on motion of W. C.

The sermon of the occasion will be 
delivered by Rev. John J. Ryan, Per- 
manent Rector of St. Paul’s church, 
Cambridge. The ceremonies will con- 
clude with the Benediction of the Bless- 
ed Sacrament. Prior to the laying of the 


-corner-stone the Sacrament of Confirm- 


ation will be administered to forty children 


and eight adults by the Most Reverend 


Archbishop William H. O’ Connell. 


The music of the confirmation, cor- 
ner-stone and benediction ceremonies 
willbe furnished by a male quartet of 
well known Boston singers, consisting of 
John B. Donovan, Dr. James ‘A. Reilly, 
Thomas E. Clifford and Solomon Mc- 
Gonagle. 

In laying the corner-stone the arch- 
bishop will use a silver trowel suitably in- 
scribed, and within a rectangalur cavity 
inthe corner-stone, he will deposit a

Art. 5. It was voted to convey to Sam- 
uel Knight 444 sq. ft. of land on the 
northerly side of Saw Mill brook for the 
consideration $1. This was simply legal- 
izing of a verbal agreement between Mr. 
Knight and the town at the time of build- 
ing the bridge over the brook in connect- 
ion with the building of Norwood Avenue 
extension. 

Art. 6. $500 was appropriated for 
dredging a channel from the main chan- 
nel tothe pier at Tuck’s Point, the money 
to be expended under the direction of 
the selectmen. 

The meeting adjourned at 8.25.

She 
says it takes her right into the country 
where she can imagine herself breathing 
the fresh air, and seeing the green fields 
all about her. If but this one case were 
blessed by your flowers it more than 
pays.’’ .

Manchester Yacht Club Scene of Brilliant Gath- 
ering Wednesday Afternoon. Canoe ° 
Polo a Feature 

The Manchester Yacht club was the 
scene of a brilliant gathering Wednes- 
day afternoon when the annual Water 
sports were held. The weather con- 
ditions were most favorable for the 
affair, the fog of the early morning 
giving away to clear skies in the 
afternoon. 

The club house veranda was 
crowded by members of the summer 
colony from all along the shore.

Motor Boat Race 


The first motor boat race under the 
auspices of the Manchester Launch 
club was held Thursday afternoon 
and was a success in every way. 
There was a goodly number of en- 
tries in both the dory and launch 
classes, and the race was closely 
contested. 

The race was for four handsome 
cups offered by Wm. A. Tucker of 
the Manchester summer colony,—two 
for each class. The course was trian- 
cular in shape, covering a distance of 
10 miles. The start was from a line 
off Glass Head up the shore to and 
around Little Haste pole, thence 
south by east to Satan’s ledge and 
home. The handicaps were arranged 
from the results of the race held on 
the Fourth of July, and were satisfac- 
tory taken as a whole. Unfortunately 
both the scratch boats did not finish. 
In fact, Hollis Roberts did not start 
in the dory class as he couldn’t get his 
engine to work. It is claimed that 
somebody tampered with the gasolene, 
putting water with it, the night before 
the race. Mr. Fenton’s fast launch 
had a clear victory in the other class, 
but before the race was over some- 
thing happened to the engine and she 
had to drop out. Stork Vincent won 
out by a fair margin, corrected time. 
By actual time he led the other boats 
in this class by about nine minutes. 
Charles Lovegreen was second. 

In the dory class R. L. Cheever 
and Louis O. Lations were the star 
performers. They were nip and tuck 
pretty nearly all the way around the 
course. Lations got away ahead of 
Cheever, but the latter picked up and 
when heavy sea was _ encountered 
gained the march a little. On the 
run home Lations run into some sea- 
weed which held him back a little. 
He crossed the line about a length 
behind Cheever. Baxter was_ less 
than a minute behind them.

Miniature Ship for Jamestown 
Ex position 


John J. Ferguson, who for the past 
nine weeks, has been working steadily 
on a model of the steamship “ Savan- 
nah,”’ the first steam vessel to cross 
the Atlantic, completed the model 
Thursday and it was at once shipped 
by him to Jamestown, Va., where it 
will form a part of the U.S. govern- 
ment exhibit at the exposition. 

Mr. Ferguson made the model 
under orders from the U.S. govern- 
ment, and it is intended to be shipped 
to the steam exhibit at Bordeaux, 
France, at the close of the Jamestown 
exposition. The model is complete to 
the smallest detail, and there is not a 
rope or a spar lacking to make it the 
exact counterpart of the original 
‘“«Savannah.”? 

The Savannah was launched Aug. 
22, 1818, and cost about $50,000 when 
ready for sea. Her first trip was 
made from Savannah, Ga., from which 
port she sailed May 22, 1819, arriving 
in Liverpool June 20. Nearing the 
English coast she was taken for a 
ship on fire, and was chased a whole 
day by the revenue cutter, Kite. Her 
dimensions were — length 120 feet, 
beam 29 feet, and depth of hold 13 
feet, 6inches. The model is built on 
a scale of one-half inch toa foot, the 
length of the model being 5 feet.

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Changing and the 
changing” 

Rev. L. H. Ruge of Steubenville, 
O., preached. at the Congregational 
church, Manchester, again last Sun- 
day. His subject in the morning was 
“The changing and the unchanging,” 
taking as his text Job 14 and Heb. 
13: 8. He spoke in part as follows: 

“Everything we have and every- 
thing we love is changing always. 
The change is taking place all around 
usat every moment of the day. We 
find it in nature, in the stars, in all 
things ; they are never the same. 

“If you go back to the old home, 
you find it changed. It is no longer 
the old place hallowed in memory. 
Today every leaf is in the dining 
_ table ; tomorrow every leaf is taken 
out and it is pushed intoa corner, 
where two old folks eat alone. 

“We sometimes think character is 
fixed ; but do we not find people now 
warm, now cold? The most pleasing 
thing in any person is to -find them 
‘always the same, no matter what 
happens.’ ; 

«Science sometimes arrogates to it- 
self immortality, why, and on what 
grounds it is hard to discover, for 
science is constantly changing its 
_ theories and formulas. 

“Men dream of literary immor- 
tality, for which they toil long into the 
night. They dream of immutable 
glory on the battlefield. They wring 
from nature her laws of being to_per- 
petuate their genius, but scarcely is 
the de luxe edition from the press, 
scarcely is the sound of the conflict 
stilled, scarcely is the law laid down, 
when a destructive hand has changed 
it all. ; 

«What is wanting here?’ said a 
Countess to her King as they rode 
through waving flags and loud ac- 
claim. ‘Continuance’ answered the 
King. What is wanting here, says 
the youth formulating his ambitions, 
and the pleasure-loving daughter of 
fashion, the wealthy Baron, the landed 
peers, all ask the question, ‘what is 
wanting here,’ and I answer ‘con- 
’ tinuance.’ 

“And thus change affects our be- 

liefs, but in all the changes of the 
past, in all the changes of the present, 
itis not God who changes, it is only 
Our conceptions that change. In the 
universe are changes, grand and im- 
measurable, but in the centre of it all 
is the personality and power of the 
Creator and the Christ. 
_ “Christ and the fundamental laws 
of righteousness he laid down will 
never, can never change toward man, 
man must change toward them. In 
the true theology Christ does not be- 
come more human, man _ becomes 
more Christ like.”’

Rey. Dr. Samuel McC. Grothers of 
Cambridge, the distinguished author of 
“The Gentle Reader’’ and other essays,

perfect will of God,’’ found in Romans 
well: 2. ; 

Dr. Grothers said that the word, 
“‘worldly,’’ was misused today. It should 
be strongly complimentary. “Fo say that 
a person is worldly should mean that he 
is adapted to every phase of life, of keen 
perceptions, developed on all sides. It 
has come to mean one who is imitative, 
who perceives the outward aspects of 
things, settled forms and conventional- 
ities, who seeks the society which seems 
attractive and tries to mould himself ac- 
cording to form. 

The accepted views of the present 
represent the thought of the past gene- 
rations. The thought of the present is 
in the minds of obscure young men who 
will give thei: thought to the world 
and become great. The true young man 
says, I havea vision of a world more 
beautiful than this, more entrancing, a 
world of gentler manners, truer justice, 
better relations between weak and strong, 
nobler worship.’’ 

The secretof keeping young lies in 
keeping abreast with the thought of the 
world, keeping the mind alert to newer 
and improved conditions. The greatest 
tragedy of life is to feel oneself out of 
touch with the world of the present and 
dwelling in the past, lamenting the pre- 
sent conditions and believing those of 
youth and the past ideal. There are two 
kinds of religious persons: those who 
think they know the will of God, and 
those who strive to know his will by ex- 
periment, step by step gaining a clearer 
vision through faith. Of such are the 
household of faith. 

Answerable courage in the face of 
every difficulty brought by new conditions 
is the courage that is needed in the world 
today. We must be transformed by the 
renewing of our minds so that we may 
know what is the good and perfect will 


of God.

Impressive services were held last Sun- 
day afternoon at four o’ clock in connec- 
tion with the laying of the corner-stone 
of the new Sacred Heart church at Man- 
chester. A large congregation including 
many of the summer residents was pre- 
sent to witness the exercises which were

Francis J. Curran of Beverly, assistants 
to the archbishop; Rev. Edward T. Mc-

Archbishop O’Connell spoke very 


briefly expressing surprise that so large 
and beautiful an edifice shouldbe erected 
‘in so smalla parish, and in behalf of Fr. 


Powers and the members of the parish, 


he thanked the members of the summer 


colony whose generosity had made such 


-a splendid church possible. 
of the occasion was preached by Rev. 


The sermon 


John J. Ryan, rector of St. Paul’s church, 


‘Cambridge , who chose for his text the 
words from Matthew 28: 18-20: ‘‘All 
prower is given unto me in heaven and 
in earth. Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name of 


the Father, and of the Son, and of the 


Holy Ghost: teaching them to observe 


all things whatsoever I have commanded 
you: and, lo, Iam with you all days even 
to the consummation of ages.”’ 

Father Ryan delivered an eloquent ad- 


dress showing how Christ had command- = 


ed his apostles to go everywhere preach- 
ing and teaching and how in_ building 
this splendid edifice the members of this 


parish were carrying out the words of © 


Christ, as from this. structure would go 
forth the words and teachings of the Son 
of God. He said that the Christian re- 


ligion stood for progress, advancement, © 


enlightenment and education. 

‘We stand,’’ said he, ‘‘by the side of 
kings, princes, poets, artists, philoso- 
phers, statesmen, jurists, scientists, mis- 
sionaries and apostles, and ioudly pro- 
claim the faith, and show an_ unswerv- 
ing allegiance to His doctrine. As an 
evidence of this faith this church is being 
built. Truth alone is not sufficient for 


- 


man; this church is the product of love. 
It is also indicative of expansion, for not 
many years ago one pastor went about to 
all the churches; St Mary’s was the 
church. Out of it has grown the church 
in our neighboring town, andthe Sacred 
Heart church is the latest.’’ 

Because of the inclement weather the 
corner-stone was brought into the church 
by the four contractors and placed in front 
of the altar where the exercises were com- 
pleted, the archbishop using a silver tro- 
wel on which was the following inscrip- 
tion: ‘‘Used by the Most Reverend 
William H. O’ Connell, D. D., in lay- 
ing-the corner-stone of the Sacred Heart 
church, Manchester-by-the-Sea, Mass., 
August 4, 1907.”’ 

The formal services over, the corner- 
stone was taken out again by the contrac- 
tors and placed in the niche left for it by 
the builders. In a copper box placed in 
a cavity of the stone were put specie of 
this years coinage, a copy of each of the 
local'papers, and a parchment sheet in- 
scribed with the name of Archbishop 
©’ Connell, the date of the ceremonies, 
the names of the governing officers of 
the town, state and nation, the builders 
and architects, and Father Powers, the 
rector of the church. 

The.set of new specie deposited in the 
box was presented the church by Mrs. 
William. Hooper. 

The Church of the Sacred Heart is by 
far the handsomest church edifice in 
Manchester. It is built of granite quarri- 
ed in Manchester and is modelled after 
the English village church of the 13th 
century. It is of gothic architecture and 
is finely located on School street on the 
site of the old church, convenient to all 
parts of the town.

Grandest Out-docr Event of the Year at Mag- 
nolia, Very Successful Affair. Sad 
Accident 

Magnolia was the Mecca for all 
North Shore society Tuesday after- 
noon on the occasion of the annual 
gymkhana games and tournament of 
mounted sports and the beautiful 
Crescent beach was lined with sum- 
mer cottagers from all along the 
shore and with the guests from the 
hotels. The early part of the day 
was cloudy and the weather seemed 
unfavorable, but as it did not rain the 
sports commenced at the scheduled 
time and as the afternoon went on 
the sun came out and the day proved 
all that could be desired. 

The program was a most interést- 
ing one and there was keen competi- 
tion for the ribbons and cups offered 
the winners.

It 
was found that he had a broken leg, 
and was suffering from severe contu- 
sions about the head and body, and it 
was feared that he was_inter- 
na!lly injured.° He was— taken to 
the Mass.

Speaking of the voice of the siren’ 
we might add that there are other 
voices from the water which prove 
somewhat disturbing at night to one 
who is near the water front. We 
refer to the motor boats which we 
hear running about the harbor at all 
hours of the night without any muf- 
fler. We have heard many com- 
plaints on this score from those who 
have homes near the water, and one 
summer resident has even gone so far 
as to say that if there is any motor 
boat owner who cannot afford a mul- 
fler for his engine, he would gladly 
pay for one himself. There are a 
number of these boats along the 
shore between Beverly and Magnolia 
and their continual noise in the still- 


ness of th night makes the water 
front anything but a desirable place 


to sleep. It is up to the launch own- 
ers to consider the feelings of others. 


The automobile is king on the 
North Shore. Motoring parties are 
all the rage, and in the evening about 
the hotel lobbies and verandas one 
hears continual talk about the respec- 
tive merits and speed of the different 
machines. Under the circumstances 
it would seem that nothing would be 
more popular, if it could be arranged, 
than a series of automobile races in 
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some suitable place. There is no 
beach where races of any great length 
could be held, but one might have 
some good sport in short straight- 
away dashes of a mile anda half at 
Coffin’s beach if it could be secured 
for that purpose. The beach is about 
two and a half miles long, and the 
sand is firm and well packed. The 
beach is convenient to Manchester 
and Magnolia and would be an ideal 
place for short dashes, if the right 
parties would take hold of the matter. 
We would suggest that the North 
Shore Automobile. club take the 
matter’ under consideration. The 
Gloucester city government would no 
doubt permit the use of the beach for 
this purpose if it was approached in 
the proper way by the proper persons, 
who would see that suitable precau- 
tions were taken for safety and that 
the rights of other users of the beach 
were safeguarded. 


While we are speaking of automo- 
biles, why not have an automobile 
parade this year? The old time 
coaching parades in the White Moun- 
tains were among the most popular 
features of summer life there. Today, 
when the motor car holds first place 
in the affections of the North Shore 
resident, and when practically every 
summer visitor here has one or more 
cars with him, nothing should excite 
greater interest than a big parade of 
decorated cars. Between Beverly 
and Gloucester there are ‘probably 
fully 500 cars. Magnolia is a spot 
central to all points on the shore and 
its roads and streets are so arranged 
as to make it an ideal place for a 
parade. Here, also, incoming motor- 
ists could find ample accommodations 
at the hotels during the day. When 
the North Shore is automobile crazy, 
why not have a parade? Surely it 
would not take much to arouse en- 
thusiasm on this point, and there 
could be no better feature to the sum- 
mer life on the North Shore than 
such an event. Why not have an 
automobile carnival the latter part of 
the month !

THOUGHTS HERE AND THERE 


By D. F. Lamson. 


One of George Eliot’s characters in 
Adam Bede hits the nail on the head 
rather neatly in speaking of a loqua- 
Clous “ protessor,’’ one of her neigh- 
bors: ‘‘I was in the other day when 
she was dishin’ up poor Mr. Tryson’s 
dinner, and I could see the potatoes 
was watery as watery; now I’ve 
nothin’ agin religion, my dear, but I, 
likes my potatoes mealy.” Alas, that 
piety and mealy potatoes do not 
always go together. 


We can admire heroism and martyr- 
like devotion in a bad cause, without 
seeming to fraternize with untruth or 
disloyalty ; we can give even the 
devil his due for his energy, his, perse- 
verence, his shrewdness, without go- 
ing the length of the old Scotch min- 
ister in his prayer for “the puir de’il.”” 

It is often observed that children 
who are under some wholesome re- 
straint are happier than those who are 
left to do as they please; the com- 
mands and prohibitions—the “Thou 
shalts” and “Thou shalt nots’’—in 
every domain of life, when rightly 
viewed, are among the greatest bless- 
ings of our mortal existence, they 
hedge us round and often save us 
from our own folly and wilfulness. 


Money may do a great deal to bene- 
fit a community, may give it better 
roads, better schools, and in man 
ways advance it materially and idee 
Jectually ; and money may do a great 
dal to debase a community as well as 
an individual ; it all depends upon the 
use or the misuse. In our day, great _ 
wealth is becoming a menace to much 
that is best in our institutions and 
our life. 


Here and there some men become 
lifted by. genius or circumstances 
above the general level ; but the earth 
is made up not of mountain peaks, 
but of plains and plateaus and valleys 
very largely; the commonalty _ is, 
after all, the great power in human 
history; the untitled and obscure 
make up a very important and re- 
spcctable contingent of society; we 
can’t all be corporals. 


Change is not always for the better, 
it may be for the worse; Solomon 
said, ‘A contented mind is a con- 
tinual feast’’; Dickens seems to have 
thought to improve upon this, and 
wrote, “A contented spirlt is the — 
sweetness of existence ;” but how flat 
compared with the original; Brown- 
ing borrows much from the Bible, Lut. 
what hard work he often makes of 
saying it; how orphic and bluid his — 
dicta often are compared with the 
simplicity and transparency of his 
models. It is fortunate for us that 
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God did not call in romancers and 
philosophers to aid him in giving us 
the Scriptures. 

And now we are told on high 
authority that an awful war is inevit- 
able for the control of the Pacific, and 
that we must prepare for it by ex- 
pending many more millions or hun- 
dreds of millions on our navy. Has 
the world advanced so very much in 
some ways since Bilboa saw froma 
peak in Darien the vast expanse of 
waters stretching toward the setting 
sun and named it the Peaceful Sea? 
Is that sea to become the scene of 
the most Titanic contest for world 
supremacy, a contest which will ex- 
plode navies out of existence almost 
as soon as they sight each other? Or 
is it yet possible by the “common 
sense of most” to stay the war spirit 
before civilization goes down in one 
universal ruin ? 


Late-timed repentance is better than 
no repentance ; the dying malefactor 
was saved in the very article of death ; 
but wise men do not choose to run 
great risks if they can help it. 

Death not only separates friends, it 
gathers friends together; that great 
’ home-coming, how the heart sometimes 
thrills at the thought. As tothe future 
’ recognition of loved ones, we need not 
trouble ourselves about that ; there is 
sound common sense in the pithy 
reply of rugged old John Welsh, 
“To you suppose we shall be greater 
fools there than we are here ?” 

What is of the earth only may not 
survive the earth, but what is of 
heaven must endure eternally ; how 
careful should we be, then, to form 
ties and relationships that will bear 
the shock of dissolution and the pass- 
ing of Time, and last while Immortal- 
ity endures; to live here so that we

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Pilgrim Fathers Eat Clams and 
Sweet Corn at Tuck’s Point 


The members of William Jeffrey 
colony of Pilgrim Fathers of Man- 
chester, and their friends reverted to 
the days of their illustrious sires 
Thursday of this week when they 
gathered at the famous Tuck’s Point 
hunting grounds and enjoyed an old- 
fashioned clam-bake. 

Now there are clam-bakes and there 
are clam-bakes. Those who have 
sampled Prof. Horton’s cooking say 
that what he puts out in Manchester 
is just about the proper thing. A 
brief description of the way the “‘pro- 
fessor’ prepares his bake might be of 
interest. : 

The first thing he does is to lay the 
bed, which is usually about four feet 
square. This is built of stones about 
6 inches thick. A wood fire is built 
on this in cross pile style and smaller 
stones are placed in with each layer of 
wood, so that as the wood burns out 
the hot stones fall on the bed. When 
the stones are hot enough the brands 
are pulled away, leaving nothing but 
the hot rocks. These are covered 
with a thick coating of rock weed. 
The clams, lobsters, corn, sweet 
potatoes, etc., are put on this and the 
whole is covered with canvas and an- 
other coating of rock weed is put on 
the canvas to hold the heat. It re- 
quires about an hour to cook the food. 
It depends on the amount of food and 
the kinds of food. Sometimes 
chickens are cooked in this way. 

At the gathering Thursday provi- 
sion was made for about 60 people, 
though about 75 were present, and 
«‘Prof.”” Horton had 2 % bushels of 
clams, 6 dozen corn, 6% dozen lob- 
sters and 15 pounds of sweet potatoes. 

Mr. Horton certainly knows how to 
tickle the appetites of the picknickers 
for everybody seems to eat heartily of 
his clam-bakes, and he is called upon 
to prepare half a dozen or more 
‘‘bakes’’ every summer. 

The local colony had among their 
guests Thursday Supreme Governor 
Edwin O. Foster of Salem, and a 
delegation of some 15 from John 
Humphrey colony of Swampscott.

John Henry Watson. 


John Henry Watson, who died last 
Friday night at his home in Beverly 
Farms, was one of the best known men 
in the town, and was also well known 
throughout the state as a temperance ad- 
vocate. 

He was born in Roxbury, July 29, 
1850, and was the oldest son of the late 
Lawrence and Katherine Watson. He 
was educated in the Boston schools, 
coming to Beverly Farms when a young 
man where he assisted his father in the 
general contracting business which he 
carried on. On the death of his father a 
few years ago, the business was taken up 
and carried on by John Henry Watson 
and his brother. 

Mr. Watson was a member of anum- 
ber of fraternal organizations, being as- 
sociated with St. Maragret’s court of 
Foresters at the Farms, and also was a 
member of the Knights of Columbus and 
the Elks, in both of which organizations 
he held offices. In 1885 he was high 
chief ranger of the Mass. Catholic Order 
of Foresters. He was an attendent at St. 
Margaret’s church and a member of sev- 
eral church organizations. 

He was interested in all local matters 
and took particular interest in the cause 
of temperance, travelling all over the 
state as an advocate of the temperance 
cause. 

Mr. Watson had been ill but a short 
time and was confined to his bed only a 
week. He leaves a widow, one son, 
Lawrence J. Watson, a daughter, Miss 
Jane Watson and abrother, L: J. Watson. 

Funeral services were held at St. Mar- 
garet’s church Monday morning a large 
number of friends and relatives gathering 
to pay their last respects to the deceased. 
A solemn high mass of requiem was cele- 
brated at which Rev Fr. Walsh, pastor 
of the church, was celebrant, Rev. D. J. 
Maguire deacon and Rev. John Lane of 
Boston, an intimate friend of the deceas- 
ed, sub-deacon. Inside the altar railing 
were Rev. Francis J. Curran and Rev.

Although not yet fully completed 
as to the interior, the following de- 
scription can be given of its appoint- 
ments : 

The walls are comparatively low, 
but high enough to admit a series ef 
pointed arches on each side. The 
gable of the facade is distinguished 
by a large mullioned window, under- 
neath which is the main entrance, 
composed of two sets of double doors 
within two arches separated by a but- 
tress supporting a statue of original 
design symbolic of the Sacred Heart. 
To the right of this is the tower, 
which includes the third entrance 
from the street. The belfry has a 
three-panel mullioned window on each 
side with flat lintel. Toward the altar 
end of the church on either side are 
two porches of stone, one of which is 
intended to communicate with the 
future rectory. 

The church is divided longitudinally 
into seven bays, each 13 feet long, are 
transversely into nave and side aisles, 
the width being 52 feet, inside dimen- 
sion. The pillars are octagonal in 
section, with moulded plinths, and 
are quite without imposts, the lines 
merging gracefully into the nave 
arches. The nave is ceiled with a 
uniform vault, whose outline is em- 
phasized by a system of moulded 
wooden ribbing between the heavier 
lines which mark the trusses. There 
are three dormer windows on each 
side of the roof. Over the vestibule, 
be separated from the 
auditorium by a‘screen of wood and 
leaded glass, will be the choir gallery,

tower. In the rear of the altaris a 
richly mullioned window overhead, 15 
feet wide, which is designed to form 
the frame for a memorial glass de- 
On each side of 
the chancel are flat niches for shrines. 
A large sacristy is provided, with a 
vaulted ceiling, well supplied with 
wardrobes and closets. <A toilet room 
will be provided for the use of the 
congregation, off one of the side 
porches. 

Preceding the laying of the corner 
stone, Archbishop O’Connell admin- 
istered the rite of confirmation to forty 
children and eight adults.

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TAX. RATE $9.60 


Manchester Assessors fix rate a dollar over that of last year, 


Almost 


half a million addition of new taxable property. 


The rate of taxation in Manchester the 
present year will be $9.60 on $1000, an 
increase of a dollar over last year, and the 
highest, in fact, for a number of years. 
The figure was given out by the assessors 
Tuesday. 

The increased amount of appropria- 
tions and the consequent increase in the 
‘amount of money to be raised by taxation 
to meet these expenditures, together with 
the increase of over $6500 in the state 
and county tax this year, is responsible 
for the increase in tax rate. In fact Chair- 
man Swett of the board said in Town 
Meeting last winter that, in view of the 
appropriations, a $10 tax rate would 
result. 

By the addition of new taxable prop- 
erty, however, amounting to about 


$486,000, it was possible to discount this 


figure and the assessors were able to 
make a rate of $9.60. This new increase 
in the valuation of almost half a million 
is mostly personal property, and the ad- 


dition of such an amount to the valuation - 


of the town bespeaks the good work on 
the part of the board. 

The following figures on which the 
valuation is based may be of interest: 

Poll taxes $1566. Personal property, 
resident, $4,219,508; non-resident, 
$385,670; total $4,605,178. Real estate 
Bee tdinos: resident, #1, 831,535; non- 
resident, $1,800, 445; total $3, 631, 980; 
land, resident, $1, 463, 015; non- ecesilandl 
$2, 186, 055; total, $3, 649, 070. Total 
real estate 87, 281,050. Total valuation 


$11,886, 238. Last year the valuation 
was $11,399, 547; the increase this year 


is $486,691.

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Though no accidents have occurred 
on the North Shore of late through 
the carelessness of automobile drivers, 
there have been some narrow escapes 
at certain street corners. There are 
a number of sharp corners along the 
North Shore where a car coming 
down one street cannot be seen very 
well by a person approaching from an- 
other direction, and the danger of col- 
lision is great unless some warning of 
approach is given. Chauffeurs should 
be more careful in this respect and 
should sound their horns when ap- 
proaching these curves and thus avoid 
all possibility of accident. The lack 
of accidents in the past has often- 
times been due more to good luck 
than to any exercise of care, and we 
cannot depend on luck always. 


In many cities and towns the citi- 
zens are erecting monuments or tab- 
lets to commemorate some great 
event in the history of the town or 
city, orto perpetuate the memory of 
some person prominent in town affairs 
or local history. And today we read 
of many such tablets or monuments 
being erected in memory of some 
ancient settlement of the town or 
city. In this connection we would 
again refer to the matter of a bowlder 
in memory of the Indian chief, Mas- 
conomo, from the land where Man- 
chester now is, was purchased, and 
whose relations with the early white 
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settler were of the most friendly and 
amicable kind. Americans are be- 
ginning to realize that they owe a 
debt to the ancient red men who gave 
up their lands to the white settler for 
a trifle, and who, instead of waging" 
war against them, met them on a 
friendly footing as did the Indian- 
chief Masconomo. A committee of 
Manchester citizens are now working 
on the matter. 


The latest move made in an effort 


to either quiet or do away with the 


siren whistle on Baker’s Island is the 
securing of Hon. Guy Currier, the 
well known Boston attorney, to labor 
with the government officials and see 
if the signal cannot be abolished and 
something which will serve the mari- 
ners just as well and at the same time 
not be such a discomfort to residents 
along this section, be substituted. 

This whistle is really a blemish on 
the hitherto very quiet and attractive 
community. It is getting past the 
stage of a joke, and is a serious ques- 
tion Sucha whistle placed in some 
point, far off shore, in some isolated 
part of the coast would be a blessing, 
but to have such a whistle on Baker’s 
Island, just a few miles off the North 
Shore, with its deep, penetrating 
tones heard from Gloucester to 
Marblehead, a strip of coast surpass- 
ing any other similar strip of coast- 
line in the country, probably, both as 
regards the number of summer vis- 
itors who come here from all over the 
country, and in the wealth repre- 
sented, it is really a menace. In the 
end, if allowed to remain as it now is, 
the effect will tell on the cities of 
Beverly and Gloucester and the town 
of Manchester.

WATER PAGEANT 


Brilliant Spectacle in Manchester, Thursday 
Evening. Eleven Boats in Line 


The water pageant in Manchester, 
Thursday evening, which was_ post- 
poned from Wednesday because of foul 
weather, was a pretty affair, though it is 
to be regretted more interest was not 
taken. Only eleven boats were in line. 
The illuminations along the shore, how- 
ever, made up in some degree for the 
lack of boats in the procession. 

The full moon shone froma clear sky, 
and as the red fire and colored lights 
were started showing the crowd along 
the water’s edge, a very pretty spectacle 
was presented. 

The Salem Cadet band was stationed 
on the town pier during the evening and 
furnished an excellent concert program. 
Crowds of towns-people and many from 
out of town saw the illumination from the 
pier and the Tuck’s Point picnic grounds 
adjoining. 

It was a little ae eight o’ clock when 
the Mahdeen, C. Needham’s trim 
power boat, took ae rest of the boats in 
tow and started down the harbor from The 
Fenton Co.’s wharf. “The procession 
passed the pier and yacht club, following 
the channel in the outer harbor and went 


arount the Velthra, S. P. Bremer’s steam” 


yacht, which was brilliantly decorated 
with hundreds of electric lights, and came 
back again past the club house and into 
the harbor. 

As the boats passed the crowds at 
Tuck’s Point the one which seemed in 
greatest favor was Mr. Baxter’s float 
representing Baker’s Island, with two 
light-houses and a representation of the 
siren whistle.

Sweeping Order issued by the Manchester Commissioners this week 
Against Use of Water 


The much talked of shortage of water 
in Manchester come to a crucial point 
this week when the water became so 
low that on Tuesday night a special 
meeting of the Water Commissioners 
was held at which it was decided to issue 
an order forbidding the use of hose for 
any purpose whatever except domestic 
purposes and in case of fire. 

Prior to this the board met and decid- 
ed the condition was such that they did 
not want to asume. further responsbility 
in the matter and that the question of 
additional supply at once should be put 
up to the voters, and consequently the 
warrant for a shecial town meeting was 
posted last Saturday. The meeting is 
called for tonight. 

The notices distributed about town, 
to the owners or occupants of estates and 
their employees follows: 

Important Notice To Water Takers. 
‘To the owner or occupant of these pre- 
mises: 

Owing to the extreme drought, the 
shortage of water has reached a point 
that we consider dangerous. It is abso- 
lutely necessary that we curtail the com- 
sumption. Your are therefore notified 
that the use of hose on the lawns, gar-

and install a temporary pumping plane 
for the purpose of furnishing an emer- 
gency water supply, and appropriate 
money for the same. 

It has been very evident forsome time 
that the there would have to be a curtail- 
ing of consumption. More water was 
being used than could be pumped 
and several times the pumps had to be 
stopped because of lack of water. The 
continued dry weather this summer has 
brought the condition to a more critical

Atameeting of the Board of Health, the 
following vote was passed and hereby becomes 
an ordinance :— 

**That all boats propelled by explosive en- 
gines and used on any salt waters within the Town 
of Manchester, shall be provided with an under 
water exhaust or mufHer and such under water 
exhaust or muffler shall be so constructed and 
used as to muffle the noise of the explosion in a 
reasonable manner, and no such boat shall be 
used on said waters so as to exhaust except 
through such under water exhaust or such 
muffler. ”’ 

This regulation shall go into effect on Septem-

Continued from third page, third column 
point than ever. 

Monday and Tuesday the supply be- 
came so low that it was seen that some- 
thing must be done at once. One station 
was being run 24 hours a day, the other 
16 hours, and even then not waterenough 
to meet the demands was being pumped. 
Finally, on Tuesday the wells became so 
low that one of the pumps had to be 
shut down. 

‘Tuesday afternoon the BREEZE man 
visited the plant to get some enlightenment 
on the condition of affairs. What he 
found out was substantially as follow: 

The large station is being run 24 hours 
a day, and the sub-station 16 hours. 
While under normal conditions about 
35,000 gallons of water per hour is 
pumped by the large station, now only 
24,000 gallons is pumped, and in case of 
fire, when the hydrants are open, this 
pumping capacity would be cut down to 
almost one half, because the “‘lift’’ is so 
big that the engine would ‘“‘run away 
from the water,’’ so to speak. 

The small station pumps about 18,000 
gallons, while under normal conditions 
it would pump 20,000 gallons an hour. 

From midnight Sunday to midnight 
Monday 650,000 gallons were pumped. 
All of this was used. If more was wanted 
it could could not have been pumped 
and therein lies the trouble and the seri-

Baron Uxkull says in interview that progress 
in that empire depends on Enlightenment 
and Christianizing of the People. 


“*The renewing of Russia is not to be 
through bombs and anarchism, but must 
come about through Christianity and en- 
lightenment. What Russia needs today is 
good men, men of backbone, men of 
conscience. Christianity must become 
more a power in the life of the individ- 
ual before Russia can shake off her bur- 
dens.’’ So spoke Baron Walce nar Ux- 
kull to the BREEZE man in an interview 
at Beverly Farms during the week. Bar- 
on Uxkull, who is in this country seeking 
to raise funds for establishing a theologic- 
al school in Russia, spoke most interest- 
ingly of the work in his country and the 
future of the Russian people. 

‘*Prior to Easter, 1905,’’ said he ‘‘the 
Greek Orthodox church was the state 
church of Russia and no one could leave 
it. [he evangelical churches had great 
difficulties to meet, and the evangelical 
christians were subject to great trials and 
persecutions.’’ 

“The edict of 1905,’’ said the Bar- 
on, ‘“‘was the result of the revolution in 
Russia, which in turn was largely due to 
the war with Japan. By this edict free- 
dom in religious matters was given to the 
Russian people. They are very much in- 
terested in christianity and their hearts 
are open to religious teaching. The edu- 
cating and the christianizing of Russia 
will change the whole life of the people. 

When asked about the political changes 
in Russia and the possible changes to- 
wards a more representative government, 
the Baron said that the first two Doumas, 
though short lived and falling short in 
many ways, had yet accomplished a great 
deal, and he hoped and’ fully expected 
that the third Douma would accomplish 
much more, inasmuch as it would be 
more largely representative of the edu- 
cated minority in Russia, because of the 
change in the election laws. Christian 
education, said he, is the great need of 
’ the empire. 

Baron Uxkull is treasurer of the Rus- 
sian Baptist Union and is in this country 
in behalf of that organization seeking to 
_ raise funds for the building of a theolo- 
’ gical school in Russia, to educate young 
men of the evangelical christians. Here- 
tofore it has been necessary to send these 
young men to other countries to receive 
their education and this has been very 
costly. The evengelical christians of 
_ Russia are almost all of the lower class- 


es. They are very poor and have suffered ~

EERIMEMET AOR a RAR a Ee ED 
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Monday will be Labor day, a day 
set apart by the working men as their 
own, a day of rest for them. On this 
one day of the year throughout all the 
land the army of working men wil] 
march through the streets of the cities 
and towns, and the day will be ob- 
served as their holiday. On this day 
we realize, as we watch the marching 
hosts of labor, the strength of these 
united forces and it is brought to our 
mind that this day itself, together 
with many other advantages,— shorter 
hours, higher wages, etc., have been 
given to the working classes because 
of the fact that they have been able 
to demand them by reason of their 
strength, banded together in unions 
and confederations of labor all over 
the country. The union of the labor- 
ing classes has been a boon to the 
working men in many ways, but the 
immense power thus attained may be 
perverted and put to base uses, uses 
which instead of aiding labor, will 
degrade it and make the new order of 
things worse than the old. To this 
end let the laboring men consider 
long and well whom they will put into 
their offices of trust, men of ability, 
men of discretion and sound judg- 
ment, who will work for the best in- 
terests of ‘the workers under them, 
and not seek personal aggrandize- 
ment, notoriety and gain at the 
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expense of the multitudes who have 
placed them in power. Let them 
hesitate and consider before they enter 
upon any course of action which will 
tie up industry and cause trouble and 
discomfort to the masses. Let them 
be reasonable in the exercise of their 
power and in the demands they make, 
realizing that others have rights and 
that more can be gained by co-opera- 
tion than by conflict. 


In connection with the recent action 


of the Manchester Board of Health 
‘in passing an ordinance requiring 


every owner of a motor boat within 
Manchester waters to provide the 
same with an under-water exhaust or 
muffler before September 1, and in re- 
gard to which the BREEzE has spoken, 
the following editorial from the 


Gloucester Times is of interest : 

It is interesting to note that official 
notice has been taken of the obnox- 
ious, unnecessarily noisy motor boats, 
the Manchester Board of Health hav- 
ing decided that: the loud puffing and 
barking of the motors in the harbor 
of that town is a menace to public 
health. Official action has also been 
taken, the board having ordered the 
owners of every craft to provide 
under-water exhaust, which, they 
claim, will deaden the sound, before 
September 1. It will be remembered 
that a short time ago the question was 
considered in this column, a river 
resident having complained against 
the nerve-racking explosions of the 
gasoline engines. Atthat time it was 
suggested that the greatest fault was 
with the careless persons who made 
no endeavor to reduce the noise, and 
that if the exhaust was placed under 
water considerable of the objection- 
able feature might beobviated. From 
a sensible and sane standpoint, there 
is no desire to interfere with the use 
of the motor boat, but it certainly 
must be admitted that the public who. 
are annoyed have certain rights, and 
it is difficult to see why they should 
not be shown some consideration. It 
is easily realized how the perpetual 
noise from certain gasoline engines 
must grate on the nerves of the ill, 
or the person who is nervous, es- 
pecially late at night or early in the 
morning. For the motor boat owner 
who is careless in regard to noise and 
has no thought for others, especially 
where it is possible to overcome the 
troublesome outbursts from his en- 
gine, there is no sympathy if the law 
takes a hand to try to stop it. The 
result of the Manchester crusade will 
be eagerly awaited by many owners 
of motor craft.

Special Town Meeting 
The special town meeting called in 
Manchester last Saturday night to 
take action on the matter of immedi- 
ate relief to the water supply, ended 
without any action being taken, other 


than to have the matter dropped until 


such a time as the special committee 
and the engineer now at work on the 
case shall have made their report. 

The meeting was called to order at 
7.35 by Town Clerk Jewett and on 
motion of F. K. Swett, R. C. Allen 
was nominated moderator by acclam- 
ation. 

M. E. Gorman asked if there was 
any other business to come before the 
meeting other than Art. 2,—addi- 
tional water supply. When informed 
there was not, he moved that all sub- 
ject matter pertaining to additional 
water supply be indefinitely postponed 
to such time as the engineer for the 
town make his report. 

Water Commissioner F. J. Merrill 
stated that the water board had 
called this meeting because they felt 
it to be their duty to lay before the 


town the actual condition and to 
point out the means of relief that is 
available. The estimated cost of lay- 
ing pipes on top of groundand equip- 
ping a temporary pumping plant he 
said would be $3,900 for 6-inch pipe, 
and $5,165 for an 8-inch pipe. 

Albert Cunningham, Austin Mor- 
ley, Charles O. Howe and Samuel 
Knight spoke on the question, and in 
reply to questions by the latter Supt. 
Andrews spoke of the conditions. O. 
T. Roberts also spoke on the matter, 
the opinion expressed by all being to 
the effect that no action should be 
taken by the town just now, awaiting 
the reply of the engineer now at 
work, and that before any emergency 
supply could be obtained the season 
would be overand the fall rains would 
give plenty of water. 

The motion was put and carried 
without a dissenting vote. The meet- 
ing adjourned at 8.20.

THOUGHTS HERE AND THERE 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


Much of life is mere asquerade, but 
there is such a thing as real, honest liv- 
ing; all the world is not a stage, nor all 
the men and women merely players; 
there are true and earnest souls to whom 
life is not a farce or the world a puppet 
show. 

How true is it that the poorest things 
are the dearest, that the best things are 
the cheapest; many find this out to their 
cost in running after bargains; but noone 
has ever put it more forcibiy than Lowell: 

Tis heaven alone that is given away, 

*Tis only God may be had for the asking. 

Yet so perverse a thing is human 
nature that people often prefer to do 
without a thing rather than receive it as 
a free gift, and pay a high price at the 
devil’s booth for their own destruction. 

Like sunshine through a cloud-rift are 
the mercies and blessings that often shine 
through trial and suffering; they may 
sometimes not last long, but it is well to 
be thankful for them and enjoy them 
while we have them. 

Organizations do not give life, but life 
may be trusted to provide its own sufhic- 
ient organism; machinery is not power, 
machinery and organization are very 
secondary things, however important 
they may be in their place; but this 1s 
often overlooked in trade, in business, 
in the schools and the church, and show 
is made to take the place of substance 
and form is substituted for life. 

A rough and barren district in one of 
the midland shires of England is quaintly 
described by an old chronicler as * ‘full of 
much emptiness;’’ the phrase is a para- 
dox, but it is highly expressive, and it 
exactly describes many minds that are 
filled with nothing. 

It was from this unpromising locality 
so graphically set forth by Stow, the 
old topographer, that William Carey, 
the first of modern Protestant missionar- 
ies, eminent as a translator and Oriental- 
ist, went forth to his heroic and honor- 
ed life-work. Out of provincial and de- 
spised Galilee prophets and masters still 
spring. 

Are not things getting inverted. when 
a sporting man who commits suicide gets 
as much space in the papers and as eu- 
logistic mention, as a governor, or a 
mayor, or a poet? Has the world gone 
daft on amusements? Is the king of the 
Revels being restored to his mediaeval 
rank? !the lord of Misrule c»ming to his 


own again? Have plain living and high 


thinking gone out of fashion, with the 
passing of the stage-coach and the pillion

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‘First impressions are everything.”’ 
At least so it has been said, and 
whether that statement is literally 
true.or not, certain it is that first im- 
pressions goa great way in forming 
one’s opinion of a place. If on enter- 
ing a place for the first time, you find 
all the surroundings beautiful, attrac- 
tive and harmonious, everything well- 
kept and in good order, then it will 
take a great many unpleasant things 
to cause any strong distaste. But if, 
on the contrary, the entrance is poor 
and squalid and unkempt in appear- 
ance, it will take considerable to 
change the first impression of dislike. 

Magnolia is one of the most beauti- 
ful and attractive spots on the North 
Shore. Possessed of great natural 
beauties, these have been enhanced by 
the hand of man, until Magnolia can- 
not be surpassed in beauty and charm 
by any shore resort in the land. Here 
are combined all the beauties of shore 
and country ; the beautiful Crescent 
beach where the bathing cannot be 
surpassed, charming woodland drives 
and scenery, beautiful estates, places 
of historical and literary interest, con- 
venient to the city for those who can 
only come down for the week-end, and 
yet secluded and free from the crowds 
and noise, making it an ideal place for 
rest and recreation. 

And yet that first impression! Per- 


haps all these beauties and attractions 
which so abound in Magnolia are able 
in every case to dissipate that first 
bad impression, at least we hope so. 
But how much better it would be if 
the entrance to this ideal vacation 
spot were as attractive as the rest of 
it. The entrance to the garden spot 
of the North Shore marred by groups 
of ramshackle buildings, the roadside 
used for dumping rubbish and refuse, 
tumble down fences.and a generally 
unkempt and careless appearance 
serving to give one the impression of 
shiftlessness and neglect. 

We understand that some parties 
interested in the welfare of Magnolia 
are seeking to have these things 
remedied. To have the first impres- 
sion of the Magnolia visitor one of 
enjoyment, and of beauty and charm. 
Anything done in this respect should 
have the hearty. support of all who 
make Magnolia their summer home. 
From a purely selfish standpoint, even 
if they are not interested in Magnolia 
for the sake of Magnolia, property 
owners should consider any money 
spent in improving things here, and 
in beautifying the approaches, as 


money well spent, as an investment 


that will bring a large return on the 
amount invested. Why not get to- 
gether, Magnolia property owners, 
and before the opening of another sea- 
son have the approach to Magnolia 
made more attractive. Clean up the 
refuse and rubbish heaps, and, if pos- 
sible, have these ramshackle structures 
which are a blot on the beauties of the 
place, removed and replaced by a 
larger structure of a artistic design, 
something which instead of being an 
eye-sore will, if not improving the 
natural state of the place, at least not 
detract from it. Look at the matter 
fairly and squarely and consider if this 
will not be a good investment, not 
solely from an esthetic standpoint, 
but from a financial standpoint as 
well. 


In.the endeavor to find the ideal 
dust destroyer, a stretch of road be- 
tween Manchester and Magnolia has 
been subjected to a coating of oil. 
And from the experience here ob- 
tained it is quite evident that oil will 
not solve the problem. There has 
been considerable dissatisfaction ex- 


pressed in regard to this bit of road- 
way by those who have to travel over 
it frequently. The chief faults are the 
offensive odor and the fact that to get 
any of it on the clothing is more or 
less ruinous to the garments so 
affected. While it is effective in 
settling the dust, it brings other evils 
just as bad if not worse. The commu- 
nication from a Magnolia resident 
which we print in this issue will give 
an idea of the sentiment in this regard 
by some, at least, of those who travel 
over this oiled surface. 


Oiled Roads a Failure, says 
Magnolia Correspondent 


Editor of the North Shore Breeze: 


With the advent of so many auto- 
mobiles on our North Shore roads the 
dust problem has become quite im- 
portant, for these big touring cars 
with their great weight and speed 
throw up a great dust in their wake 
which is very offensive to other trav- 
elers. But I think there are greater 
evils than the dust evil and we have 
had an illustration of this in the 
stretch of road which has just been © 
oiled between Magnolia and the rail- 
road station. Traveling back and 
forth to the station each day as I go 
to and from the city, I have found the 
odor from this oil-spread stretch of. 
roadway very penetrating and offen- 
sive. And this is particularly notice- 
able within the last few days. Bad 
enough when it is dry weather, the 
dampness and moisture seems to add 
double strength to the odor, and not 
only this, but the road is so slippery 
and greasy that it is almost impossible 
to walk thereon. Furthermore, the — 
least touch to one’s clothing renders a 
thorough cleansing necessary, and 
even when dry the dust blowing there- 
from, though small in quantity, is 
ruinous to the gowns and skirts of 
ladies. 

While I do not question the good 
intentions of the authorities who have — 
tried this means of laying dust, I must 
say that in my opinion, and I am 
seconded by many others here at 
Magnolia, the experiment is a failure — 
and any further use of the material 
should be discontinued. Dust at its 
worst is far less disagreeable than the © 
odor and dirt of an oil-soaked road.

VACANCIES AT MILITARY 
AND NAVAL ACADEMIES 


Examinations of Applicants to be held on Oct. 22 


In view of the fact that there are 
going to be vacancies at both the U.S. 
Military Academy and the U.S. Naval 
Academy from the 6th Congressional 
District next year, Congressman 
Gardner has decided to hold a joint 
examination of the applicants for 
these two vacancies at the rooms of 
the U.S. Civil Service Examiners, 
Post Office Building, Boston, on Oct. 
22d next. This examination will be 
open to any young man in the District 
of the required age desirous of enter- 
ing the competition, whether he has 
previously notified Congressman Gard- 
ner of his intention or not. 

The following isa copy of the letter 
which is being sent to the applicants, 
explaining the various details of the 
examination, method of appointment, 
etG.: 

Hamitton Mass., Sept. 4, 1907. 
Dear Sir: 

On Tuesday, October 22d, I shall 
hold at 9.80 a.m., at the rooms of the 
U. S. Civil Service Commission, 142 
Post Office Building, Boston, Mass., a 
preliminary examination for applicants 
from the 6th Congressional District of 
Massachusetts desiring to fill the 
vacancies in the U.S. Naval Academy, 
and the U. S. Military Academy, 
which will occur in 1908. 

Any young man of good moral char- 
acter and appropriate age may take 
this examination, provided that he has 
been continuously a legal resident of 
this District since June1, 1906. A 
candidate becomes eligible for admis- 
sion to the Naval Academy on the 
day that he is 16, and ineligible on the 
day that he is 20. He becomes eligi-

ble for the Military Academy on the 
day that he is 17 and ineligible on the 
day that he is 22. 

In making a selection I shall con- 
sider the qualifications of the candi- 
dates in the following respects: men- 
tal attainments, as demonstrated by 
the written examination ; physical de- 
velopment and health, as demonstrated 
by the medical examination ; previous 
mental and physical training; general 
aptitude for the duties of a Naval or 
Military Officer; moral character ; 
military antecedents ; general appear- 
ance. 

The maximum mark attainable will 
be 215, made up as follows: For the 
mental examination, 100; for the 
physical examination, 100; previous 
mental and physical training and gen- 
eral appearance, 9; military antece- 
dents 6, ee 

I reserve the right arbitrarily to re- 
ject any candidate, or to deduct from 
his total mark; but I shall not exer- 
cise this right without a good and suffi- 
cient reason. 

For the Naval Academy the regula- 
tions require me to recommend one 
principal and 1st, 2d and 3d alternates. 
If the principal fails of admission the 
opportunity falls in succession to the 
alternates, provided they pass the 
requisite mental and physical examina- 
tion prescribed by the Academy 
officials. 

For the Military Academy the 
regulations require me to nominate 
one principal and two equal alternates. 
If the principal fails of admission, the 
opportunity falls to that one of the

The candidate who receives the 
highest mark at the preliminary ex- 
amination which I shall hold in 
October will be given the right to 
designate the Academy for which he 
prefers the nomination as principal. 
The candidate who receives the 
second highest mark will be offered 
two alternatives, namely: either the 
nomination as_ principal for the 
Academy not selected by No.1, or 
the nomination as alternate for the 
other Academy. The candidate who 
receives the third highest mark will 
have his selection of any nomination 
not previously claimed. The same 
course will be followed in the case of 
Nos. 4, 5, 6 and 7 on the list. 

At the preliminary examination on 
Oct. 22, 1907, stationery and ink will 
be provided ; but candidates must pro- 
vide themselves with pens or pencils 
as they prefer. The examination will 
be of about six hours’ duration, five 
and one-half hours for the mental 
tests and one half-hour for the physi- 
cal. The mental examination will con- 
sist of the following subjects: Arith- 
metic, Algebra, Geometry, United 
States History, World’s History, 
Geography, Puncuation and Composi- 
tion.

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NEW PASTOR PREACHES 


Rev. Louis H. Ruge Assumes Duties as 
Pastor of Congregational Church, Manchester 


Rev. Louis H. Ruge, the new pas- 
tor of the Congregational church, 
Manchester, assumed his duties last 
Sunday, preaching strong sermons at 
both the morning and _ evening 
services. 

“The Lord of unity’’ was the sub- 
ject of his morning sermon, his text 
being ‘That you may all live together 
in the same mind and in the same 
judgment.” 

He spoke of the law of unity in the 
physical and philosophical world and 
the forces in the world that hold men 
together. Following are a few ex- 
cerpts from his sermon : 

“We grow strong in our human de- 
velopment and in the progress of the 
world when we unite. Patriotism is 
one of the forces which unite men. 
There is a stronger touch than the 
touch of elbows; there is the touch 
of souls: The camp _ life levels 
humanity and in time of war we are 
one in that mighty purpose of repell- 
ing the enemy of our country. 

“Fear is another element that unites 
us; affliction is another. There is no 
creed, no caste that divides us above 
the coffin lid. The day of calamity is 
the day that unites man. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that 
fraternal societies are increasing and 
labor unions are binding men together 
for a common cause, there is but one 
union that demonstrates the spirit of 
human brotherhood and that is the 
church of Jesus Christ. If we live 
separated lives we can accomplish 
little, but welded together we .shall 
be a mighty power in salvation and 
the establishment of righteousness 
among men. We are to be joined 
together as a family in the work of 
the Lord. All the differences we 
have need not make us unbrotherly. 
We shall give due weight to the con- 
victions of others, then shall harmony 
be brought forth from this unity — 
from this church. We may stand 
apart in our views of Certain things, 
but as we grow toward Him there 
shall be a merging of souls in the 
Christ life. Weare together here in 
little pools, separated from our fel- 
lows, but when the broad ocean of 
God’s love rolls in we are all together 
in Christian fellowship.”

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AUTO ACCIDENT. 


Three Men Badly Injured in Auto Crash on 
Craft’s Hill, Manchester. 


Three men were thrown out and badly 
injured as the result of the worst auto- 
mobile accident of the season on the 
North Shore, which occured last Saturday 
evening on Crafts hill in the Manchester 
Cove woods. 

Two large cars, one a 39-horse-power 
Winton, owned and driven by Frank 
R. Neal of Boston, and the other a 50- 
horse-power Pope runabout, owned and 
driven by Garvin Denby of Detroit, came 
together just at the sharp turn in the road 
near the foot of the hill. With Mr. Neal 
was a party of four friends and they 
were returning to Boston from a trip to 
Gloucester. They were coming down 
the hill at an estimated speed of 35 miles 
an hour when just at the turn they saw 
in front of them the Pope car driven by 
Mr. Denby which had just turned out to 
pass a small car going in the same direc- 
tion. So close were they to each other 
and so great was the speed of the Win- 
ton car coming down the hill that a col- 
lision could not be avoided, though 
Neal put on the brakes and ran up on 
the sidewalk in his efforts to avoid the 
collision. So sharply were the brakes put 
on that the car skidded and the rear part 
swung out across the road coming against 
the Denby car with terrific force hurling 
the three men in the rear seat out of the 
tonneau and badly injuring them. ‘The 
three men injured were Dennis O’ Neil 
who received a dislocated ankle, William 
Moore, left arm broken and badly bruis- 
ed, and John Newbury who received 
three broken ribs and a bad scalp wound. 
All three were taken tothe Beverly hos- 
pital and at last reports were resting com- 
fortably and on the road to recovery. 

In the other car were Mr. and Mrs. 
Garvin Denby. Neither was seriously 
injured though Mrs. Denby, who was 
on the side at which the collision occurred 
was bruised somewhat and had her cloth- 
ing torn. The Denby car was quite badly 
stove up though the engine was not put 
out of commission and they were able to 
get to Magnolia without assistance. 

The other car was not damaged at all, 
and after taking two of the injured men 
to the hospital proceeded on to Boston. 
The other injured man was taken to the 
hospital in the Manchester police ambul- 
ance which was quickly on the scene. 
Two ambulances from Gloucester were 
also quickly on the spot but were not 
needed. 

The spot where the accident occured

The Manchester schools opened 
Monday for another year’s work with a 
large enrollment of pupils. In the High 
school there are 54 pupils this year,there 
being 20 in the entering class. The total 
number of pupils in the grades is 392, 
divided up as follows: Ninth grade 24, 
eighth 22, seventh 37, sixth 38, fifth 40, 
fourth 38, advanced fourth 19, third 51, 
second 56 and first 68. “The advanced 
fourth grade is made up of pupils who 
though a little farther advanced than the 
fourth are not yet prepared to go on with 
the work of the fifth. They will be ad- 
vanced to the fifth grade as the year 
progresses. ; 

In the High school, the most notable 
change is the introduction of a business 
course, or more properly, the introcuc- 
tion of business courses such as steno- 
graphy, typewriting and book-keeping, to 
be taken as elective work in conjunction 
with the other studies. Four typewriting 
machines have been bought by the town, 
of standard makes for the pupils to prac- 
tise on. This department is to be in 
charge of L. A. Winslow. Considerable 
interest seems to be taken in this work, 
thirty-five pupils taking courses in the 
commercial branches. The only change 
in the teaching force is in the English 
department where Miss Whiting of 
Franklin takes the place of Miss Mar- 
jorie Weeks, resigned. Miss Whiting is 
a graduate of Boston University, College 


of Liberal Arts, and comes very highly 
recommended. 

In the grades, there are two changes 
in the teaching force. | Miss Grace G. 
Henry of Wellesley Hills has charge of 
the third grade in place of Miss Carolyn 
Allen, resigned, and Miss Lola H. Tay- 
lor is teacher of the first grade in place 
of Miss Laura Norton. | Miss Henry is 
a graduate of the Framingham Normal 
school and comes here from Springfield, 
where she taught last year. Miss Taylor 
is a graduate of the Lowell Normal 
school and last year taught in Whitins- 
ville, where she met with splendid 
success. 

There has been a slight change in the 
locations of the grades, the third grade 
this year being located at the Priest 
school instead of at the Price Primary 
as in the past year. 

The Kindergarten did not open this 
week owing to the inability of Miss Bab- 
cock, who has charge, to return in time. 
Miss Babcock has passed the summer in 
Germany where she has been studying 
along the lines of kindergarten work, and 
was unable to secure passage home so as 
to be here for the opening of. school last 
Monday. This department will open 
next Monday. 

There have been some changes in the 
special teachers, which will be definitely 
announced next week.

Schools opened Monday and teach- 
ers and pupils, after a long summer 
vacation, resumed their duties rested 
and refreshed. Practically the same 
corps of teachers has charge this year 
as in the past year, and the year 
should be unusually successful.

I have been reading your article on 
Magnolia with much interest, and 
would say that it is a subject that I 
have been trying to get the property 
owners interested in for the past three 
years, but it has been a difficult mat- 


ter to get people interested enough in 
it to work as a body together. As I 
look at it the first and most important 
matter is for the property owners to 
petition the B. & M. R.R. to improve 
their station and grounds, for as 
everyone knows there is not a station 
on the Gloucester branch that is so 
unsightly as this one at Magnolia. 
The drive from the station to the 
postoffice is one of the most attrac- 
tive drives on the whole North Shore, 
with the exception of one or two un- 
sightly places which, at a small ex- 
pense, could be removed. 

Ido not agree with your corres- 
pondent, “Oceanside,” in reference to 
the oiled roads not being a success, 
for if you will look at the roads in 
Manchester that have been treated 
this way early in the summer you 
must allow that it is a_ success. 
Where the mistake was made with 
this road from the depot is that it was 
not a proper time to do the work, 
when there was such a large amount 
of travel over it and at a time when 
we were sure to have more or less wet 
and muddy weather. 

I will allow that the odor is offen- 
sive, but that is only for a short time, 
and when we consider the advantages 
to be derived from this treatment, 
such as a drive free from dust and a 
road that will stand the rough wear 
and tear of automobiles, we should be 
willing to bear with the odor. 

I hope this is a subject that will not 
be dropped, and that we shall hear 
from others in reference to it.

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Baron Uxkull Preaches. 


Baron Waldemar Uxkull of. Russia 
preached at the Baptist church last Sun- 
day morning and gave a very interesting 
account of the trials of the evangelical 
christians in Russia prior to the edict of 
1905.

RELIEF FROM WHISTLE. 


Manchester Calls on the Government in Re= 
solve passed at Special Town Meeting. 
Committee Appointed. 

Manchester is the first of the towns 
or cities interested to take formal action 
on the matter of the fog whistle recently 
placed on Baker’s Island and at the 
special town meeting Monday evening a 
resolution was adopted protesting against 
the whistle with its “‘harsh and loud tone 
as an intolerable injury to the health and 
comfort of the inhabitants’ and ‘“against 
the unreasonable injury which is being 
done to them,’’ requesting the govern- 
ment, through its proper officials, to give 
some measure of relief. 

It was furthur resolved ‘“‘that a com- 
mittee of ten voters be appointed by the 
moderator for the purpose of transmitting 
this protest to the proper authorities, and 
to take such other action in the premises 
as may seem to them expedient.’’ 

The general interest felt all along the 
North Shore in the movement looking to 
the modification of the whistle was amply 
shown by the large attendance. The 
summer colony was well represented at 
the meeting, and a number took part in 
the discussion. 

Among the members of the summer 
colony present were Charles Head, G. 
M. Lane, Col. H. E. Russell, Philip 
Stockton, Geo. M. Morgan, Geo. N. 
Black, F. M. Stanwood, Dr. R. H. 
Fitz and Miss Edith Fitz, W. B. Walk- 
er, Reginald Boardman, Mr. and Mrs. 
J. Warren Merrill, George E. Cabot, 
Wm. Hooper, S. Parker Bremer, A. I. 
Croll, A. M. Merriam, Henry S. Grew 
and H. K. Caner. 

There was very little discussion on 
the resolution, which was offered by 
Mr. Head, one of the petitioners for the 
meeting. The only one speaking against 
it was C. O. Howe, who compared the 
noise from the whistles on automobiles 
as far worse than the fog whistle, and 
more apt to bring on nervous prostration. 

The meeting was called to order at 
7.45 by acting Town Clerk G. F. 
Allen, who read the warrant. W. C. 
Rust nominated F. K. Hooper as mod- 
erator, and he was elected by an hand 
vote. Mr. Hooper was sworn in by the 
clerk and in accepting the office he said 
he was somewhat surprised that he 
should be nominated moderator as it was 
throughly understood he had given up 
the office last year. He thanked the vot- 
ers and cautioned his friend not to ‘‘do 
it again.”’ 

Selectman Swett read the petition call-

Some recent revelations of a certain 
Commission furnish reading that is not 
perhaps highly edifying, but it is rather 
interesting; the lesson to be learned is 
that cities and towns need for public ser- 
vants men of both honesty and capacity, 
men who are neither knaves nor fvols.

ing the meeting. As this matter was of 
vital interest to the members of the sum- 
mer colony, he said, he offered a motion 
that the privilege of the floor be given to 
all present to speak on the question. 

Charles Head said the petition was of 
interest to all within hearing of this fog 
signal. No-one believed. he thought, 
that it was not necessary for the mariner 
to have some signal, yet he believed that a 
less powerful horn was sufficient. ‘The 
desire was to modify and abate the sound 
so that it will not be a manace to the in- 
habitants of the North Shore as it is now 
and atthe same time be a safeguard to 
the shipping that passes in and out of 
Salem and Beverly. Mr. Head offered 
the following resoultion and moved its 
adoption: 

““Whereas, the fog signal recently es- 
tablished on Baker’ s island is by reason of 
its harsh and loud tone an _ intolerable 
injury to the health and comfort of the 
inhabitants of the town and, whereas, 
it is believed that the interests of naviga- 
tion can be properly safeguarded with- 
out subjecting the inhabitants of this 
town to such serious damage, now, 
therefore, be it 

“‘Resolved, That the voters of the 
town of Manchester assembled in special 
town meeting for the purpose, do here- 
by protest against the unreasonable injury 
which is being done to them and request 
the government of the United States, 
through its proper officials, to give them 
some measure of relief tierefrom. 

“Resolved, That a committee of 10 
voters be appointed by the moderator of 
this meeting for the purpose of transmit- 
ting this protest to the proper authority 
and to take such other action in the pre- 
mises aS may seem to expedient.’’ 

Samuel Knight seconded the motion. 

S. Parker Bremer suggested that before 
the motion was put it might be well to 
understand if there was any expense and 
if so an amendment covering this might 
be advantageous to the motion. 

Mr. Head thought most of the work 
could be done through correspondence 
and that the committee would not have 
to go to Washington in person. 

W.C. Rust said he should like to 
have something more melodious than 
that horn. It isn’t very pleasant to lay a- 
wake nights and listen to that. Some- 
thing more musical would be better. It is 
very bad for the sick, 

Samuel Knight. ‘‘Since I first heard 
that thing—lI call it a thing, and a_nuis- 
ance, too—I failed to see the necessity 
of it, especially in the summer season. | 
feel personally that every night that 
whistle blows I have to close my win- 
dows.

Why would it not - 


the special Town Meeting in Manches- 
ter this week on the matter of the fog 
whistle at Baker’s Island, the citizens 
of the town have at least let them- 
selves be heard and the sentiment ex- 
pressed by them will be conveyed in 
the form of a resolve to the proper 
government authorities. 

The outside public seem to be get- 
ting interested in the whistle, too. The 
papers are commenting on it and the 
Boston papers are showing their in- 
terest. In fact, one of the Boston 
papers had a photographer down here 
this week getting pictures of the 
whistle and tomorrow, presumably, 
the general public will be apprised 
of what was obtained. 

But it will take more than pictures 
to show up that whistle. This is a 
case where hearing is more important 
than sight. There appears to be no 
necessity for such a strong whistle. 
A weaker voice would be just as 
effective. The Salem News com- 
ments as follows: 

When the attempts of certain citi- 
zens of Manchester to get rid of the 
fog whistle on Baker’s Island first be- 
gan to focus attention, The News 
ventured the assertion, bearing in 
mind the fate of like protests in other 
places, that the safety of mariners 
would be placed above the considera- 
tion of any fashionable summer 
colony. There is no reason to modify 
this judgment. The particular federal 
department having to do with the in- 
stallation of these safeguards to 
maritime interests are not in the 
habit of establishing lights or fog 
whistles where they would be super- 
fluous. Once a stand has been taken, 
pleas that trench upon a frivolous or 
a strained ground are inoperative, no 
matter how potential the interests 
back of them may appear to be. Like 
unto the howl raised by the Manches- 
ter people, or rather we ought to say 


a portion of the Manchester people, . 


was that once heard down on Eastern 
Point, a number of years ago, when a 
fog horn was established in that 
locality. Cottagers and hotel guests 
railed and growled, and were “‘deter- 
mined” that the ‘‘nuisance”’ should be 
removed. But the ‘nuisance’ still 
exists, just as the whistle on Baker’s 
Island may be reckoned upon to serve 
the purpose for which it was installed, 
however pronounced the opposition 
from ostensible ‘‘wealthy,’”’ “social,” 
or “colony” elements. To the mari- 
ner, there is a cadence in one of 
those horns or whistles when thick 
fogs fall, apprising him of his where- 


abouts and warning him of danger, 
just as the hoarse blasts of the 
steamer whistle on the high seas have 
carried and will carry to legions of 
passengers the knowledge that one 
precaution is being taken against 
dreaded collision. Obviously, a differ- 
ent construction must be placed upon 
whistle blasts by pleasure-seeking 
people ashore, secure from harm. 
Protests to which the latter estimate 
gives rise cannot justly be placed 
above the adequate protection of 
those who “go down to the sea in 
ships.” And unless governmental 
policy is going to be sadly wrenched, 
they will not prevail in this Manches- 
ter objection.

Experiments on Whistle. 


Some experiments are being conducted 
at Baker’s Island on the big fog horn, 
over which there is such a howl from the 
North Shore residents, said the Salem 
News of Tuesday. While it is practically 
admitted that it will never be removed, 
some experiments are being made in the 
way of directing the sound away from 
the shore. 

A barricade between the horn and the 
mainland to the northwest has been built. 
This, it is thought, may throw the sound 
to the southwest and to quite an extent 
keep it away from the mainland, or at 
least deaden it. 

This is an experimentand if it proves 
satisfactory, the temporary barricade may 
be replaced by a permanent affair. By 
means of this shield, it is thought, the 
sound will be held back somewhat from 
the mainland and thrown out to sea with 
even greater intensity than without it. 

Four different whistles and horns have 
been tried, but it-is said that the first one 
will probably be the one selected. A 
government official is expected this week 
to make some further tests, especially in 
relation to the efficiency of this sound 
shieldor barricade.

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INDICTED FOR ASSAULT AS 
RESULT OF AUTO: ACCIDENT 


As the result of the efforts of the 
Manchester police and the Safe Roads 
association, of which members of the 
summer colony are the chief movers, 
Charles S$. Dewey of Chicago, has been 
indicted by the Essex County grand jury 
which sat at Lawrence last week. ‘The 
charge is assault. 

This is perhaps the first case where an 
indictment has been found for assault on 
account of reckless driving of an auto- 
mobile. This case is also note-worthy, 
because it brings to light one of the in- 
stances in which owners of automobiles 
coming into Massachusetts from other 
states have, after being mixed up in some 
accident, immediately left the state and 
thus become immune from the ordin- 
ary process of the laws of the common- 
wealth. It is expected that unless Dewey 
returns voluntarily to answer to the 
charge, the governor will be asked for 


requisition papers to bring him aere from 
Chicago. 

The accident occurred July 15. U. K. 
Pettingill of Boston, the well-known ad- 
vertising agent, was going in his auto- 
mobile from Magnolia station to Magno- 
lia. He was passing a carriage coming 
the other way when an automobile came 
up from behind and attempted to pass 
between the carriage and Mr. Pettingill’s 
car and, while so doing, collided with 
the latter vehicle, so as to throw Mr. 
Pettingill and his chauffeur out of the 
car on the ground. The chauffeur suffer- 
ed from concussion of the brain and Mr. 
Pettingill was seriously injured. Notwith- 
standing this, the automobile continued 
at the same pace, without stopping to see 
what had happened. 

It is likely that the matter will come 
before the next sitting of the grand jury, 
which is at Salem the coming week. 


TO USE A MEGAPHONE 


At last something has been found 
which may be used effectively in modify- 
ing the sound of the fog whistle at 
Baker’s island. It is a megaphone. 

The protest recently sent to Washing- 
ton (not the special town meeting pro- 
test) has resulted in an investigation be- 
ing ordered. While the government has 
no intention of discontinuing the fog sig- 
nal or in any way lessening the safeguards 
to mariners passing that dangerous section 
of the coast, the officials are anxious that 
the residents on tne opposite shore and 
vicinity should not be unnecessarily dis- 
turbed, so experiments have been ordered 
to see if the sound cannot be lessened 
without impairing the value of the 
whistle in foggy weather. 

Yesterday week the tugboat Confi- 
dence came down to Salem from Boston 
and there took on board Rear Admiral 
George C. Reiter of Washington, chair- 
man of the lighthouse board; Comman- 
der E. E. Wright, inspector of this 


lighthouse district, and Commander 
Fletcher, who will shortly succeed Com- 
mander Wright; Maj. Burr and Sec. 
Daniel D. Morss of the Boston chamber 
of commerce. 

On reaching the island experiments 
were made with a big wooden shield and 
also with megaphones which served to 
direct the sound of the whistle away from 
the shore. The shield proved to be of 
no value in reaching the desired result, 
but by use of the megaphone the sound 
of the whistle was greatly modified, and 
this arrangement will probably be 
adopted. 

Admiral Reiter started for Washing- 
ton Saturday. He said he had no power 
to abolish the whistle, but that he would 
do everything in his power to lessen the 
sound. It is thought the megaphone will 
solve the problem and that it will be 
adopted as a means of diverting the sound 
from the shore.

The North Shore BREEZE is one of 
the most interesting society papers in 
New England and brimful of bright 
and newsy matter covering the North 
Shore.— Beverly Column in Salem 
News. 


Thanks, brother Stone! 


‘‘What do the people on the North 
Shore want—a fog horn that will play 
the ‘ Cayalleria Rusticana?’ asks the 
Sunday Globe, quizzically. 

At last somebody has guessed cor- 
rectly. Though, perhaps, Rusti- 
can(a) might not sound as well as 
something else. 


In regard tothe new law on inheri- 
tance taxes in which North Shore peo- 
ple are more or less interested, the 
Herald observes that : 

It will henceforth cost well-to-do 
people in this commonwealth more to 
die and bequeath their estates under 
the new inheritance law. The only 
legacies not touched by the law are 
those of less than $1,000 generally, 
and those up to $10,000 when be- 
queathed to husband, wife, father, 
mother or child. Bequests to charita- 
ble, educational or religious societies 
or toa town or city for public pur- 
poses are also exempt. On all 
other bequests the tax applies pro- 
gressively. If a bequest to a husband, 
wife, lineal ancestor or descendant 
does not exceed $50,000 the tax is one 
per cent. If it dves not exceed 
$100,000 it is 1% per cent., and for 
any larger amount it is 2 per cent. If 
the bequest is made to a brother, 
sister, nephew or neice the tax is 3 
per cent. under $25, 000, 4 per cent. if 
it does not exceed $100, 000 and 5 per 
cent. on larger amounts. These are 
only the more salient features of a law 


which may appropriately be com- 
mended to the attention of all testa- 
tors for further particulars. 


It is really surprising sometimes to 
see how widely the BREEzE is getting 
to be known. A few days ago we 
found a letter in our box at the post- 
office addressed to the ‘‘Point Breeze, 
Nantucket, Mass.’”’ Now Manchester 
and Nantucket are a long ways apart, 
yet the mail clerk that handled the 
letter saw the word ‘Breeze,’ and 
that was enough ; he connected it with 
the NortH SHORE BREEZE right off 
and it was accordingly tied up in the 
Manchester pouch. In Manchester 
the word ‘‘Breeze’’ loomed up as the 
mail was being assorted and, not 
thinking for an instant there was any 
“Breeze’’ but the Norru .SHORE

our box. That’s what we want; the 
more widely known the BREEZE be- 
comes, so much better known does 
Manchester, Magnolia, Beverly-Farms, 
—the whole North Shore — become. 


Auto None the Worse After Its 
Trip to the Bottom of 
the Ocean 

Automobiles are called upon to go 
almost everywhere and to perform all 
kinds of stunts, but the car that can 
take a dip in the ocean and remain 
there, submerged in water over night, 
and then go honie of its own motive 
power, is surely made of the right 
kind of stuff. 

Such a car is owned by R. C. 
Hooper of the West Manchester sum- 
mer colony. Last Saturday Miss 
Hooper and young lady friend were 
out for a spin along the shore, the car 
being in charge of Mr. Baxter, the 
chauffeur. The party wended their 
way to Wingaersheek beach, West 
Gloucester. Everybody who has been 
there knows what a splendid beach it 
is for autoing. When the beach was 
reached Miss Hooper handled the car 
herself. The tide was dead low and 
the wide stretch of firm sand made an 
excellent roadway for a ride over the 
beach. They had a fine time going 
back and forth across the beach. 
Eventually, however, Miss Hooper 
drove the car far out on the long spit 
that reaches out from the shore and 
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which is only uncovered at dead low 
water. But the tide was about turn- 
ing and on trying to come back the 
auto became stuck and their utmost 
efforts could not budge it. The party 
stood by the machine until the rising 
tide forced them to leave it and seek 
parts of the beach where the tide did 
not come. 

At high water the automobile was 
entirely submerged and could not be 
rescned until low tide the following 
morning about 2 o’clock, when horses 
were procured and it was hauled out 
only slightly damaged by the night 
spent at the bottom of the sea. 

The auto was brought back to Man- 
chester of its own power, and after 
a thorough overhauling at Blount, 
Bater & Co.’s shop it will be as good 
as new.

Experiences of Former Manchester Teacher ina little known Region 


By W. S. C. Russet 
{From the Springfield Republican. | 


While the controversy over the 
Newfoundland cod and herring fish- 
eries and the problem of bait is in 
progress between that island and 
the United States, the side light 
thrown upon the question by those 
especially interested, “the toilers of 
the sea,” who dwell upon that bleak 
and fog-bound shore, is illuminat- 
ing. It gives the real reason for 
the acts of the Newfoundland gov- 
ernment. This is a peculiar ques- 
tion for it has three sides; the 
treaty rights of the United States 
fishermen, the rights and wishes of 
the Newfoundland government and 
the condition and wish of the island 
fishermen. It is this third phase 
that especially interested the writer 
and induced him to spend four 
weeks with this sturdy, rough but 
kind and hospitable people. Dur- 
ing this time over 60 fishing sta- 
tions were visited, extending from 
St. John’s and vicinity northward to 
Nain in Labrador, a station of the 
Moravian missionaries, a distance 
of 1200 miles. 

Adopting the fisherman’s garb, I 
visited their traps, attended the 
splitting and curing process and 
questioned them in their tilts, (stone 
and sod huts), over a pot of most 
excellent tea and a liberal distri- 
bution of good American tobacco, 
—this was a quick method of ac- 
quaintance. They talked liberally 
and earnestly, expressing them- 
selves honestly and with fairness to 
all concerned in the controversy. 
The prime factor in the lives of all 
of these people is “‘fish,’—cod. The 
Newfoundlander seldom uses the 
term “cod.” He will mention salm- 
on, caplin, herring, but when he 
Says “fish” only cod is included. 
Since the discovery of Newfound- 


land, (New-found-land, with strong 
accent on the last syllable as pro- 
nounced in the island), by Cabot 
in 1497, fishing stations have been 
maintained around the entire island 
and on all of the Labrador penin- 
sular south of Okak. These were 
established by the Portuguese, the 
French and the British. For many 
years the French had treaty rights 
along what is now called the 
“Brench’"'shore’* ~ ‘Recently-- ‘their 
rights have been purchased, much 
to the advantage of the Newfound- 
landers. Newfoundland is the old- 
est colony of Great Britain and the 
one with the least dependence upon 
the mother country. Newfoundland 
is now in sole control of the fisheries 
with the exception of the condi- 
tions imposed by the treaty with 
the United States in the early part 
of the last century. The island has 
an area of 143,000 square miles and 
a very scanty population, mostly 
scattered along the shore’ and 
amounting to only 180,000. 

This small population is heavily 


taxed to support the ent’: ma- 
chinery of a government. _ ;’olitical 


affairs are mostly centereu in St. 
Johns and in the merchant class, 


many of whom are Englishmen 
who trade with the fishermen by 
barter and ship the fish to the 


Mediterranean, to South America 
and the West Indies. After 15 or 
20 years this class of merchant sells 
out his business or transfers it to 
his son and retires to England to 
spend his days in comfort. Under 
a government administered largely 
by this class the majority do not 
rule and the country is not the free 
country it boasts to be. It follows 
that the fishermen who are in the

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Interesting 


Former Manchester Boy Writes Interestingly 
of an Experience in Minnesota. 


Friends of ‘Thomas J. Eagleston, a 
former resident of Manchester, and well 
known here among the younger people, 
will be pleased to hear from him. Mr. 
Eagleston is studying for the priesthood 
at St. Paul Seminary. In a ~personal 
letter to the editor of this paper he de- 
scribed a cyclone of which he was an 
eye witness the past summer Among 
other things he says: 

“Last August | had the strange ex- 
perience of witnessing a destructive cy- 
clone. You have probably never seen 
one because they are a product of the 


west only. It was in a small town in 
Minnesota, where 1 wasstopping. The 
day had been frightfully warm, a sure 


indication of a cyclone. About eight in 
the evening we heard this awful wind 
and thunder, followed by a continuous 
flash of lightning. 

‘“'A cyclone, as you know, is a cone- 
shaped, yellow cloud the width of which 
usually varies from a hundred feet to a 
couple or more inches. This one was 
about one and a half miles, and it came 
with a terrific roar like that of a fast ex- 
press train; and although it passed us 
about a mile to the east our dwelling 
shook and the windows rattled as if it 
were an old shanty instead of a three 
story, well built dwelling. Great oak 
and pine trees, 60 and 70 feet high, and 
5 to 8 feet in circumference, went down 
like so many straws; houses, barns and 
cattle were swept in the air, carried a 
few hundred feet, and fell a mass of 
debris. Shingles were ripped off 
houses as clean as a knife could do it. 
Chimneys were flying through the air as 
if they were bits of paper. The crops, 
such as corn, barley and wheat, were 
torn from earth and scattered like so 
much old rubbish. 

*“' The next morning we went to view 
the scene and we saw the peculiar 
pranks these cyclones play. In one tree 
there were as many as twenty shingle 
nails driven clear to the head. In an-

other, a big oak, was thrust one end of 
a yoke, such as is used for cattle. It 
was driven in,about four feet, and could 
not be pulled out. Perhaps the strangest 
thing that happened was this: two big 
stacks of wheat, about to be thrashed, 
were swished in the air and not a straw of 
either stack has been seen since. ‘This 
may seem exaggerated, perhaps, but it is 
the truth, I saw the stacks before they 
‘sailed for other climes,’ and two 
weeks later the owner told me he had 
“ no tidings from them as yet, gosh darn 
em.’ 

Fortunately no one was killed though 
several were injured, some seriously. 
Had I the time I could give you an ac- 
count of still stranger happenings of 
these cyclones, happenings I have been 
told of by eye witnesses, but you must 
excuse me until I have more leisure 


time. I heard, what perhaps was 
a joke the other day about a cy- 
clone. You know cyclones sweep 


every thing in their path from a 
plant to railroad train; they leave abso- 
lutely nothing behind, but destruction. 
Well, a man told me recently about a 
cyclone he saw some fifteen years ago 
that'took the big pump out of his yard 
and then came back and got the well.

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THE LABRADOR FISHERMEN

large majority do not always re- 
ceive just returns in beneficial legis- 
lation and adequate wages for their 
perilous labor. 

The merchant supplies the vessel 
and its equipment for the season’s 
voyage “down on the Labrador,” 
and compels the men to trade at 
the company’s store at the fishing 
station and at home and at a hand- 
some profit to the merchant. Most 
of the men go to Labrador in the 
early summer in debt to the house, 
obtain a scanty living for their 
families while absent and a very 
rough, hard existence in the fog 
and ice water for themselves. They 
fish upon a very hard profit-sharing 
basis and return in the autumn after 
a summer of the most severe toil 
and exposure still in debt to the 
house or just even with their ac- 
count at the merchant’s store. 

One merchant at Harbor Grace 
stated to the writer that he had 
over 300 men thus employed on the 
Labrador fishing grounds, and that 
with all his expenses of fitting out 
the schooners, the payment of the 
share money through the store and 
the shipment of the fish to Oporto, 
that he would net from 80 cents to 
$1 per quintal,—112 pounds. He 
stated that he would ship not less 
than 100,000 quintals in a good sea- 
son, and at the minimum would net 
$80,000. Now this is a pretty good 
season’s business for any firm. The 
reason is that between 300 and 400 
men have practically worked for a 
scanty subsistence and most of 
them are always, (on the books), 
in debt to the merchant. 

In the two months’ seal fishing 
in the early spring, if the catch is 
good the men fare a little better. 
There are seven firms engaged in 
this industry in Newfoundland, and 
last spring they sent out to the ice 
floe a combined fleet of 23 ships and 
3851 men. A total of 8289 seals 
were taken by the S. S. Vanguard, 
Capt. Blanford, 179 men. ‘The net 
value of the catch was $15,581.36, 
of which each man received $29.18. 

The attitude of the merchant to 
the fishermen is a gross injustice, 
especially with the cod fishery and 
nothing has been done to stop this 
evil except the heroic labor of Dr. 
Wilfred Grenfell of the Deep Sea 
Mission to Fishermen. To quote 
the doctor: “The system entirely 
kills any idea of thrift, for the men 
are born, live and die in debt, al- 
ways mortgaging tomorrow’s catch 
for today’s food and clothing.” 


He has started five small co- 
operative stores, with a co-oper- 
ative schooner to serve them and 
has a co-operative lumber mill and 
a schooner building yard. The 
people in authority, the merchant 
class in the centers of population, 
are not in sympathy with this work 
of the unselfish doctor and the rea- 
son is obvious. They belittle him 
and his work and give one to under- 
stand or infer, without making a 
direct charge, that his missionary 
work is a cloak to cover a money- 
making scheme in competition with 
themselves. After visiting Battle 
Harbor and Indian Harbor (Lab- 
rador), where the doctor maintains 
a hospital and discussing this ques- 
tion with the fishermen who are in 
the co-operative work, all doubts 
as to the singlemindedness of this 
generous doctor are completely dis- 
pelled. _He is doing a nobte and a 
Christian work. May he live long 
and enjoy the fruit of his sacrifice 
in his wish to elevate the condition 
of this people. There is need of 
more sterling champions of the 
people along that shore, fearless 
men, above criticism, living un- 
selfish and devoted lives.

Believing that exact knowledge promotes co-operntion, the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company is publishing a 
series of brief expositions of some phrases of tele- 
phony, for the benefit of itself, and, as it hopes, 
for the benefit of all telephone users. 


“THE LINE IS BUSY” 


One of the mysteries of ‘‘Central’’ 
to most telephone users is how the op- 
erator can tell so quickly when ‘‘the 
line is busy.’’ There are still a few 
people, perhaps, who believe that she 
does not know, but simply reports a 
number as busy to save herself trouble. 
But anybody who uses the telephone 
very much is perfectly well aware that 
the circuit is not reported as Seing in use 
unless it really is in use. It is ‘‘ good 
business’’ for the telephone company to 
establish conversation whenever it is in 
any way possible to do so; and nobody 
questions but that the telephone company 
is getting all the business it can. 

When you call up ‘‘ Central’ she 
connects herself with your line by means 
of a “‘cord’’ on the end of which is a 
brass plug that fits closely into the 
““jack’’ or switch socket in which your 
line terminates in the switchboard. 
The conn cting cords are arranged in 
pairs, and when you give the operator 
the number of the telephone with which 
you want to talk, she takes the second 
cord of the pair she is using for your 
call and touches the tip of the brass plug 
at the end of it to the “‘jack’’ of the 
line you require. If the circuit is al- 
ready connected up in some other part 
of the board, the operator hears a _ click- 
ing noise in her head telephone; then, 
of course, she reports to you that ‘‘the 
Jine is busy.’’ Ifthere is no warning

click when she touches the ‘“jack’’ she 
pushes the connecting plug in and rings. 

The telephone is frequently used in a 
great hurry, and sometimes a_ person 
whose mind for the moment is distracted 


neglects to ring off when he is through 


talking. The result is that ‘‘ Central ’’ 
does not get a signal to disconnect the 
call, and it may be a minute or more be- 
fore she finds out that the circuit is no 
longer engaged—which, failing to get 
any signal, she can do only by connect- 
ing herself with the line so she can_hear 
whether or not anybody is _ talking. 
Meanwhile, if anybody else calls either 
of the lines that were used in the con- 
versation they will, naturally, be told 
that itis busy. Such a state of affairs is 
undoubtedly the cause of quite a per- 
centage of the “‘busy reports’’ in some 
exchanges. 

A commoner cause of “‘busy_ re- 
ports’’ than most people realize is the 
Jarge number of subscribers who take 
party-line service. especially at their resi- 
dences. The particular person you 
want to reach may not be using his tele- 
phone when you call for it, but if there 
are other subscribers on the same cir- 
cuit the line may be busy just the same. 
And your friend may not know that it 
is. That is why sometimes when 

Central’’ tells you ‘‘ the line is busy ”’ 
your friend will say afterwards that he 
doesn’t understand how that could be, 
because he wasn’t using the telephone 
at all at the time you tried to call him.

Experiences of Former Manchester Teacher in a little known Region 


By W. S. C. Russet 
[From the Springfield Republican. |

Although this country has been 
known over 500 years the first 
thing which attracted the colonist, 
and which holds him in bondage, 
was the cod. It was then, as it is 
today, a quick way to secure sure 
and large returns for a little capital 
invested. Give the fisherman $1500 
for a “fore an’ after” and $500 for a 
good outfit and nine out of ro will 
do a good season’s work and have a 
handsome margin for the long win- 
ter. 

Newfoundland and Labrador are 
rich in natural resources. A few 
miles inland on the island there are 
extensive forests of excellent spruce 
and a few hundred miles up the in- 
lets of the peninsular the forests 
are equally valuable. Unknown 
wealth is locked in the rocks in the 
shape of iron ore, gold, copper and 
the finest grade of tale (soapstone). 
A few mines are being worked at a 
profit but by foreign enterprise. 
Mining requires an original outlay 
of money with considerable courage 
and faith behind it. Fishing re- 
quires very little capital and the 
returns are as sure as any future 
can possibly be. Boston enterprise 


is doing a lucrative business in that 
famous surface iron mine at Bell 
Isle, in Conception Bay. They are 
working an iron mine of prime 
quality, the ore is on the surface 
and it is said to be the most re- 
markable mine in the world. But 
this is not the only deposit of iron 
on that shore. Iron of the same 
quality and as easy of access is on 
the Labrador coast and the fisher- 
men have their huts upon it and 
spread out the fish to cure upon 
wealth that is not subject to the 
ebb and flow of the tide and ice. 
At another place they are doing the 
same upon the finest quality of 
soapstone the writer has ever ex- 
amined. 

An English firm for 100 years 
have mined copper at an ever-in- 
creasing profit, for it affords 50,000 
to 75,000 of gold additional yearly, 
at Tilt Cove. The ore is an excel- 
lent quality of chalcopyrite. A 
group of South Boston men have 
quietly enjoyed a good thing in the 
way of gold washing for several 
years past in Labrador, and but a 
few miles from the shore. In jus- 
tice to these men their names and

Believing that exact knowledge promotes co-operation, the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company is publishing a 
series of brief expositions of some phrases of tele- 
phony, for the benefit of itself, and, as it hopes, 
for the benefit of all telephone users. 


“THEY DON’T ANSWER” 


It is always annoying when you are 
trying to get somebody on the telephone 
to be told that “‘they don’t answer.’’ 
And if you are in an unusual hurry, or 
are particularly disappointed, or are a 
little excited—for the moment you have 
waited seems like an age sometimes— 
you may think that *“Central’’ is to 
blame. If you are specially irritated 
you may even accuse the operater of not 
having tried at all to get the person you 
want. , , 

Look into your exchange some day— 
the manager will be glad to see you any 
time—and watch how its work is done. 
Then you'll feel differently about it. 
You can rest assured that if ‘Central ’’ 
says ‘‘they don’t answer,’’ they don’t. 
She has tried her best to get them, but 
without success. 

The first thing the operator does when 
you give her a call is to *“ test’ to see if 
the number you ask for is busy. If the 
line is not in use, she connects with it 
and rings the subscriber’s bell. If no- 
body answers her first ring within 15 
seconds she rings again. If there is still 
silence after another quarter of a minute 
she rings athird time. If there is no re- 
sponse in the next 15 seconds she re- 
ports to you ‘“‘they don’t answer.”’ 
Then she will ring again, and again, and 
again, if you ask her to. It is a good 
deal like ringing someone’s doorbell. 
If nobody comes to let you in after you 
have rung two or three times you make 
up your mind that the family is out and 
go away. ‘The telephone company has 
to stop somewhere, and it gives up at 
the end of a minute and a half to two 


minutes, after ringing three times, un- 
less it is asked to keep on. 

Most often, you will notice, it is 
when you call up a residence that you 
are told ‘“‘they don’t answer.’’ ‘The 
reason is simple when you come to think 
of it, but probably it doesn’t occur to 
everybody. In a business place the tele- 
phone is pretty sure to be located where 
the bell can be heard easily and there is 
someone whose business it is to answer 
calls. At any rate, there is always 
somebody near the instrument to answer 
promptly in business hours. ‘There are 
lots of times, of course, when there ts 
nobody at home to answer a residence 
telephone. Besides, agood many people 
insist on having their house telephones 
put in out of the way corners. ‘The re- 
sult is that the ringing of the bell is not 
always heard, and, even when it is heard, 
answering it means a trip into another 
room or upstairs. Then, too, it is not 
always convenient to drop housework or 
leave company and go to the tele- 
phone instantly, and that makes a delay 
which gives the impression that there is 
nobody on hand to answer your sum- 


; mons. 


These things no doubt have a good 
deal to do with your being told ** they 
dont’t answer.’’ In many cases they 
account for your meeting a friend every 
now and then who says, when you tell 
him you tried to call him up and 
couldn’t get him, that he “‘ was there all 
the time.’’ They also go to explain 
why, when you answer your own tele- 
phone after a delay, you are sometimes 
told by the operator that “‘there is no- 
body on your line now.’’ ‘The person 
who was calling you has given you up 
and gone away.

the locality of the labor is sup- 
pressed. The gold is there in pay- 
ing quantities. Ere long science 
will open up wonderful mines in 
this bleak peninsular. Again, the 
soil of Newfoundland, a few miles 


inland, is good though shallow. 
The long summer days produce 


rapid growth and excellent potatoes 
and hardy vegetables can be easily 
raised. The country is ideal for 
sheep and goat raising, provided the 
mongrel race of Newfoundland 
dogs and Labrador huskies are ex- 
terminated. 

Neither mineral wealth, lumber- 
ing nor agriculture have any attrac- 
tion for the native. His cottage is 
perched upon the bare rocks as close 
to the sea as possible, the scene of 
his' toil" His* ancestors = tor -cen- 
erations have hooked their scanty 
subsistence from the icy waters. 
He is almost amphibian. The fish- 
ing instinct is bred in the bone, he 
is the companion of the gull, and is 
in turn gulled by the merchant. As 
well attempt to convert the Siberian 
nomads to a fixed and contented 
life of commercialism in an Amer- 
ican metropolis as to make miners 
or farmers out of the sons of Terra 
Nova. Their existence depends 
upon the cod. No wonder they 
guard with jealous eye the waters 
of their coast, and view with alarm 
the enactment of law relative to 
the industry or the mere discussion 
of treaties relative to the same. 

The people are proud to be called 
the oldest colony of Great Britain, 
and disclaim any connection with 
Canada or Nova Scotia. . If the con- 
versation hints at any connection 
with these provinces the native 
hastens to inform you that,—Us is 
a free country an’ nothin’ to do with 
Canada.” Very true on the statute 
books, but how about the things 
that freedom stand for? Are the 
people themselves, individually, 
free? The answer is found in the 
statements above relative to the 
merchant system. 

The men are already chafing un- 
der this system of bondage and 
some of them, finding that on the 
high seas they could sign with 
Gloucester skippers and earn more 
money and get it at the end of the 
season or the voyage, than under 
the old method, have availed them- 
selves of the chance. This diverted 
just so many quintals of fish from 
the merchant kings to the packers 
at Gloucester. The merchant class 
completely control the situation.

This was punished with a heavy 
fine and Newfoundland has enforced 
the law without mercy..

Now the fishermen fail to see 
why it is illegal for a fisherman to 
hire himself to a fisherman from 
the States and legal for another man

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it. The servant in the United States 
sends home her savings to help sup- 
port the family and it is sure to find 
its way into the safe of the mer- 
chant class. This is as it should be. 
On the other hand, the fisherman 
catches a quintal of cod or herring, 
the Gloucester packer cures that 
quintal at home, and the St. John’s 
merchant loses his profit of 80 
cents and upward, and more, for 
the independent fishermen, with 
money in their pockets, are not 
obliged to pay the tariff of the mer- 
chant and can trade where they 
will. The difference between cash 
price and credit price is large. Thus 
the merchant loses two good profits. 
This is as it should not be. 

This is the’third side of the fish- 
ing-treaty question. A clear-head- 
ed independent fisherman, master 
of his own “fore an’ after” expressed 
himself to the writer as follows: 
“De fish is de makin’ an’ de cussin’ 
of Terra Nova. The makin’ on it, 
fur we knows nothin’ else but jest 
fish: de cussin’ on it fur the mer- 
chants mostly has a monopoly. It’s 
no so bad now as it were. Huh! I 
mind de time us Was all no better 
an slaves. Now a few on we are 
thinkin’ and a doin’ fur ourselves. 
I tell you what, those was bad, bad 
times an’ these is bad times. They'll 
be more better when the people 
rule an’ no let theirsels be bound to 
them merchants. 

“Ye see b’y, its this way. We 
smell o’ fish all de 12 month roun’ 
and all most o’ us knows 1s fish. 
They say as how dis is a free coun- 
try but dere ain’t no freedom when 
one man can hire hisself out in 
your States and get good money 
and another can’t hire hisself out to 
fish o’ the States schooner for a lit- 
tle spell o’ the summer, get his pay 
to spend as he likes and have his 
winter wi’ the old woman and the 
childer. 

“What us needs is larnin. Many 
on us can’t read nor write. We 
needs to be shown how to get some- 
what out o’ the sile, as is reason, 
and not expect all the wages o’ the 
sea. I spects the sea understands 
this fur some times she uses we 
pretty rough an’ no pays the toil. 
You have schools and larn ye b’ys 
how to rise fruit and pertaties. An’ 
us had some one fur a sample, 
(meaning example), in prunin’ an’ 
growin’ we'd rise more. 

“T mind years since, one o’ them 
farmer school chaps from the States, 
took a cruise wi’ me on me bot an’ 
we talked this over atween the 
haulin’ o’ the trap an’ the curin’.

The device, which is very simple, in- 
deed, has been patented, and applica- 
tions for patents have also been made 
in Canada and in England. The 
clamp is used in stagings and scaffolds 
and is used in place of nails in holding 
timber and boards together, and it is 
claimed that it is much stronger. 
Builders all know that considerable 
expense is gone into in building stag- 
ing, and that the lumber used is not 
much good to be used for a similar 
purpose the second time. By using 
the safety clamp the boards and tim- 
ber can be used over and over again.

A GOOD CAUSE 


afe Roads Automobile Association 
Want More Members and Funds 
to Carry on Their Work. 


The Safe Roads Automobile associa- 
tion of which Wm. D. Sohier of Beverly 


is president and Geo. McC. Sargent of © 


Magnolia is secretary, and of which so 
many of the North Shore people are 
members, has sent out a report this 
week of its doings since organization 
last spring. The prime object of the 
association has been to ‘“ secure reason- 
able and proper use of our highways. ”’ 

The association now has 150 mem- 
bers. It has collected $4200, and spent 
about $2791. If the work is to be con- 
tinued, says the report, the association 
requires at least $10,000 a year. “The 
report says further: 

“In 93 days, since our association 
started, 41 people have been killed, 
averaging one person killed every two 
days; and 313 people have been injured. 
Twenty-seven people have been killed 
or injured every week, practically four 
every day. 

*“In 93 days automobiles have had 
211 collisions with automobiles, wagons, 
cars, poles, etc., an average of nearly 
two and a half collisions every day. If 
we add to the above collisions with 
wagons, etc., the 124 pedestrians killed 
or injured and the horses and cows, it 
makes a total of 345 serious accidents in 
Massachusetts reported in the papers in 
93 days; 11 serious accidents every three 
days. 
** Surely this record, incomplete as it is, 
conclusively shows reckless running on 
the part of the automobilists. It 
demonstrates the necessity of such an 
organization as ours to take active meas- 
ures to prevent the few reckless and_ in- 
considerate chauffeurs and owners from 
bringing automobilists as a whole into 
undeserved dispute in the community. 

*“In view of these accidents it is 
manifest that some radical action is 
needed to prevent these reckless opera- 
tors from continuing to put the public 
in peril.

HOURS WITH LESS KNOWN WRITERS 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


The 17th century in England was a 
time of social, political and religious tur- 
moil; Papist and Puritan, Cavalier and 
Round head, were in the field and the 
clash of their arms still resounds in his- 
tory. It was not an age friendly to liter- 
ary art. Miilton, itis true, undisturbed 
by the tumult around him, meditated his 
sublime song and caught the sound of 
the. spheres’ music. And among his 
contemporaries, among whom he dwelt 
as a Star apart, were Crashaw, Cowley 
and Marvell, who deserve a place in 
English authology, because of gifts that 
served their own age and made all after 
ages their debtors. But when these are 
mentioned, where shall we look for an- 
other? 

Richard Crashaw (1613—1650) was 
an accomplished scholar and_ popular 
preacher in an age when scholarship was 
not always found in the pulpit. He was 
ejected from his living in 1644, because 
of his Romish tendencies, and soon after 
entered the Roman Catholic church, 
and died virtually an exile from England 
for conscience’ sake. His poetic fancy 
was delicate, his piety was sincere and 
Cowley, though a Protestant, 
and though the age was not one of the- 
ological breadth or charity, thus sings of 
him: 

‘* Poet and saint! to thee alone are given 
The two most sacred names of earth 
and heaven.’’ 
He was the author of a line in Latin, 
which as translated into English, is per- 
haps one of the finest single lines in our 
language; it is in allusion, of course, to 


the miracle in Cana of Galilee; 
‘*The conscious water 
blushed;’’ 

a line sufficient, it may be said, to make 
any poet’s reputation. Pope availed 
himself of not a few conceptions and 
phrases of Crawshaw’s, and Coleridge 
pronounced the ““Lines on a Prayer- 
Book’’ one of the best poems in the 
language. It has all the tenderness of 
the best medieval poets without their too 
often sensuous imagery and strained con- 
ceits. 

‘* Lo! here a little volume, but large book 


saw its God and

Much larger in itself than in its look, 

It is, in one rich handful, heaven and all— 
Heaven's royal hosts encamped thus small; 

To prove that true, schools used to tell, 

A thousand angels in one point can dwell; ’’ 
and so on, though verse after verse of 
sweetness and light; 


“* Dear soul be strong, 

Mercy will come ere long 
And bring her bosom full of blessings— 
Flowers of never-fading graces. 


Happy soul! she shall discover 
What joy, what bliss, 
How many heavens at once it is 
To have a God become her lover,’’ 

His sacred poems, “‘Steps to the 
Temple,’ display singular beauty of 
diction; his versions of the Psalms, if 
sometimes marred by pedantry, are like 
Oriental gardens and beds of spices. 
When he died in obscurity at the early 
age of thirty-seven, one of the purest 
and serenest lights of English literature 
went out.

Manchester’s Oldest Merchant 
Retiring from Business 

George Forster Allen, Manches- 
ter’s oldest merchant, is announcing 
in another column, that his successor, 
Harry Nichols of Peabody, takes pos- 
session of the Old Corner Store next 
Monday morning. 

To many this notice is of little im- 
port, but to natives of Manchester, 
those who have lived here the past 25 
or 50 years, the announcement is of 
much interest, for Mr. Allen has been 
in business here for the past half cen- 
tury and for the past 38 years he has 
conducted a dry goods business in the 
store he occupies today,—the Old 
Corner Store.

Wednesday School 
Committeman Floyd paid a visit 
to the G. A. Priest School, and 
unknown to the pupils in the va- 
rious rooms as to his purpose 
Prin. Mead had the fire bell 
sounded. In 52 seconds from 
the time the bell first sounded 
the children—over 300 of them, 
were out of the buiiding. The 
drill is practiced regularly, 
though no definite hour or day 
is set. In fact it is very often 
sounded in the midst of reci- 
tations and when little expected. 
Very cooly, as though it were part 
of their studies, the children rise 
from their seats and in a second 


or two are in the line ready to 
march from their rooms, The 


drill is carried out in such a 
manner that it would be hard for 
them to tell whether or not there 
wsa a fire. 


Circulars have been sent to the 
property owners of Manchester 


the past week advising them that 
they will be required to destroy 
the gypsy moth and brown tail 
moth on their premises on or be- 
fore December 1. 

The selectmen ask owners and 
tenants to co-operate with the 
town in its work on highways 
and other public grounds by 
doing effective work on their 
premises. Citizens who have 
cleaned their premises of the 
moths, but find their trees en- 
dangered by the neglect of .own- 
ers of adjoining estates should 
make complaint to the selectmen. 
The infestation uf the residential 
neighborhood by the neglect of a 
few will not be tolerated. 

The eggs of the gypsy moth 
should be destroyed at once with 
creosote. They should never be 
scraped off the object on which 
they are laid. Careful search 
should be made for gypsy moth 
ege clusters, not only on trees 
but also on house walls, stone 
walls, fences and in_ rubbish 
heaps, etc. Trees in_ which 
cavities occur and which it is not 
desirable to cut should have the 
cavities tinned or cemented. 
This is important. The present 
and future cost of combatting the 
insect can be greatly reduced by 
cutting and burning worthless 
brush, hollow trees, etc. A few 
trees well cared for are more val- 
uable to the property owner and 
the community than a _ large 
number of neglected trees. 

The nests of the brown tail 
moth should be cut off the trees, 
carefully collected and burned in 
a stove or furnace. 

Full instructions as to the best 
methods of work against the 
moths may be obtained from the 
local superintendent, William 
Young.

TELEPHONE TALKS 


Believing that exact knowledge promotes co-operation, the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company is publishing a 
series of brief expositions of some phrases of tele- 
phony, for the benefit of itself, and, as it hopes, 
for the benefit of all telephone users. 


BIG PUBLISHING «STUNT”’ 


With the possible exception of one, 
no other book published runs into such 
large editions as the t-lephone directory. 
Neither does any other represent the 
same amount of incessant labor, and 
none is more accurate. “Though mis- 
takes are liable to creep into every 
human production in spite of every pre- 
caution, the telephone directory is 
acknowledged to be more free from them 
than any other list of names compiled. 

The telephone directory is one of the 
most important adjuncts to good tele- 
phone service. As the telephone sys- 
tem grew, not only in the number of 
people who made use of it but in the 
number of times each person employed 
it, obviously it became impossible for 
operators to keep the run of subscribers 
by name. To attempt to do so would 
not only make all sorts of chances for 
errors, but would seriously reduce the 
quickness of the service. 

So, for the convenience of the large 
body of telephone users—there are a 
quarter of million regular subscribers 
alone now in the four northern New

Fortune Building was the subject of 
Rev. L. H. Ruge’s sermon at the Con- 
Manchester, last 
_ Sunday morning. His text was “‘ Lay 
up for yourselves treasures.’ (Matt 
6:20). He spoke in part as follows: 
~ “TI want to say right here that I have 
absolutely no quarrel with riches or the 
rich, and a lot of this tirade against 
riches and the rich is cant pure and 
simple. 

“In fact, I love riches. There are 
 thi.gs we love more, far more, that we 

would not give for all the wealth of the 
world, and this higher, holier love 
neutralizes the evil that may spring from 
the love of riches. Why not let us be 
thoroughly honest with ourselves in this 
matter. If it is acrime to be rich, then I 
ever saw anyone, Saint or sinner, who 
wasn’t perfectly willing to commit the 
rine. 

“There is a pleasure, a satisfaction, 
| sense of security in the possession of 
iches,—I do not speak from experience 
but from observation and intuition—for 

you can see it in the faces and whole 
bearing of the rich never seen in the 
faces and bearing of the poor. 
 “‘Tlike the rich, and when I hear 
“Sneers against the rich I feel sure it is 
caused by unadulterated envy. 
ot hate or despise a man just because 
he is rich, it is unjust and inhuman. [ 
like the rich for the beauty and _ refine- 
ment they bring into life. It is true that 
many, newly enriched, make a crude and 
gar display of their wealth, but giving 
the architects, gardeners, decorators and 
upholsterers some credit for artistic tastes 
and we shall find some charm surround- 
ing even the vulgar rich.

Feeling the hot breath and the 
red tongues of want and woe and 
wretchedness forever behind him a man 
may develop some fine fibre and _sterl- 
ing Courage within but the pack behind 
him is none the less blond thirsty. So a 
man may develop some noble character- 
istics in poverty but that does not make 
poverty any less a curse to the world. 
““ Let me then c arge everyone—‘ lay

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up for yourselves treasures;’ build a 
fortune. 

“* Riches and poverty are largely self 
made. Let me illustrate. Here are 


two young men. One is industrious, 
the other is indolent. One keeps his 
eyes and ears open for the coming and 
call of fortune, the other looks only for 
the opportunity to gratify desire. While 
one young man is bending over his in- 
vestigations the other young man is for- 
ever sprawled over a pooltable. Allthe 
time one young man is getting richer, 
the other young man is getting poorer. 
All the time more doors are opening be- 
fore the one and closing before the 
other; the powers of one developing, the 
other’s degenerating; the limitations of 
one widening, the other’s contracting; 
the one becoming more the master, the 
other becoming more the slave; the one 
climbing nearer the mountain top, the 
other falling deeper into the abyss. All 
the time one is a wealth ‘producer, the 
other a want producer. Which one is 
right? Well then, build a fortune. | 
But you say the text also says, ‘Lay 
not up for yourselves treasures.’

these riches may become the very germ 
out of which shall spring the eternal 
riches. 

““ The fortunes selfishly indulged are 
the evil fortunes. The fortune made 
by driving a man to the wall in his mis- 
fortune, or taking advantage of his ig- 
norance, and by underhanded methods 
filching his possessions, is evil. 

““ The fortune made by ‘bulling and 
bearing’ the necessities of the people is 
evil. No man-eating savage has more 
degenerate bowels than have the men 
who monopolize a people’s provisions 
and fix arbitrary and exhorbitant prices 
upon them. They not only ‘ devour 
widows’ houses,’ they devour frail 
women and growing children and dam 
back and destroy the vital forces of a 
nation. 

‘“ The combinations between the rail- 
roads and big shippers is piracy and 
plunder on the commercial seas in which 
the small dealer and the consumer walk 
the plank. 

‘ The piratical finance that loads upa 
people’s public utilities, like a traffic 
system, with 90 percent of fictitious cap- 
ital, immorally packing the men, women 
and children together so they can’t move, 
compelling them thus to contribute en- 
ormous earnings on fictitious capital, is 
criminal fortune building more danger- 
ous than highway robbery from which 
we keep an expensive force of police to 
protect us. 

‘* Build a fortune on principles that 
will bear not only the investigation of an 
earthly court of inquiry, but that will 
bear the inquiry at the bar of God. 

“* And now I call the word of God to 
witness that I redeem these words from 
any misinterpretation, by saying, build 
the moral and eternal fortune of the 
soul. The only treasure vault where 
moths do not corrupt and where thieves 
do not break through is the treasure 
vault of character. This is a treasure 
not of silver and gold, not of stocks and 
bonds and coupons and mortgages, not 
of houses ‘and lands and crops and barns, 
but a treasure of pure thoughts, noble

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Mrs. David B. Kimball. 

Mrs. Harriet Knight Kimball, widow 
of David B. Kimball, died very sudden- 
ly at her home, 366 Essex street, Salem, 
Monday. ' 

Her death removes another of Man- 
chester’s daughters, one who spent a 
great many years of her life here, and 
one who was loved and highly esteemed 
by all. It was-only a few months ago, 
May 27, that her husband, Hon. David 
B. Kimball, died suddenly, passing 
away in his sleep. 

Mrs. Kim all had been apparently as 
well as usual of late, with the exception 
of a slight cold.

That Siren Whistle! 


Many of our readers have no doubt 
heard something about a siren whistle 
recently placed on Baker’s Island, 
off the North Shore. Once or twice, 
perhaps, reference has been made to 
said whistle in these columns.

Sir: Referring to your letter dated 
Aug. 6, 1907, to the Department, which 
was referred to this ofhce for answer, 
enclosing a petition relative to the fog- 
signal at Baker’s Island, the Board states 
that after a personal examination of the 
situation by Admiral Reiter, the chair- 
man of the Light-House Board, and a 
careful consideration of his oral report 
by that Board in formal session, it was 
not found advisable to discontinue this 
fog-signal. 

The Board states, however, that it is 
proposed to installa megaphone at this 
station, at a cost of $130, which it is ex- 
pected will divert much of the sound 
from the land to the sea, and thus ob- 
viate to a great degree annoyance to 
those dwelling on the mainland within 
ear shot of this signal.

TELEPHONE TALKS 


Believing that exact knowledge promotes co-operation, the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company is publishing a 
series of brief expositions of some: phrases of tele- 
phony, for the benefit of itself, and, as it hopes, 
for the benefit of all telephone users. 


WHO “INFORMATION” IS 


The Information operator is one of 
the most important persons in a_ tele- 
phone exchange. Not only is she a 
compendium of all useful knowledge 
and a great convenience to ail telephone 
users, but she is indispensable to quick 
and efficient service. 

It was as a means to quick and 
efficient service that ‘‘Information’’ came 
into existence. Just as the telephone 
company found itself obliged by the 
growth of the system to require that sub- 
scribers should be called by number and 
not by name, so it had to find a way of 
informing the public readily as to the 
numbers of new “‘stations’’? added to 
the lines day by day as to changes in old 
numbers. “The company always avoids 
changing numbers if it is possible for it 
to do so. Every change means a con- 
siderable rearrangement of circuits in the 
central office plant and sometimes in the 
outside wiring; besides it complicates 
‘* Central’s’’ work just so much until 
people become familiar with the new 
order of things. In certain circum- 
stances number changes are unavoidable, 
however. 

For instance, when a man moves his 
office or his home the company gener- 
ally has to put his telephone on a _ differ- 
ent line from the one with which he was 
previously connected. If he has a 
special line, with nobody else on the 
same circuit, it may be possible to alter 
the connections in the exchange so as to 
avoid altering the line number. But if 
he is on a party line this cannot be done, 
it is easy to see. Also, in rearranging 
the wires to accommodate growth, or in 
expanding the central office plant, it is 
sometimes necessary to change line 


numbers. And as the use of the tele- 
phone increases there is all the time an 
increasing number of people who, find- 
ing that thev need more facilities than 
formerly, progress from party line ser- 
vice to special line or from a line on 
which there are several parties to one 
on which there are only two. In such 
cases, naturally, new members must be 
assigned since entirely different circuits 
must be employed. 

Thus there is an unceasing stream of 
queries coming to “‘ Central, ’’ and the 
regular switchboard operators neither 
can have conveniently available all the 
information required to answer these 
questions nor, if they did have it, could 
they without seriously interrupting traffic, 
stop their work of handling regular calls 
to answer inquiries. Therefore, the 
New England company has in all its 
offices of any size an  ‘‘information 
desk,’’ where are kept in the most easily 
available form lists of all subscribers con- 
nected with the exchange— lists arranged 
by name, by number and by street ad- 


dresses, so that however a subscriber is - 


asked for he can be identified and his 
number given immediately. 

Every operator at the switchboard in 
an exchange has the means of ' connect- 
ing any line on which she answers calls 
with ‘‘Information.”? To  ‘‘ Infor- 
mation’’ is referred every: request from 
a subscriber that goes beyond establish- 
ing communication with a telephone the 
number of which is given in the first in- 
stance. You will always save time if 
you will ask your operator to connect 
you with ‘““Information’? when you 
find it necessary to make any sort of in- 
quiries regarding the telephone service; 
and no charge is made for calls of this 
sort, whether from a __ subscriber’s 
**station’’ or from a public pay station.

HOURS WITH LESS KNOWN WRITERS. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


Abraham Cowley was the first in order 
of time in the list of English poets, 
whose works were edited and whose 
lives were written by Doctor Johnson. 
He was born in 1618, in the reign of 
James I., only ten years after the birth 
of Milton and but two years after the 
death of Shakespeare. He died in 1667. 
He numbered among his contempora- 
ries, therefore, such men as Quarles, 
Hall, Fuller, Taylor, Sir Matthew 
Hale, Davenaut and Milton, names as 
great as any that poetry, law-and divinity 
can boast. He is said very early to have 
imbibed a taste for poetry, and to have 
published a collection of verses under 
the appropriate name of “‘ Poetical Blos- 
soms, ’’ in his sixteenth year. 

Though now but little read, Cowley 
may justly be classed as one of the first 
poets of the second rank in his age, 
Milton of course towering above all who 
surrounded him like a Mont Blanc 
among Alps. The ‘‘Comus,’’ and 
other of Milton’s minor poems, had 
been published in Cowley’s lifetime, but 
they had not yet secured their world-wide 
and undying fame. Johnson says, “‘It 


‘may be affirmed that he brought to his 


poetic labors a mind replete with learn- 
ing, and that his pages are embellished 
with all the ornaments which books 
could supply; that he was the first who 
imparted to English numbers the en- 
thusiasm of the greater ode and the 
gayety of the less, and that he was 
equally qualified for sprightly sallies and 
for lofty flights.’’ His poems evince 
labor and accuracy, learning and taste; 
he won the admiration even of Muilton, 
which speaks volumns in his praise; he 
writes in imitation of Puidar and strives 
to revive the harmonies of the classics; 
he is too full of antithesis and the play of 
an eccentric intellect to captivate the 
present age, but he is still deserving of 
being read by the student of poetry for 
his varied numbers and his gleams of 
thought. 

The little poem on ‘‘Gold’’ sounds 
a note that is needed in every age that 


- 


suffers from the auri sacra fames, and 
that worships Mammon; 
** A mighty pain to love it is, 
And ’tis a pain that pain to miss, 
But, ofall pains, the greatest pain 
It is to love, but love in vain. 
Virtue now, nor noble blood, 
Nor wit, by love is understood. 
Gold alone does passion move! 
Gold monopolizes love! 
A curse on her and on the man 
Who this trafic first began! 
A curse on him who found the ore! 
A curse on him who digged the store! 
A curse on him who did refine it! 
A curse on him who first did coin it! 
A curse, all curses else above, 
On him who used it first in love! 
Gold begets in brethren hate; 
Gold, in families, debate; 
Gold does friendship separate, 
Gold does civil wars create, 
These are the small harms,of it; 
Gold, alas! does love beget.”’ 


And yet, Cowley lived long before the 
times of California and modern plu- 
tocracy were dreamed of. 

A remarkable resemblance may be 
noted between Emerson’s fine poem, 
a The Humble Bee’’ and Cowley’ s lines, 

The Grass-hopper;’’ the breadth of 
two centuries between the English Roy- 
alist and the New England Puritan and 
Transcendentalist makes the similarity 
of conceit and even language the more 
striking. It is certainly one of the curi- 
osities of literature. Who can fail to 
recognize something 
these lines? 

‘Happy insect! what can be 
In happiness compared to thee? 


Fed with nourishment divine, 
The dewy morning’s gentle wine! 


All the fields which thou dost see 
All the plants belong to thee; 


Happy insect! happy thou, 

Dost neither age nor winter know; 

But when thou’st drunk, and danced, and 
sung 

Thy fill, the flowery leaves among, 

(Voluptuous and wise withal 

Epicurean animal! ) 

Sated with thy summer feast, 

Thou retir’st to endless rest.”’ 


Emersonian in 


Note the exact resemblances in many of 
the lines between the earlier and later 
poems, not only in the thought and 
structure but in the words and phrases; 
call to mind especially the ‘“* Epicurean 
of June,’’ with the same Elisabethan 
elongation of a syllable to preserve the 
metre. 

One of the finest applications made 
in poetry of anything in Hebrew history 
is made by Cowley to Bacon, the great 
philosopher, who like the Jewish’ law- 
giver— 

**Did on the very border stand 
Of the blessed promised Land; 
And from the mountain’s top of his ex- 
alted wit 
Saw it himself, and showed us it; 
But life did never to one man allow 
Time to discover worlds and conquer 
too;”’ 
an image nobly amplified by Macaulay 
in his Essay on Bacon; an image true of 
many a leader, reformer and martyr, 
who have died on the threshold of 
success, leaving others to reap the re- 
ward of their toil. 

Cowley’s prose has been adjudged as 
even better than his,poetry. His style is 
smooth and easy, with no harsh in- 
versions or far-fetched conceits; his 
language is clear and his periods well- 
balanced and harmonious. It is perhaps 
hardly too much to say, that however 
unfamiliar even his name may be to 
modern readers, Cowley did much to 
give the English language its purity and 
elegance; we owe him a debt which 
time cannot cancel or repudiate. 

The life of Cowley was full of change 
and not without its bitterness; a courtier, 
he learned ‘‘ how wretched is the poor 
man who hangs on princes’ favors;”’ 
he tasted the pleasures of the court, and 
the dolefulness of the prison; he sighed 
for some peaceful shelter in tie wilds of 
America; he fled from Cambridge in the 
civil wars; when royalty at last shone 
upon him, ‘‘weary and old with ser- 
vice,’ it was too late. He was buried 
with splendor in Westminister Abbey, 
beside the graves. of Chaucer and 
Spencer; neglected in life, he was hon- 
ored in death, and did not have to wait 
for after ages to build his sepulchre.

WHIPERING. 


Sixty years ago Friday was a memorable 
day in this vicinity; memorable, because 
it marked the opening of the extension 
of the raiiroad track from Manchester to 
Gloucester. “The Eastern Railroad had 
run a line down the branch to Manches- 
ter and work was pushed forward so as 
to have the extension between Man- 
chester and Gloucester opened before 
winter set in. On Nov. 1, 1847, the 
seven miles of track between these two 
points was used forthe first time. And 
there was as much of a celebration con- 
nected with it, locally, as the opening of 
a 1000 ‘mile line now-a-days. 

Special trains were run between 
Gloucester and Salem that day and 
everybody was given a free ride. It is 
needless to say that the road was well 
patronized on this occasion. As a 
matter of fact 150 persons avaiied them- 
selves of the offer in the morning, and 
fifty in the afternoon. 

‘The service on the branch at that time 
was-par-excellence,—that is; compared 
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to what it had been prior to that time. 
There were two trains each way daily. 
Trains left Boston at 9 a. m. and 4 
p. m., and returning left Gloucester at 
7.30 and 3.30. 

A few weeks after this there was a 
great hulla-balloo one day because the 
train for Gloucester was held up at Man- 
chester for several hours. It appeared 
that the switch man had left home in the 
morning without his key. His wife took 
such good care of it that it could not be 
found and the train was held until a 
new key was made by the village black- 
smith. . 

Librarian D. L. Bingham says he re- 
members well the opening of the ex- 
tension. ‘The townspeople were over- 
joyed before this; Hé says, when the rail- 
road started to build the road through 
from Salem. They offered their ser- 
vices free gratis and went out with axes 
and helped cut the trees and brush on 


the line laid out by the engineer for the 
course of the track.

“Central” and Her Work. 


The telephone company is engaged in 
what has become one of most important 
of public services. Its purpose is to put 
people into communication with each 
other in the quickest way possible and to 
maintain communication without inter- 
ruption. Above all, it endeayors to per- 
form this function—always performed 
under exacting conditions and frequently 
in the face of considerable difficulties— 
with unfailing courtesy. 

The New England company, having 
provided a most efficient plant for the 
needs of each individual community, 
trains its operators painstakingly before it 
allows them to handle the public’s busi- 
ness, and supervises their work closely 
after they are assigned to the regular 
switchboards of its exchanges.

Moderation is a great need of the 
times; we have been living on borrowed 
capital, we have been mortgaging the 
future, watering stocks, defying all laws 
of political economy and sound finance, 
until the bubble has burst. We _ have 
sowed the wind, and reaped the whirl- 
wind; reckless extravagance has been 
the fashion, we have run at full speed on 
a down grade, we have acted on the 
principle, “‘ After us the Deluge.’’ 
And now we must come down to a safer 
and saner kind of living. If we can 
learn the lessons of prudence, thrift and 
common-sense, which the late ‘“ scare’”’ 
should teach us, it will prove one of the 
greatest blessings to this generation, a 
generation dazzled by the glamour of 
riches and ostentation. 


The man with the uplifted look is the 
man for the hour; not he who like Bun- 
yan’s man with the muckrake ‘“‘could 
look no way but downward, so busied 
was he with the sticks and straws and 
dust of the floor;’’ we need not only 
men of wide vision, but men of high 
ideals, men of uplook as well as out- 
look. Such men will impart confidence 
and courage to their fellows, as they 
move among them, by the vision splen- 
did on their way attended. 

We may accept the Copernican the- 
ory in our ideas of the universe, but prac- 
tically we are all of us more or less in- 
clined to be Ptolemaic in our philosophy 
of life, to make ourselves the centre of 
everything. 

It may be that our success as colony-

sible slang; even typewriters—of the 
neuter gender, of course—may not be 
an unmixed blessing. 


The things that are bulk largely in 
comparison with things that are not; but 
it is the latter, rather than the former, as 
things are often estimated, that win in 
the long run; as witness the anti-slavery 
conflict, the Wesleyan movement of the 
eighteenth century, and the times of 
Peter and John and Paul, when truth 
was often on the scaffold and wrong was 
on the throne. 


A difference of a letter often makes a 
creat difference; that one is human does 
not make him necessarily humane, though 
the words have a common derivation 
and were once synonymous, and though 
every human being ought to be humane. 
In the great Arian controversy, the 
christian world was torn in pieces over a 
diphthone—homoousion or homoiousion 
—as Carlyle asserted ; but in his later 
life he admitted that ““ Christianity itself 
was at stake, if the Arians had won, it 
would have dwindled away ae a 
legend;’’ that is, if the phrase, ** of sim- 
ilar nature,’’ had been substituted for 
thc phrase, ““‘of the same nature.”’ 
Wherefore it seems that what are ac- 
counted little things are often in reality 
great things. 


Can life be produced by chemistry? 
The case, in the laneuage of the Scotch 
law courts, is ‘“not proven;” what if 
some botent reproductive powers of the 
hermaphrodite order are set in motion 
by outside agency? Whoknows? We 
may as well be agnostics in science as in 
religion. 

Some one has positively pronounced 
th: devila ‘“‘vacuum;’’ and there are 
who make evil merely the negation or 
shadow of good; thus settling jauntily 
and offhand questions that have exer- 


cised the profoundest and acutest minds. 
But a solution so easy of difficulties so 
tremendous carries with it a suspicion at 
least of its inadequateness; it savors too 
little of the modesty and caution of the 
ripe-minded thinker.

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Now that the state election is 
over it is almost time to think of 
the town election next March, 
and already little rumors of what 
may happen in various ways is 
being wafted about, At this time 
one thing is sure and that is that 
the new law relating to the board 
of assessors goes into effect the 
coming year. This law is as fol- 
lows 

‘Each assessor in every city 
and town of the Commonwealth, 
except in the city of Boston, shall 
be elected or appointed to hold 
office for the term of three years 
and untii his successor is duly 
elected or appointed: provided, 
that where the number of asses- 
sors is fixed at three, there shall 
be elected or appointed one fora 
term of three years,.one for a 
term of two years, and one for a 
term of one year; where the 
number is fixed at five, etc.” 

Now in Manchester the boards 
of selectmen and assessors are 
one. Two propositions are before 
the town, and will have to be de- 
cided at a special town meeting 
held this winter, One is to have 
two boards; the other to have 
them in one board. It will be 
seen that if the boards are made 
into one as now the selectmen 

will be elected for three years, 
ite not one year. Ifseparate the 
assessors will be elected as above 
and the selectmen as_ now, for 
one year.

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N.S.H.S. Notes 


The regular bi-monthly meeting of 
the N.S.H.S. was held Nov. 1 at Lee’s 


hall, Manchester, when the following 


subject was discussed: ‘ Nitro-Cul- 
ture.”” Wm. Till lead the discussion, 
giving a very interesting and instruc- 
tive talk. 

Mr. Till said among other things 


_ that the object of nitro-culture, or the 


inoculation of legumes, is to inoculate 
the seed of leguminous plants, or the 
soil in which they grow with nitrogen- 
fixing bacteria, which collect or en- 
able the plant to collect free nitrogen 
from the air and deposit it, through 
the roots, in the soil for use of present 
and succeeding crops. 

“Any pod-bearing crop whose roots 
are well provided with nodules (or 
knots) do not need this treatment ; 
neither is it recommended on soil al- 
ready rich in nitrogen,” he said. 


‘Inoculation appears to be of the 


most benefit where a new variety of 
legume is being introduced as is the 
case of alfafa in the eastern states ; or 
if a soil is in poor condition and has 
not previously borne leguminous crops. 
Under these conditions, inoculation is 
both desirable and advantageous. 

“The absence of time will render 
inoculation a failure as the bacteria 
will not work in a soil that is acid or 
in need of time.”’ 

Cultures, dried on cotton and in 
liquid form, also roots showing nodules, 
were used by the speaker, to illustrate 
his remarks. Cultures for any legum- 
inous crop can be obtained free from 
the Department of Agriculture, Wash- 
ington, D.C., on application. Printed 
directions accompany each package 
sent out. 

The society extended a vote of 
thanks to Karl Kellerman, of the 
Department of Agriculture, Washing- 
ton, for his courtesy in furnishing 
samples of cultures and for informa- 
tion concerning the subject. 

James Salter was awarded a special 
prize for a seedling anemone flowered 
chrysanthemum. Eric Wetherlow re- 
ceived a certificate of merit for a fine 
collection of pompon and anemone 
flowered chrysanthemum.

Hearing Given on Matter of Public 
Landing at Magnolia, 

The harbor and land commissioners 
gave a public hearing at Library hall, 
Magnolia, last Friday afternoon under 
the provisions of Chapter 94, Resolves 
of 1907, relating to the construction by 
private persons of a wharf or pier on the 
public ianding place at Magnolia. 

A number of the Magnolia residents 
were present, Mayor MacDonald and 
City Engineer Webber representing the 
city of Gloucester. 

Chairman Smith stated that it was the 
idea of the petitioners to build a pier and 
to charge a small assessment for those 
who wished to use it, such compensa- 
tion to be determined by the harbor and 
land commissioners. Lawyer Fernald 
of Boston appeared for Mrs. Harriet 
MacDonald in opposition, stating that 
such a pier would cause a large number 
of people to go to and fro, which would 
be an annoyance to his client. 

Chairman Smith called upon Mayor 
MacDonald, who stated that he: ap- 
peared inthe interest of the citizens of 
Magnolia, which is a part of Gloucester, 
and that so long as the proposed pier did 
not take away any of the rights which 
exist at the present time, there seemed 
to be no objections. He was desirous 
of doing all he could to please the sum- 
mer people of Magnolia as well as the 
permanent residents. “The mayor sug- 
gested that whereas the residents and 
summer people of Magnolia were in 
favor of this project, if the board should 
report favorably on the pier, the report 
be in the form of a lease and that a 
small rental be charged for the same, say 
one dollar a year. ‘This would allow 
the next generation to change conditions 
if necessary without any legislation. 

This hearing was by no means final, 
but rather a preliminary step. As the 
landing in question is a towns landing, 
and not a town landing it must neces- 
sarily come before the Legislature for 
final action. This landing place is one 
of the public landings remaining for the 
use of the towns under the old Salem 
grant. 


The Election. 


The election Tuesday did not seem 
to awaken much interest here for only 
97 voters turned out in Magnolia. The 
was 
strongly in favor of Guild for Governor. 
He was given 57 votes, to 7 for Bartlett, 
17 for Hisgen, and 7 for Whitney. 
Senator Shaw was given 73 votes. to 11 
for Richards. The vote for C. H. 
Barrett for representative was 85 to 7 for 
Mr. Corliss. The vote cast for the 
independence league candidates showed 
that the new party has many supporters 
in this place.

TELEPHONE TALKS 


Believing that exact knowledge promotes. co-operation, the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company is publishing a 
series of brief expositions of some phrases of tele- 
phony, for the benefit of itself, and, as it hopes, 
for the benefit of all telephone users. 


Unsuspected Causes of Trouble 


Apart from the inevitable ‘“‘trouble’’ 
in the intricate and sensitive equipment 
of central offices and in the extensive 
system of outside lines, overhead and 
underground, the telephone service oc- 
casionally suffers from disturbance of the 
circuits or instruments on the subscrib- 
ers’ premises. This kind of ‘‘trouble”’ 
is difficult to locate, and so is specially 
annoying; but almost always it is perfect- 
ly avoidable, being caused by uncon- 
scious carelessness. 

In one case when a subscriber re- 
ported that he was unable to talk through 
his telephone at all it was found that a 
member of the family had laid a pair of 
spectacles.on top-ofthe bell-box of... the 
instrument so that the steel bows touched 
against the binding posts to which the 
outside wires are fastened, thus ‘‘ cutting 
out’’ both transmitter and receiver by 
closing the circuit before it reached 
them. Another subscriber declared that 
people who called him had been told 
“* They con’t answer’’ when he knew 
positively that the bell had not rung at 
all. His difficulty turned out to be due 
not to any failure of ‘‘ Central’’ to per- 
form her work properly, but to the fact 
that his wife had mufHed the telephone 
bells while the baby took his nap and 
had forgotten to remove the muffler. 

Inside telephone wiring is insulated 
with the greatest care to protect it against 
dampness and to keep the wires sepa- 
rated from each other. It cannot be 
made proof against everything though. 

Every now and then a subscriber’s 
*“station’’ fails to work properly because 
some one stands a dripping umbrella 
where it saturates the telephone cord 
and spoils the insulation, or a careless 


office boy does similar damage in polish- 
ing a desk set with liquid instead of with 
chamois leather. Leaky plumbing raises 
havoc with interior circuits every now 
and then. Here and there is a nervous 
person who has a habit of jabbing with a 
pen the green silk cord of his desk set 
while he is telephoning, with the result, 
of course, that he eventually spoils the 
insulation, which brings the wires of the 
circuit into contact and puts them out of 
commission. And many _ subscribers

fidget’? with the green cord when 
talking, twisting and bending it between 
their fingers till one of these days the 
copper strands inside break completely 
off. 

Considerable “‘ unsatisfactory service’’ 
is caused, by subscribers attaching to the 
telephone instrument devices of one sort 
or another that interfere with its proper 
working. Nothing should be fastened 
to the transmitter by screwing the 
mouthpiece through it, for instance; that 
disarranges the adjustment. For obvious 
reasons nothing should be stretched over 
the opening of the mouthpiece; that puts 
an obstacle between the voice and the 
diaphragm. The mouthpiece can be 
kept perfectly clean by wiping it out 
with a dry cloth; no liquid should be 
used. 

Carpenters, paper hangers, painters, 
plumbers and other workmen who, with 
the best intentions in the world, move 
the wires temporarily that they may 
better do their work, frequently either 
break the circuit in doing so, or injure 
it in.their attempts to replace things as 
they found them. When it is necessary 
to disturb telephone wiring for any _pur- 
pose, the company should be asked to 
send its own expert men; and it will 
save the subscriber loss of time and in-

Rey. Mr. Ruge instalfed Pastor of the 


Manchester, 


‘Rev. Louis H. Ruge was _ installed 
pastor of the Congregational church, 
Manchester, Wednesday evening, when 
an interesting and impressive program 
was Carried out. 

Mr. Ruge has been acting pastor of 
the church since September, coming 
here from Steubenville, O. He is a 
native of New York citys where he spent 
his early life, and is of German descent. 
He was educated in Lafayette coilege, 
Easton, Pa., and received his theological

training at Drew Theological seminary, 
Madison, N. J. 

In the afternoon the council met and 
aside from taking act on Mr. Ruge’s ac- 
ceptance, gave a formal dismissal to Rev. 
C. Arthur Lincoln, who resigned _ his 
pastorate last March to go to St. Louis. 

The council was called for 2.30, but 
owing to the lateness of arrival of some 
of the delegates the meeting was not 


called to order until 3.20. Dr. Clark 
of Salem read the call. Dr. C. H. 
Williams of Gloucester was elected 


moderator, and Rev. Mr. Tarr of Lanes- 
ville scribe. 

The records of the church and parish 
bearing on the resignation of Rev. C. 
A. Lincoln and the call to Rev. Mr. 


Congregational Church in 


Wednesday. 
Ruge were read by E. A. Lane. Mr: 


Ruge read a paper on his experience and 
theological beliefs after which he was 
questioned by the delegates to the coun- 
cil. Having passed through this ordeal 
he was passed upon as being ready for 
the installation to follow. 


His Beliefs 


In his paper Mr. Ruge told how he 
was fortunate in being born of Christian 
parents, who in their day, had an un- 
questioning faith in God, in the divine 
nature of Christ, and in the sanctifying 
and empowering presence of the Holy 


Spirit. The infallibility of the Bible 
went unquestioned. ‘‘ That strict ad- 
herence to the orthodox beliefs, that 


strict observance of religious forms and 
rules, b6th in the church and the home 
are the fundamentals of my christian ex- 
perience,’ he said. 

. He further said that his only motive in 
the ministry was to attract the attention 
of men to Christ, “‘and if here and there 
I shall draw some soul to keep me com- 
pany in gazing upon Hin, if | can leave 
them gazing, | am satished with my suc- 
cess.” 

“* My religious convictions and con- 
fession is a simple one, but one that un- 
folds so profoundly to my thought that it 
stretches away into infinity. I believe 
in God, the creator, and sustainer.of all 
things and in his eternal existence and in- 
finite power. Ibelieve in Jesus Christ 
as the only begotten son of God,— 
human in all that that implies without sin, 
and divine in all that that implies of 
divine perfection, the only Saviour of the 
world. 

‘*T believe in the Holy Spirit as emi- 
nating from God and Christ as the com- 
ing of divine life to the soul of man in 
the re-creation or re-generation of hu- 
manity. 

“*T believe in the Bible as the inspired 
revelation of God and the only true 
teachings that contain the full principles 
of human perfection. This is my con-

fession of faith. How farit is imbedded 
in me as an absolute conviction [ do not 
know. 

‘““ There was a time when men _hesi- 
tated and feared to state their faltering 
faith in the old orthodox doctrines and 
creeds of the church, dreading the charge 
of heresy. We have the strange sit- 
uation today of men fearing to acknowl- 
edge unswerving conviction. and’ loyalty

to them, dreading the charge of being 
narrow, ignorant and unscholarly. 

‘I am not afraid to read the writings 
of all philosophers both ancient and mod- | 
ern, I do not fear the most radical ques- 
tionings and investigations of the most 
critical, for they had unhindered power 
upon me in years gone by; I simply do 
not care for the dogmas of negation; for 
dogmas they are, as much so as anything 
the church can produce. Ido not care 
for them because I am convinced that 
no man can answer the questions in- 
volved while in this: period of human 
life; questions buried in the musty tombs 
of ages and centuries of mental despair, 
and I refuse to set my soul the task of 
beating the air in continual defeat and

despair while immortal souls are sinning, 
and sinking into hell. 

“*T do not care for the dogmas of ne- 
gation because I| do not care for anything 
less than the ideals that He lifted up who 
“spake as never man spake.’ I do not 
care for the hyper-critical methods be- 
cause it is a wisdom of the world that I 
fear shall not only come to nought at 
last, but that comes to nought today in 
the salvation of souls and the redemption 
of the world. 

**T want a faith anda conviction in my 
ministry that will lead men to believe in 
the Christ, anointed of the Infinite 
Father, that remits sins through his sac- 
rificial atonement, that comes and dwells 
in the soul of man empowering him to 
throw off the degeneration born of the 
individual’s sins, and that inspires hope 
that He is lifting humanity into that 
higher and perfect life that is hid with 
Christ in God. 

**T believe in the Christian Church in 
general as the agency of God on earth 
through which he will and is establishing 
his kingdom on earth, and for that reason, 
that the church must insist on being 
heard in the councils of the nations, and 
insist in demanding righteousness and 
justice and humanity in all the affairs 
that go to make up a people’s prosperity, 
progress and purity. 

“*T believe in the practical Christian 
life of the ministry that demonstrates the 
reality and power of the truths he 
preaches. I do not believe in the idea 
of the ‘pillar saint? who meditates and 
prays upon a height the multitude cannot 
reach and that has the tendency to make 


men unnatural in their religion and min-. 


istry. I believe in the simple, honest 
natural life of man, and ask that I too 
may live a natural life. [I wish no rev- 
erence nor honor in the ministry except 
as it may apply to my office; I wish 
simply to be a man among men, striving 
as other men to be true to my deepest 
convictions and confessions, professing 
no more than I feel and believe. 

“*T believe in the unbiased, unpreju- 
diced, open mind toward all truth, ver- 
sus the set dogmatic creeds and doctrines 
so long set forth as infallible principle 
and form of salvation. This attitude of 
ecclesiastical or doctrinal infallibility has 
ever been the difficulty and danger in the 
way of the progress of the Kingdom of 
God. 

“Truth, scientific, or divine and in- 
finite as to God, is not made up of a 
formula of words, it is not a bloodless, 
soulless definition; it is the principal of 
ali things material or immaterial, and no 
one has yet discovered this principle. 

It is not necessary or fundamental 
in the salvation of the world, or in the 
founding of the universal Kingdom of 


Christ, that we should discover this prin- 
ciple and that we should technically, 
mathematically, scientifically demonstrate 
the correctness or incorrectness of cer- 
tain revelations. It is necessary to ap- 
pease the reason in a sense, but it is not 
necessary in the salvation and regener- 
ation of the race as the past ages will 
testify. 

““So while this persistent reason of 
mine demands an answer to its queries, 
while it seeks new light, while it is prov- 
ing all things it is holding on to what is 
good. The Word doesn’t say, ‘ Prove all 
things, let go that which is good,’ but, 

Prove all things, Ao/d fast that which is 
good.’ So while I am theologically and 
spiritually looking for more light and 
truth, Iam holding fast that which is 
good. Holding fast the fundamentals of 
the Gospel of Jesus Christ in the sal- 
vation and regeneration of the race.’’ 

In the Evening 


The services in the evening were at 7 
o’clock, and they were quite interesting 
throughout. After the organ prelude by 
Miss Hoare, the records of the council 
were read by the scribe, Mr. Tarr. 
The special chorus choir, under the 
direction of A. C. Needham, then sang 

How Beautiful upon the Mountains.’’ 
Rev. E. W. Snows of Beverly offered 
prayer, and Rev. Mr. Libby of Mag- 
nolia read the scriptures,—Romans 8. 

Rev. Dr. DeWitt S. Clark of Salem 
preached the installation sermon, taking 
his text from Rev. I:11—‘‘ Hold fast 
that which thou hast: let no man take 
thy crown.’’ Dr. Clark preached a very 
strong and eloquent sermon, which was 
listened to with rapt attention by the 
large audience. His subject was 
€¢ . 

Moral Sovereignty.’’ 

Dr. Clark brought out the thought 
that the ministers of the gospel are prom- 
inent among men, and that if the minis- 
ter is anything at all, he is a means of 
communication between man and_his 
Maker. One essential to his best suc- 
cess is the practice of self denial. Of 
all men the disciples of Jesus should not 
appear the less heroic, he said. Courage 
is another essential. “‘ The day of his 
dumbness on any moral issue is the day 
of his degradation.’’ An unwavering 
faith is a third essential to moral sov- 
ereignty. ‘* The ministry today breathes 
an atmosphere fresh with denials, and 
there is need of men having the greatest 
faith in the Word.’’ 

Following Dr. Clark’s address the 
prayer of installation was offered by Rev. 
Will Arthur Dietrick of Marblehead. 
The right hand of fellowship was: given 
by Dr. C. H. Williams of Gloucester, 
who presided over the gathering. 

Rev. E. H. Byington of Beverly de- 
livered the charge to the pastor and spoke 
in the same pleasing manner in which he 
has so often been heard in Manchester. 
He charged the new pastor to be sym 


metrical in his work and doing things in 
the right proportion. ‘‘Do not be so 
absorbed in feeding the ninety and nine,’’ 
he said, ‘“that you will loose the one in th 
wilderness, and do not spend all your 
time getting your flock into the church, 
less when you get them there you have > 
nothing for them toeat. Get your right — 
proportion. Be not satisfied with the 
salvation of souls. Keep both individ- 
ualism and socialism to the front. Hold 
the reins on both, but apply the whip to 
the one holding tack. Hold on to old 
truths; shape new truths. Lay not hold 
of the throne with both hands, rather 
hold on with one hand and with the 
other lift up the sorrowing, suffering 
ones. ”’ 

Rev. R. A. MacFadden of Danvers, 
one of the most eloquent preachers in 
this section, in prefacing his charge to 
people, said that there had been in the 
history of this church sixteen pastors, 
with an average term of service of almost 
twelve years. Mr. Ruge was the sev- 
enteenth pastor iustalled. 

Rev. E. H. Brewster welcomed the 
new pastor to Manchester in his usual 
eloquent manner. The _ concluding 
prayer was by Rev. H. C. Adams. 
After singing an original hymn by Dea. 
Joseph A. Torrey, the benediction was 
pronounced by Rev. Mr. Ruge.

Road Building vs. 
Traffic. 

At the quarterly meeting of the Massa- 
chusetts Highway association in Boston, 
_ Tuesday, Manchester was represented 
by Supt. of Streets Kimball and R. C. 
Allen. Selectmen Swett and Knight, 
Samuel Knight, G. E. Willmonton, W. 
D. Denegre and F. M. Whitehouse 
were also present as guests. 

Supt. Kimball was one of the speakers, 
the discussion in general being road 
treatment in its relation to automobile 
traffic. 

It was brought out by the various 
speakers that the day of the macadam 
road in Mass. is nearing its close and the 
road of tomorrow is not yet decided upon, 
though it is admitted that the tar-pitch 
macadam invention of Supt. Kimball 
- comes nearest to solving the problem of 
anything yet used. The trouble comes 
in Mr. Kimball being the only one that 
knows how to use it. 

Supt. Kimball said that in Manchester 
he had used the tar-macadam process, 
calcium chloride and oil to good effect. 
“We are not bothered much with autos 
in our town,’ said Mr. Kimball, with 
atwinkle. ‘‘We never average during 
the height of the season more than 
three a minute.”’ 

Mr. Kimball had been introduced as 
the man who had done considerable road 
building on a tar-macadam process of his 
own invention. In speaking on this Mr. 
Kimball said it was the only thing he had 
found that would stand the wear and tear 
of the autos. ‘This yearhe had rebuilt 
most of School and Central streets and 
part of Beach street. He hoped to carry 
it through to the Beverly line another 
year. Other preparations are being used, 
he said. One of these is tarvia, a coat- 
ing of tar spread over the street, which 
penetrates only half an inch below the 
surface. He hadn’t used it because it 
wasn’t practical. He thought it would 
eventually wear off. [he construction 
he had used wore well and seemed to 
stand the test best of all. 

Col. W. D. Sohier told of the success 
Beverly had met in the use of oil as a 
road dressing. Crude oil, he believed, 
was good road building material.

TELEPHONE TALKS 


Believing that exact knowledge promotes co-operation, the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company is publishing a 
series of brief expositions of some phrases of tele- 
phony, for the benefit of itself, and, as it hopes, 
for the benefit of all telephone users. 


THE ART OF TELEPHONING. 


Every day some subscriber asks the 
New England Company what he can do 
personally to get most satisfactory results 
with the telephone. The answer, put 
briefly, is this: Look up numbers be- 
fore calling ‘“‘Central;’’ be prompt 
about answering your own telephone bell 
when it rings; take pains in speaking. 

The necessity for looking up telephone 
numbers is obvious. With the rapidly 
increasing list of subscribers connected 
with each exchange, it would be im- 
possible for operators to identify every- 
body’s line from his name. Giving 
6c 23 : 

Central’’ the number you wish cor- 
rectly and distinctly to start with saves 
time and errors. 

The desirability of answering promptly 
is also evident. If the operator receives 
no response after ringing at regular inter- 
vals during a minute and a_ half or two 
minutes, she reports, “They don’t 
answer.’’ Evenata little inconvenience 
it is better to respond to the first call of 
the bell than to run the risk of losing 
what may be an important communica- 
tion and causing the person who rings 
youup, as well as yourself, distress or 
annoyance. 

Conversing well by telephone is some- 
thing of an art, but it is one easily ac- 
quired. To be able to talk clearly and 
agreeably over the wire is as positive an 
asset in business and as valuable an ac- 
complishment in social life as is good 
personal appearance in a face-to-face in- 
terview. Being invisible to the person 
with whom you are speaking, the im- 
pression you make depends very largely 
onthe quality of your voice when it 
reaches the other end of the line. 

In telephoning to a person in your 


own town you will get the clearest trans- 
mission if you speak in an ordinary con- 
versational tone. In fact, the tone 
should be a shade lower rather than 
higher than that you use in ordinary con- 
versation. For long distance talking the 
voice should be a little louder than it is 
when you speak to some one in the same 
room with you, but it should never even 
approach shouting, which causes the 
diaphragm in the transmitter to vibrate so 
fast that your words are likely to be 
jumbled when they are reproduced in 
the listener’s receiver. -If you cannot 
make yourself heard without too great an 
effort, signal your operator and she will 
do anything she can to remedy the 
difficulty. 

Pronounce your words distinctly and 
not too rapidly. A telephone conversa- 
tion generally lacks the pauses of face-to- 
face talk, so it should be slower to give 
a chance to catch the full meaning of 
each sentence. Above all, speak direct- 
ly into the transmitter, with your lips 
close to the mouthpiece, and ‘“throw’”’ 
your voice, that is to say, do not ** talk 
from the chest,’” which smothers your 
words, but force your breath from the 
mouth as you speak. The telephone 
instrument is designed to be used this 
way in order that it may be made to ex- 
clude, so far as possible, the miscella- 
neous noises within a building or from 
the street. If your voice does not go 
directly into the transmitter it will not be 
reproduced with full distinctness. 

‘“ Desk sets’’ are sometimes uncon- 
sciously misused in ways that affect their 
efficiency. They are likely not to ** talk 
up’’ properly if they are turned almost 
upside down in order that the speaker 
may lie back in his chair while he con- 
verses, for instance. The angle at

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FIRE AT MANCHESTER 


Building on the Kimball Estate, Smith’s Point, destroyed Thursday 


Morning. 


Fire almost totally destroyed a_build- 
ing on the D. B. Kimball estate, Smith’s 
Point, Thursday morning. The struct- 
ure was one of the oldest on the point 
and was uscd as astable and barn for the 
old Smith Farm. 

A sad feature of the fire was the loss 
of a large Newfoundland dog, owned 
by Benj. Giles, one of the men working 
on the estate. The animal was very in- 
telligent and knowing and his loss is felt 
keenly by Mr. Giles, as he owes his life 
to the animal, which saved him from 
drowning ina New Hampshire lake a 
few years ago. The dog was chained 
inside the barn and though Mr. Giles 
tried to free him, very nearly suffocating 
himself in the attempt, the dog was not 
freed and he was suffocated. He was 
seven years old. 

Mrs. Walter L. Harris of Salem, who 
owns the property, estimates the loss of 
building and contents at about $3000. 
There was little insurance on the build- 
ing and none on the contents. 

The fire was caused by sometar which 
was being melted on a stove in a 
corner of the lower floor, becoming ig- 
nited. The tar was being used by a 
Danvers concern in putting a tar paper 
roof onthe building. Once started it 
could not be overcome and though the 
alarm was rung in immediately by John 
Barry, the caretaker of the estate, the 
building was in flames when the firemen 
arrived. 

In the building were some 25 tons of 
fresh hay and this made ready prey for 
the flames. 

The alarm was rung in from Box 62, 
corner Beach and Masconomo streets, 
at 8.45. The fire horses were in the 
fire station at the time and took about 
five minutes to reach the scene of the 
fire, about three-quarters of a mile awdy. 
Just six minutes after the first alarm 
_ sounded a stream was turned on the fire. 
It had gained such headway, however,

and the nature of the fire was such that 
the matter of saving the building and its 
contents was out of the question. 

The firemen did splendid work and 
did well to keep the fire in this building, 
for there were two other buildings with- 
in twenty-five feet of the burning struct- 
ure. 

G. A. Burnham, an Essex painter, 
had just completed painting the building, 
the day before the fre. He had in the 
building at the time an overcoat and 
other apparel, tickets, etc., as did also 
R. H. Closson, his assistant. 

In the upper part of the building Ben- 
jamin Giles, who works upon the place, 
had recently moved his household goods, 
and with his daughter Miss Addie Giles, 
were occupying three rooms. Every- 
thing they owned was lost. Mr. Giles 
entered the building just after the fire 
started but he was able to remove only a 
coat, clock, and a basket of clothes. 
Among his loss, aside from the much 
prized dog mentioned above, was a sum 
of money,—about $29, anda bank book, 
though the latter will probably be made 
good. 

To Mr. Giles and daughter the loss 
will be especially felt. “They have only 
recently moved here from New Hamp- 
shire and it was only a week ago last 
Saturday that they moved into the rooms. 
They lost everything, but the clothes 
they wore at the time. 

There was no horse, or cow in the 
building at the time. ‘The building was 
used to some extent for storing furniture 
from the cottages on the _ estate, 
especially furniture to be repaired. 

The “‘all out’’ was sounded at 11.45. 
A big crowd of people went over to see 
the fire. The firemen were very for- 
tunate to be able to keep the flames 
within the building for the most part, 
though the roof was almost entirely 
burned off, and holes were eaten through 
the sides of the building.

HOURS WITH LESS KNOWN 
WRITERS. 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


Andrew Marvell was born in 1620, 
the year of the Landing of the Pilgrims, 
and he was of the same stock that 
peopled New England with its men of 
intelligence and sterling worth. He 
was a man cast ina larger mould than 
either Crashaw or Cowley. He was 
endowed with mental and moral qualities 
of a high order, was a man of learning 
and wide acquaintance with the world; 
he was both scholar and man of affairs, 
and was intimately associated with the 
best and greatest men of his time. In 
an age of bribery and corruption, his 
political life was without a stain; he was 
a bold and uncompromising friend of 
liberty, and in his long parliamentary 
career always contended ably for the 
rights of the poeple. His latest biog- 
rapher gives a large part of his space to 
Marvell’s public service, showing him to 
have been in the truest sense such a man 
as all nations need in the seats of power. 

Marvell appears to have been a 
masterly debater; he had command of 
virile and forcible language; he had both 
eloquence and humor, and on occasion 
could indulge in fancy not unlike that of 
Burke and sarcasm worthy of Swift. 
The friendship between Milton and 
Marvell is one of the interesting inci- 
dents of the stormy times of the Protect- 
orate, and it has been conjectured not 
without reason that Marvell’s influence 
with that of Davenant may have served 
to shield Milton from the reprisals of the 
Restoration. Marvell’s tribute to Mil- 
ton, in reply to the charges against him 
of Abp. Parker, is one of the finest en- 
comiums of its kind in our language, 
alike honorable to the author’s head and 
heart, and reminding one of Cicero’s 
famous Defence of the poet Archias. 
Marvell’s estimate of Milton, asa ‘‘ man 
of as great learning and sharpness of wit 
as any man,’’ few will be found to dis- 
agree with, as well as his shrewd remark 
that ““it was his misfortune, living in a

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Government Expert on from Washington to see Manchester Roads 


The tar-pitch-macadam process being 
used by Supt. of Streets Kimball of 
Manchester in the construction of roads, 
is attracting more than local attention. 
Wednesday of this week Privost Hub- 
bard of Washington, representing a gov- 
ernment bureau on good roads, was in 
town for the purpose of seeing the roads 
and, if possible, to obtain Supt. Kim- 
ball’s formula for the process. It goes 
without saying, of course, that he was 
unsuccessful in the latter. 

g It was about a year ago that the 

Kimball Process’’ ‘first attracted at- 
tention, when superintendents from all 
over New England came here to inspect 
the roads. Since then prominent road 
builders from all sections have been here. 
They all agree in one point,—t at Supt. 
Kimball has struck a combination that 
nobody else has yet been able to find. 


Not only is his road impervious to water, 
but it has proven that it will stand the 
wear and tear of automobiles better than 
anything else yet used; that it is practical 
and at the same time economical. 

So much has been said about its good 
qualities that a special government bureau 
on good roads, which has been _investi- 
gating roads in all parts of the country, 
with the aim of finding a_ construction 
which is practical and economical and at 
the same time that will stand under auto- 
mobile travel, sent one of its representa- 
tives to Manchester to see the roads and 
if possible to find out the constituency of 
composition. 

Some time ago the Mass. Highway 
commission senta man here for the 
same purpose, but Mr. Kimball is very 
close-mouthed as to the formula which 
he uses.

His 
verse is smooth and his sentiments al- 
ways pureand refined.

TELEPHONE TALKS 


Believing that exact knowledge promotes co operation, the New 
England Telephone and Telegraph Company is publishing a 
series of brief expositions of some phrases of tele- 
phony, for the benefit of itself, and, as it hopes, 
for the benefit of all telephone users. 


‘* TROBLES”’ GREAT AND STALL 


ce . . 
Telephone “‘trouble’’ is sometimes 


disconcerting and always annoying. 
Generally it is unavoidable, though a 
telephone system is no more absolutely 
perfect than any other human _undertak- 
ing, and faults are bound to crop’ out 
once inawhile. What makes telephone 
“*trouble’’ a peculiarly difficult thing for 
the company to deal with, though, is 
that in very many cases there is no way 
of knowing that it exists until it is re- 
ported by the telephone user who runs 
against it. 

The mechanical equipment and out- 
side plant of the telephone system is ex- 
tremely intricate and sensitive. The 
switchboard and its accompanying appa- 
ratus in the central office contain hun- 
dreds, and, in large exchanges, thousands 
of miles of wire; there are thousands, 
and, in the bigger type of modern equip- 
ment, millions of soldered connections; 
each circuit has anywhere from a dozen 
to 500 or 600 ramifications; and some 
of the auxiliary mechanisms are extreme- 
ly delicate in adjustment. Mosttroubles 
arise somewhere in this maze of equip- 
ment—which is fortunate, in one way, 
because a great majority of them are 
thus detected and remedied not only 
without inconveniencing the subscriber, 
but without his even knowing that they 
ever occurred. But some of them, as 
has been said, cannot very well be dis- 
covered by any one but the telephone 
user, since they may appear to the oper- 
ator simply as a subscriber’s failure to 
answer or, if they affect the signaling de- 
vices, for instance, may not appear to 
her at all. 

The sturdy looking pole lines and sol- 
idly built underground system would not 
seem, perhaps, to offer many chances 
for ‘‘trouble.’? As a matter of fact, 
though, they necessarily have many vul 


on 

nerable points. Every time the limb of 
a tree, or any stray object that may have 
been caught in the foliage, touches a tel- 
ephone wire it interferes with transmis- 
sion; and if the interference is sufficient 
it absolutely cuts off service for the time 
being. Yet with the restrictions many 
towns and cities place on trimming trees 
this difficulty is unavoidable. 

Though cables are naturally less sus- 
ceptible to interference than open wire, 
still they cannot be absolutely protected 
whether -they are overhead or under- 
ground. If the lead sheath of a cable is 
pierced by a hole no bigger than a pin 
would make, and moisture gets in, the 
whole bunch of wires enclosed, which 
may number from a dozen to 1200, will 
be put out of business sooner or later. 

The curiosity of squirrels and rats, 
the carelessness of laborers working on 
other ground construction—indeed, a 
score of unpreventable causes—may in- 
stantly ruin atelephone cable containing 
alarge number of circuits. Besides, here 
and there cables must be brought to 
points, and the junctions in cable boxes 
on pole lines or in conduit manholes 
afford other opportunities for things going 
wrong. 

This gives an idea of a few—a very 
few—of the chances for trouble in a 
complicated plant of vast extent. The 
wonder is, really, that interruptions are 
as few as they are. With all the difh- 
culties to be met, the telephone company 
has so organized its work of maintenance 
and repair that the records show that 
even in large telephone centres, where 
the plant is most complicated, the in- 
dividual subscriber’s service is not inter 
rupted, even momentarily, oftener than 
once in four years on the average. 

Whenever there is ““trouble’’ of any 
sort the New England company, for its

DESTRUCTIVE, FIRE. 


Beautiful new Summer Cottage Burned to the Ground at Manchester, 


Sunday. 


Manchester was visited by another 
destructive fire Sunday afternoon, when 
the beautiful new summer cottage being 
built by Mr. and Mrs. Charles Head for 
their son-in-law and daughter, Mr. and 
Mrs. Philip Stockton, was burned to the 
ground. 

The house had been in the progress 
of construction for the past six months 
and was to have been turned over to the 
owners the coming week. Mr. and 
Mrs. Stockton were to m ve into the 
cottage early the coming spring. 

The loss is estimated at about $40, 000, 
which was partly covered by the builders. 
Mr. Whitcomb, the builder, stated to 
the BREEZE man Tuesday that he had 
less than $25,000 insurance on the build- 
ing. 

The work of rebuilding the house 
was started yesterday morning. It will 
be rebuilt on practically the same plans 
as before. 

The fire originated in the basement of 
the house, and was supposd to have been 
caused by an overheated furnace’ or 
heater. The building was heated both 
by hot air and hot water, and from one 
of these sources it was supposed the fire 
originated. The young man attending 
the fires, an apprentice employed by the 
contractor, had attended the fires and 
was out to dinner. He says everything 
was alright when he left, and that he 
did not leave the drafts open. 

The statement of the young man has 
since been borne out in the fact that 
Monday when the ruins were gone over 
the furnaces were both found to be in 
precisely the condition he claims they 
were left and fires were still burning in 
them. It is further thought that the fire 
did not originate from this source, but 
that it might have been caused by spon- 
taneous combustion, there being a lot of 
painters’ cloths, oils, paint, etc., in the 
basement. 

The alarm was sounded at 1.01. 
The fire was first discovered by Mrs. F. 
M. Andrews, who saw an_ unusual

amount of smoke rising from the hill on 
which the cottage was located, from her 
house at the pumping station plant, — al- 
most a mile away. Mr. Andrews tele- 
phoned to the Head house, fearing there 
might be a fire, and Mr. Head dis- 
patched James McKnight from his barn 
to the Stockton cottage. Mr. McKnight 
climbed the hill and to his astonishment 
found the basement of the new cottage 
a mass of flames. He quickly returned 
to the Head house and the alarm was 
telephoned to the station. 

‘The apparatus made quick time to the 
scene of the fire, the hose wagon cover- 
ing the distance in a little less than five 
minutes. It was a difficult task dragging 
the hose up over the hill, through the 
trees, to the house and it was fourteen 
minutes after the alarm sounded that the 
first stream was turned on. 

‘The steamer was a little late in arriv- 
ing. The force of the stream before 
the steamer was put into use was very 
small. The house being at such an al- 
titude was accountable for this. 

The fire must have had a big head- 
way before the alarm was sounded, for 
when the firemen arrived the house was 
in flames, and flames were beginning to 
burst through the roof. “The basement 
and that section of the house over the 
furnaces was a mass of flames. The 
task of saving the building was a _ hope- 
less one. The exterior of the house 
being of stucco, or slap-dash, the fire 
was kept within the walls, but everything 
inside proved prey to the flames. 

Frank L. Whitcomb of Boston was 
the contractor. Five of his workmen 
were still at work on the building and 
they lost their tools, the loss to them 
being an average of about $100 to $125 
each. Beck of Roxbury was the 
painter, and three of his men lost their 
working kit, as did also several plumbers, 
who hadn’t quite completed their work. 

Albert James was the only Manchester 
man who lost by the fire. He lost his 
kit of carpenters’ tools, valued at $100.

He is not as fortunate as the Boston car- 
penters in this respect for they are bene- 
fited to the extent of $20 by a fund for 
that purpose. 

The high wind blowing at the time 
made the fire all the more difficult to 
fight. It seemed as though the whole 
town had turned out to the fire, and a 
number of people came over from Mag- 
nolia. 

Summer cottagers who are still on the 
shore, and others who were down forthe 
week-end were much in evidence, among 
those noticed being Mr. and Mrs. W. 
D. Denegre, Mr. Whitehouse, Mr. 
and Mrs. Hopkinson, the Misses Curtis, 
James Curtis, T. D. Boardman, Regi- 
nald Boardman, N. S. Simpkins, jr., 
Wm. Hooper and others. 

During the afternoon, Mr. Head 
served sandwiches and hot coffee to the 
firemen, most of whom had not had 
dinner. It was past six o’clock when 
the “‘all out’’ sounded. 

The house was of a very attractive 
design, of Moorish style of architecture, 
two stories with wide projecting coping. 
It was reached from the main highway 
by a winding avenue. Stately pine trees 
surround the house making a very pretty 
and attractive setting for a summer 
cottage. Entrance to the house opened 
into a large court, rising from the first 
floor to the roof. The heavy skylight 
on top was cut off by lattice work of 
cypress. The floor of the court is of the 
beautiful trezzo effect, in the center of 
which is a cement fountain. The ceil- 
ing of the second floor is supported, 
around the court, by white columns. 
A hall runs around the court on both 
floors, from which doors lead to the 
rooms. 

‘The mason and marble work was by 
G. S. Sinnicks. In all probability the 
floor of the court, which was a feature 
of the house, was not injured, as the 
floor had a solid cement footing encased 
on iron. 


The hose wagon was called to the 
scene of the fire again Wednesday eve- 
ning to extinguish a small blaze origi- 
nating from the coal stored in the base- 
ment.

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HOURS WITH LESS KNOWN WRITERS 


BY D. F. LAMSON. 


To mention the name of Izaak Wal- 
ton, the ‘“Father of Angling,’’ is to 
call up at once a vision of  purling 
streams, of shaded pools, of quiet glades, 
of browsing flocks and herds, of green 
hedgerows, of peaceful English Jand- 
scapes. His life which began in 1593 
flowed on in calm pursuits and uninter- 
rupted leisure, as placidly as his loved 
Staffordshire rivulets, until he died in 
1683 in the ninetieth year of his age. 
His portrait, painted from life, is that of 
a face singularly calm, thoughtful and 
benevolent, suggestive of a mild and 
gentle disposition. His own praise of 
Contentment is of the nature of auto- 
without intending it, he 
draws a picture of himself, as aman who 
possesses the earth ‘““by being humble 
and cheerful, and content with what his 
good God has allotted him; he has 
no turbulent, repining thoughts that he 
deserves better; nor is vext when’ he 
sees others possest of more honcr or 
more riches than his wise God has al- 
lotted for his share; but he possesses what 
he has with a meek and contented quiet- 
ness, such a quietness as makes his very 
dreams pleasing, both to God and him- 
self.’’ 

Walton’s education was but slender, 
but Lowell says that he ‘‘contrived to 
pick up sometime and somehow a com- 
petent knowledge of his mother tongue 
anda diction of persuasive simplicity, 
capable of dignity where that was natural 
and becoming, such as not even the 
Universities can bestow.’’ He _ himself 
expressed surprise that he had ** come to 
be publicly in print’? and would not 
boast of ‘“acquired learning and study,”’ 
but he must have conversed much 
with learned men, and walking with 
wise men made him wise. He was not 
x heroic or in any way a great character; 
he did not, shine conspicuously among 
his contemporaries, or leave a sounding 
name behind him, but he was a most 
lovable man and a unique personality. 
He filled his place in the world and he 
filled it well, and that is more than can be 


said of many who in his time strutted 
across the stage. His real business, it 
may be said, was to write the Lives, 
and The Complete Angler, and to leave 
the example of a useful and unspotted 
life to after generations. As to station 
in life, he was not born a gentleman, 
but he was a gentleman in spirit, a truly 
gentleman; he himself wrote, “‘I would 
rather prove myself a gentleman by being 
learned and humble, valiant and in- 
offensive, virtuous and communicable, 
than by any fond ostentation of riches, 
or, wanting such virtues myself, boast 
that they were my ancestors’.”’ 

Walton’s best known work is The 
Compleat Angler, or Contemplative 
Man’s Recreation. In writing it, he 
made ‘‘a recreation of a recreation, ”’ 
and by mingling innocent mirth and 
pleasant scenes with the graver parts of 
his discourse, he unconsciously, no 
doubt, made it a picture of his own dis- 
position. It is in the form of a dialogue; 
a Hunter (Venator) and a Falconer 
(Auceps) are introduced as parties in it, 
but the interest centres in himself, the 
complacent and kindly Piscator (Fisher- 
man. ) 

The time is a “‘ fine, fresh May morn- 
ing,’’ and the place is near London; in 
easy converse, brightened by shrewd ob- 
servations, bits of song, glimpses of ru- 
ral scenery, hints on angling, wise re- 
flections, with sentiments of purest 
morality and unaffected love of the Cre- 
ator and his works, the beautiful pastoral 
meanders gently along to the time of 
tinkling brooks, the milkmaid’s ditty, 
the mower’s scythe and the village bells. 
The book hardly lends itself readily to 
quotation; one fears to break the pellu- 
cid flow of the narrative or to interrupt 
the charming murmur of the streams and 
the sweet rustle of the leaves that dance 
in the sunshine. Hazlitt speaks of the 
liftle book as full of ‘‘dainty songs, of 
refreshing brooks, of shady arbors, of 
happy thoughts, of the herb called heart’ s- 
ease.’? Hallam speaks of its “‘sim- 
plicity, its sweetness, its natural grace,’’

fully learnt; at least, not so fully, but 
that there will still be new experiments 
left for the trial of other men that suc- 
ceed us.’’ He gives minute and some- 
times whimsical directions in choosing 
bait for different fish and for different 
seasons, making lines and rods, fixing 
the bait to the hook, etc. He refers to 
many popular beliefs and superstitions 
which seem to have had a place in the 
repertoire of the gentle craft, and evi- 
dently was himself of a somewhat credu- 
lous cast of mind; he quotes without the 
least semblance of skepticism many of 
the fables of the ancients, as of dolphins 
swimming “‘swift as an arrow,’’ eels 
bred of the dew, goslings bred from 
barnacles, Seth’s pillars, and such like 
marvels long since relegated to the limbo 
of the imagination. But with his quaint 
and pedantic, and sometimes childish 
love, he mingles such devout meditations 
and poetic strains as make us forget the 
oddity in the beauty and truth. 

Our Piscator was evidently also some- 
thing of an epicure; he might have posed 
as a chef in our day, with his elaborate 
recipes enough to take away the breath 
of any but a modern artist, with their 
claret and anchovy sauce, and a “‘fit 
quantity of the best butter,’’ and juice 
of oranges, and oysters, and cloves of 
garlic, and thyme, sweet marjoram, 
winter savory, ‘“ with a blade or two of 
mace,’’ and elaborate directions for 
opening, dressing and basting; he ad- 
mits with charming simplicity that his 
ample rules are “‘not without some 
trouble and charges;’’ evidently there 
were honest men who were valiant at 
the trencher as well as with the rod, in 
those good old times. The genial and 
worthy lover of quiet and peace was a 
man of observant nature, of nimble wit 
and broad sympathies; he was learned in 
the mysteries of his craft, had intelligent 
views on pisciculture, and was familiar 
with the whims and luxuries of gour- 
mands from Apicius downward. 

Walton, it may be said, loved to be 
merry, he loved sport anda good dinner, 
he could rally a mistress on her good 
cookery and a maid on her good looks; 
he could quote a score of poets from Du 
Bartas to Overbury; he could write of 
syllabubs and the “‘finnimbruus’’ of a 
country fair; he counted among his 
greatest blessings, “‘flowers and show- 
ers, and stomachs and meat, and con- 
tent and leisure to go a-fishing;’’ and it 
may be said of The Compleat Angler, 
that it will hold its place in the literature 
of the Mother Country, as long as the 
white-thorn blossoms in the hedgerows, 
and the lark sings as it rises and climbs 
above the clouds. 

Something should be said of Walton’s 
Lives, but that will lose nothing by keep- 
ing till another time.

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ON LANDSCAPE GARDENING. 


Well known Landscape Architect and Nursery Man gives Instractive 
Talk at Manchester. Some Interesting Points. 


Half a hundred members of the North 
Shore Horticultural society were in at- 
tendance at Lee’s hall, Manchester, 
Friday evening of last week at the semi- 
monthly meeting of the society. J. 
Woodward Manning was the speaker 
and was introduced by President James 
Mcegregor. Mr. Manning is the pro- 
prietor of the Readville Nurseries and asa 
horticulturist is widely known and a 
recognized authority. For over an hour 
he held the attention of his audience by 
an instructive, interesting and practical 
talk on ‘‘ Landscape Gardening.’’ The 
treatment of the subject was most com- 
prehensive, yet brief, as the subject cov- 
ered a very wide range for discussion. 
The underlying theme of the whole talk 
was the distinction between the two 
cé oe) . 

schools’’ of landscape architecture, 
namely the formal, or artificial, and the 
informal or naturalesque, and their most 
effective and practical application to the 
varying conditions of different estates. 
Another salient feature was a discussion 
of the relations existing between the 
landscape architect and the landscape 
gardener; the particular duties of each, 
and the much-to-be-deplored friction and 
lack of harmony between them by a mis- 
understanding of the limitations of these 
duties. 

‘“ American estates,’’ the speaker 
said, “‘ suffer bycomparison with English 
estates because the former are too much 
of the mushroom growth. Estates in 
this country recently acquired by new 
owners do not get the opportunity. of 
finished effect possessed by the old es- 
tates of foreign countries. ‘The treat- 
ment of formal gardening in itself is ex- 
pensive and generally the owner does 
not take an active personal imerest in 
the matter, but employs the services of 
a professional landscape architect with 
college education and the experience of 
much travel to make the plans for the 
grounds. When the work laid out by 
the landscape architect is completed 
the services of the caretaker or gard- 


ener is employed and the estate 


suffers by the conflict of ideas between: 


the architect and the gardener. ‘The 
qualifications of the landscape architect 
do not constitute a gardener. He rarely 
has a knowledge by practical experience 
of horticulture, floriculture, etc., but 
the gardener must know the _ plants. 
However, the latter is too often placed 
subordinate to the former. Finally the 
novelty wears off and the gardener is re- 
quired to practice economics, with 
the results in the end that the American 
estates lack the grandeur of the foreign 
estates.”’ ; 

The history of landscape architecture 
in England was next touched upon 
briefly, the speaker reciting the eras in 
which formal and informal architecture,

out of eighteen cities voted no license, 
a gain of two over last year, a feature 


which may well attract much attention, 
and the fact that not one of the nineteen 
cities elected a candidate ofthe Democrat- 
ic party for mayor will cause many to sit 
up and think. Even though this is nut con- 
sidered a rebuke to the party as an organ- 
ization, it is a finger of suspicion pointed 
at some who wear the mantle «cf the 
party. Asa whole these nineteen cities 
have given evidence that the’ independ- 
ent voter has become a real factor in 
elections; that the cities are yet capable 
of self government when the lethargic 
voter awakens to the true conditions and 
his duties as a citizen; and that the com- 
bined results of these nineteen municip- 
alities, which are a large part of the gen- 


eral problem of the state, means much 
tothe Commonwealth. se eee

Something New in Road Building. 


Consul T. H.. Norton, writing from 
Chemnitz, says that a Saxon firm has in- 
troduced a new road-building composition 
called ‘‘ Apokonin,’’ which has been 
tried on the macadamized streets of 
Leipzig and other places with much 
success. [he material is thus described: 

It is a mixture of the heavier residual 
oils obtained in the distillation of -coal 
tar with high boiling hydrocarbons. 
The method of mixing apparently in- 
volves a certain degree of chemical com- 
bination, in which phenol and _ similar 
constituents play a role. The manu- 
factured material is prepared for use by 
heating in iron caldrons, identical with 
those used for ashpalt, to temperatures 
ranging from 212 to 248 degrees F. 
(100 to 120 degrees C.) It is then 
sprayed evenly over the surface of a 
roadway with a special form of apparatus, 
and under such high pressure that the 
fluid mass penetrates to a certain dis- 
tance into the upper layer of dust or dirt. 
The result is the formation of a com- 
pact lustrous black coating, which meets 
the demands of heavy traffic and is not 
desintegrated into the dust particles. A 
marked advantage of the new process 
over the methods hitherto employed for 
the same purpose, and based upon the 
use of ordinary tar, is the total absence 
of odor after the application.

JOHN H. WOODBERRY. 


Well Known Beverly Farms Man Passes 
Away. 

John H. Woodberry one of the best 
known residents of Beverly Farms, passed 
away at his home there Tuesday morn- 
ing. Death came suddenly, as he was 
about the day before as usual, and he 

. had spent the evening calling on his 
daughter. The news of his death came 
as a severe shock to his many friends. 

In his death the city as a whole and 
the Farms especially looses a valued and 
respected citizen, one whose word was 
as goodas his bond, and whose judg- 
ment on all public matters was consid- 
to be sound. His removal from the 
community adds another to the large list 
of prominent and respected citizens 
which the Farms has had the misfortune 
to lose of late. 

Mr. Woodberry was 67 years old.

owns the tenement occupied by the poll 
tax payer, he gets what he has to pay in 
increased taxes out of the increased rents, 
he exacts of the poll tax payer. The 
rich man owns the stores patronized by 
the poll tax payer and he is getting the 
best of the bargain all along the line. 

Cities can be classed as the cities of 
the big graft, the city of the petty graft, 
the city ruled by incompetent city gov- 
ernments and the cities whic. have good 
city governments, which appear to be 
largely in the minority. This new plan 
of city government is a broadening out, 
gets us the government closer to the 
people, rather than takes it away from 
them. 

Politics should have no place in the 
city government. ‘Too often the tag of 
the party serves as a cluak to cover the 
iniquity of candidates. Men are sitting 
in the city government with the tag Re- 
publican or Democrat, who would never 
have got there otherwise. 

There are business men who have 
served in the city council who tire of it 
after one year. They are sick of play- 
ing politics from the beginning to the end 
of the year, and quit atthe end of the 
year, disgusted with the entire business. 
The commission plan will bring men of 
ability to the office, will givethem power 
and responsibility and will represent the 
city as a whole and do away with the log 
rolling and ‘combinations, such as we 
have in many of our cities. 

The plan of government by commis- 
sion will be opposed by the grafters, the 
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political ward heelers and the rum sellers, 
but we willfight them tooth and nail and 
put them out of business. The grafting 
corporations who do business with the 
city at a high rate, those who have been 
making a living off the city on the graft 
and rakeoffs ‘will oppose the plan, but 
the people are beginning to sit ud ard 
take notice and will rise up in _ their 
micht and put an end to this business. 

The best men of the country are care- 
fully considering this plan of bettering 
our form of municipal government and 
this plan is one of the best yet devised. 
I shall ask the general court next year to 
pass legislation for a general bill along 
the Iowa lines so that the cities of the 
state may pass upon the question for 
themselves. 

If the plan is adopted it will take the 
control of the cities out of the hands of 
the professional politicians and bring the 
common people to their own. 

An informal discussion followed Mr. 
Coolidge’s remarks, which was _partici- 
pated in by President Dow and Stephen 
J. Connolly, both of whom spoke in 
favor of the new movement. On 
motion of Ald. Hodgkins a rising vote 
of thanks was given the speaker. 

Prior to the introduction of the 
speaker Pres. James B. Dow of the club 
took Mayor Dow to task for not coming 
to a public place in his pre-election visit 
to the Farms, instead of -addressing a 
small gathering in the engine house. 

After the address of the evening Rev. 
Fr. N. R. Walsh of St. Margaret’s 
church, and Rev. C. S. Pond of the 
Baptist church gave stirring No-license 
talks, urging the voters to stand for No- 
license on election day.

respectively, were in vogue. 

Mr. Manning continued his remarks 
by many practical suggestions as to the 
treatment of lawns, drives, walks, natu- 
ral and artificial ponds and water ways, 
bridges, hedges, vistas, flower and vege- 
table gardens, green-houses and conserv- 
atories, both in the formal “‘school’’ 
and the informal. 

The cost, of informal landscape archi- 
tecture, he said, might not be any less 
than formal! architecture, but did not re- 
quire so expensive treatment in maintain- 
ance. In drives he advised simplicity of 
approach except for grade. Bridges are 
made too expensive and too ornate and 
often unneccessary. Walks should be 
few and are often too. expensive. 
Owners are better justified in making 
good lawns, not too large, than drives 
and walks that do not- have practical 
utility. The old practice of planting 
many trees and shrubs on the lawns was 
not in good taste. _He considered the 
care of lawns of utmost importance and 
advised against overwatering as it tended 
to introduce foul vegetation. 

Lawns should be merged or blended 
into other portions ofthe grounds and he 
urged great care in the maintainance of 
distances and placing of vistas. Green- 
houses and conservatories he considered 
of great importance, but are often too 
large and too obtrusive. He knew no 
reason why cut flower effects should not 
be introduced into the vegetable garden 
to beautify it, and made several sugges- 
tions on this line as well as in building 
rock gardens. In landscape forestry he 
believed it an easy thing to spoil good 
woodland by over-trimming of under- 
brush, there being so much of natural 
beauty that is easy to be preserved yet 
much new may be added. 

Concluding, Mr. Manning said, “‘it 
is a great mistake in all garden designs to 
consider the summer only and this is 
especially applicable to many estates on 
the North Shore.’’ 

Theie is probably no better known 
landscape artist in this section than Mr. 
Manning. He has been abroad eight 
years studying effects, and he has done 
work on some of the finest estates all 
over this country. He was in business 
in Boston nine years and during that 
period he did work in 35 states in the 
union. 

Among the work done on the North 
Shore was that on the H. Clay Pierce 
estate at Pride’s, and on the Judge Wm. 
H. Moore estate at Pride’s, when it was 
originally laid out. 

He was responsible for the designing 
of the Jamestown Exposition, and the 
Harrisburg Park system and has had to 
do with about 25 public parks through- 
out the United States, and has executed

A LAWYER’S LIBRARY 


I wonder if any of our young readers 
have ever visited a lawyer’s office and 
noticed the great shelves filled with buff 
colored, leather covered books. If so 
they have probably thought it strange that 
there were so many law-books, and have 
wondered if all of them had to be read 
by those who make the law a profession. 
Books are the tools with which judges 
and lawyers perform their work. With- 
out books they -would be as poorly 
equipped to try and decide suits at law as 
a carpenter would be if he should attempt 
to build a house without a saw and plane. 
In these buff colored books, looking so 
ponderous and forbidding, is to be found 
the law, and in no other place can it now 
be found. But youask, how did there 
come to be so many law books? Is the 
law so large that it takes a whole library 
to contain it, or are there so many laws 
that they cannot be printed in a smaller 
space? What is law anyway? 

If you will read ona little farther I 
will try to tell you as clearly as I can 
what the law is, and how it has come to 
pass that there are so many law books. 

A law is arule of conduct made by 
authority. The law as a whole consists 
of all the many rules of conduct which 
now exist. God’s law which is printed 
in the Bible was made by God’s authori- 
ty and is therefore perfect. Man’s law 
as we find it in the law books is not as 
perfect as God’s law, for it represents 
only man’s idea of justice and right. 
The law has been written and printed in 
books a great many, many years, but 
there was a time when there was no 
such thing as written law. “The ances- 
tors of the English people once lived in 
tribes, and no one among them could 
read or write. Nevertheless they had 
laws. 

Every nation, no matter how uncivil- 
ized it may be, must have laws. Even 
among savages it is law that when one 
man has made a fine bow and a bundle 
of good arrows, no one else who is 
stronger than he shall have the right to 
take them from him, for they are his

NEED OF SUMMER HOTEL 


In Manchester. 


This Fact is Emphasized in report of Bureau of Statistics 


of Labor. 


In the second report on ‘“* Industrial 
Opportunities not yet utilized in Massa- 
chusetts,’” in connection with Part III 
of the annual report of the Bureau of 
Statistics of Labor for 1907, Manchester 
is credited with being a summer resort 
pure and simple, but it is pointed out 
that ““there is a grand opportunity to 
erect an up-to-date hotel.’’ The report 
says in the ““ descriptive information’’ : 

Manchester [Pop., 261.8] ‘There 
isno land suitable for manufacturing 
or business purposes. Manchester is a 
summer resort, and although the greater 
part of the summer colony own their own 
houses, there isa grand opportunity to 
erect an up-to-date hotel. The town is 
noted for its combination of beautiful 
scenery— woods, hills, and ocean. It 
has well-kept macadam roads, and the 


only Singing Beach in the country. 
There is one large hotel, several board- 
ing houses, and numerous cottages which 
will accommodate 5000 visitors.”’ 

In another part of the report Man- 
chester is alluded to as ‘‘A_ beautiful 
summer resort; 5000 guests accommo- 
dated in the hotel, numerous boarding 
houses, and cottages. Another hotel is 
needed.’’ 

From the foregoing information there 
seems to be great need of a new 
hotel, and it is surprising that some en- 
terprising individual, or concern, does 
not seize the opportunity and build an 
up-to-date house. The Masconomo 
house property near Singing Beach is for 
sale; the old hotel should be torn down 
and a new structure built either on its 
site or nearer the beach. 


WITHOUT FOOD AND SHELTER 


For Six Days. 


There was considerable excitement in 


Manchester Thursday when it was 
known that a strange woman, evidently 
much demented, was discovered in a 


small shed in the rear of the Isaac -West 
estate at Manchester Cove. 

It was afterwards found that the 
woman was Miss Catherine Crawley, 42 
years old, of Gloucester. She had wan- 
dered from her home in that city on Fri- 
day night of last week, and until she was 
found Thursday morning about 9 
o’ clock, nothing of her whereabouts was 
known, though friends and the police 
had been searching for her all the time. 

Five days and a half spent in an ice 
cold shed, without a morsel to eat in all 
that time, and only half clad, especially 
at this season of the year, and the snow 
storm of last Saturday, Sunday and Mon- 
day, with rain intervening, is an experi- 
ence which very few human beings could 
endure.

if her name wasn’t Crawley, and if she 
wasn’t the one wanted in Gloucester. 
She began to talk freely about herself 
after a while. She believes she is pos- 
sessed of supernatural strength and hard- 
ened bones, making her insensible to 
cold and hunger. One of the reasons 
she gave for leaving home was that she 
could not stand seeing her brother and 
sisters eating in order to subsist, while 
she did not need to eat; she could live 
without eating. She had no need of 
food, drink or sleep. No food had 
pad her lips, neither had she slept for 
a period of six full days since leaving 
home. 

Though somewhat emaciated, the 
woman seemed to be suffering but little 
from the terrible experiences through 
which she had passed. 

According to her statement she passed 
Friday night and all day Saturday on the 
open piazza of a hotel at Magnolia, near 
the beach, which is taken to mean 
Knowlton’s hotel. Saturday evening 
when the snowstorm was at its fiercest 
she started to walk toward Manchester. 
She walked a while and finaliy found 
shelter in a little out-building, where she 
remained until found Thursday morning. 
Notwithstanding the weather, below 
freezing point most of that time, her feet 
wet and clad only in the lightest of gar- 
ments, no hat, she had no cold, which 
she attributed to her supernatural 
strength. 

Her brother, who came from Glouces- 
ter for her, is William Crawley, mem- 
ber of a vessel corking concern in that 
city.

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In his address before the Municipal 
club of Beverly Farms, one evening: last 
week, Hon. W. W. Coolidge, of 
Salem, in the course of his remarks 
touched briefly on the question of tax- 
ation and cited many ways in which the 
poll-tax payer was indirectly and un- 
equally taxed, and right here this brings 
to mind the query, “‘ What is there more 
unequal and more inequitable than this 
matter of taxation in devising ways and 
means for revenue?’’ 

The problem of just and equitable as- 
sessment is most complex and not easy 
of solution. One inequality which it is 
the purpose of this article to point out, 
and the only one, is in taxation for main- 
tainance of streets and highways. It 
does not seem that the man, however 
wealthy he may be, who owns no vehicle 
and consequently neither uses or wear 
out the highway, should be taxed the 
same as his neighbor possess_d of equal 
wealth but owning horses and vehicles, 
and who is constantly using the highways, 
and to a limited extent wearing them out, 
so that the maintenance department is 
kept busy in repairs. Then there is the 
poor widow with her little home; she, 
too, owns no horse; she never rides. The 
little she walks upon the street would 
take her a century to cause it to require 
repairs. Yet she is taxed prop prtionally 
with these others and perhaps with a 
hundred-fold more hardship. 

What is the solution? An old saying 
is “‘let those who dance pay the fiddler. ’’ 
Tax the vehicles. Let all vehicles used 
in transportation of persons or property, 
upon the streets and highways be licensed 


and pay a fee for their privilege; a 
graduated tax on horse or motor vehicles 
according to their capacity. Such an or- 
dinance would seem to be simplicity it- 
self. The city of Chicago having re- 
ceived authority from the legislature is 
just upon the eve of putting this plan into 
operation and, it is estimated, will raise a 
revenue from this source of over 
$700,000, annually, all of which can be 
appropriately devoted to keeping the 
streets in good condition. Such a tax, it 
is claimed, will not be an easy one to 
evade as it applies to personal property 
that is useless when concealed, and is 
easily collectible because the penalty for 
evasion of the tax might be more than 
the tax that is exacted. 

This plan seems to be just and equitable 
and the experiment is one that should be 
watched with much interest.

Howard Paine’s immortal song, “‘ Home, 
Sweet Home,’’ is never more apparent 
than in this Christmas season, when all 
eyes turn lovingly and longingly to the 
dear old spots around which cluster 
memories of happy childhood.

own. In those early times the people 
lived far more simply than we do today. 
They did not have any business except 
hunting and fishing and tilling the soil. 
The laws were therefore few and simple. 
Where there is no commerce, there is 
no necessity for the laws to regulate it 
that now exist. As long agoas Caesar’s 
time, the ancestors of the English people, 
and therefore our ancestors, lived in vil- 
lages, and each village selected its ““wise 
men ’’ from within itself, to be leaders 
in war and rulers in time of peace. 
These “‘ wise men’”’ settled ali disputes 
that arose and administered the law. 
They also came together and made such 
just laws as they deemed necessary. The 
wise men ‘‘ealdormen’’ as they were 
then called, became the depositaries of 
the law,—the place where it was depos- 
ited. In some instances they committed 
it to memory, and by them it was hand- 
ed down from generation to generation. 
When commerce arose, and trade begun 
to be carried on between the various 
tribes new questions came up for decis- 
ion, and the laws grew in number and 
breadth to meet them. 


For instance, before there were any 
roads no laws relating to travel were nec- 
essary, and none existed, but as soon as 
trade began to be carried on along the 
roads and rivers rules had to be made to 
avoid trouble. In this gradual manner a 
large system of law grew up, keeping 
step with the advancement in civilization 
made by the people. “Then teachers 
came, and education spread among the 
people. The ‘‘ wise men,’’ we might 
call them judges, learned to write, and 
here and there many of the laws were 
written down. And so it was when 
good King Alfred came to the throne, 
more than a thousand years ago. He 
had some of his ““wise men’’ collect 
the laws together, and write them in one 
book which he called the Doom-Book. 
This was the first real English law book. 
Alfred was a great and wise king, and 
every one ought to know when he began 
to reign. It wasin the year 871. He 
placed at the head of this book the ten 
commandments, and then added the 
sanction of our Saviour given in those 
solemn words, “‘ Think not that I am 
come to destroy the law or the prophets, 
I am come not to destroy but to fulfill.’’ 
He also refers to that other remarkable 
commandment of our Master, “* There- 
fore all things whatsoever ye would that 
men should do unto you do ye even so to 
them,’’ and the good king adds this word 
of hisown, ©‘ From thisone doom a man 
may remember that he judge every one 
righteously; he need heed no other 
doom-book.’’ If you look in the dic- 
tionary at the word ‘‘doom’’ you will find

that it means ‘‘judgment, to judge.’’ 
We sometimes say a man is doomed to 
punishment. Adoom-book is a book of 
judgments, or of penalties, that is a law 
book. 

Thus we see that the first law book 
was a collection of laws which had been 
growing up with the people for a great 
many years. 

But as we shall see farther along it did 
not contain all the laws, for many were 
left to be stated by the judges. From 
time to time Alfred’s book was_ revised 
and rewritten by the kings who came 
after him, but it remained substantially as 
he left it until William the Norman be- 
gan to reign in 1066. 

The next important piece of legal 
writing was a famous docume:.t which 
the English people forced a king, who 
was as bad as Alfred was good, to sign, 
at Runnymede in 1215. It was the 
Magna Charta, the Great Charta of 
English liberty forced from King John. 
One copy of it can yet be seen in the 
British Museum in London, with the 
great seal still attached to it. 

In it were set down those great princi- 
ples of liberty which form the very basis 
of American as well as English freedom. 
By it no one could be imprisoned until he 
had received a fair trial before a jury of 
his equals; and no taxes could be levied 
without the consent of the great council 
of the kingdom. 

These two laws are the foundation 
stones of our republic, and they exist 
now in substantially the same words that 
were used in the Magna Charta itself. 
This document at least deserves our 
greatest reverence, and a place in our li- 
braries. 

I have spoken of the meetings of the 
wise men to make laws and adjust dis- 
putes among the early English people. 
Gradually, however, the nobles became 
powerful in wealth and influence and the 
common people lost many of their ancient 
privileges; among others they lost the 
privilege of selecting the “‘wise men’’ to 
make their laws, for the nobles usurped 
the right both of making and executing 
the law acc irding to their own ideas. At 
the time of William the Norman the 
only assembly called together by the 
king, was the great council of barons, 
and was composed entirely of nobles, 
—barons they were then called. By a 
gradual change extending over one or 
two centuries this great council became 
a parliament of England, consisting of 
the hereditary house «f lords, and the 
elective house of commons. When 
Edward the First came to the throne in 
1272 parliament had become recognized 
as a part of the law making power of the 
realm. And since that time it has been 
enacting laws which have been printed 
from time to time, and have become 
a part of the lawyer’s library. Many of 
these ancient enactments have to be re- 
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ferred to constantly by students of law 
and practitioners today. I will mention 
two of the most notable of them. ‘The 
Statute De Donis (concerning gifts) was 
passed in 1285, the thirteenth year of the 
reign of Edward the First; the statute 
known as QOuta Emptores was passed 
five years later, in the eighteenth year of 
the same king. “‘ Ouia Emptores terra- 
rum’’ are the three words with which 
the statute begins, for it was written in 
Latin, and means ‘“Forasmuch as _ pur- 
chasers of lands.’’ Both these statutes 
relate to the conveyance of land by deed. 
I refer to them because of their import- 
ance and because they are landmarks in 
the history of legislation. But there are 
many others quite as important. 

There is another prolific source of law 
books. As we saw a moment ago AIl- 
fred’s Doom-Book did not contain all 
the laws of his time, but many of them 
were left with the judges, just as they 
used to be with the ealdormen or wise 
men. The judges as Blackstone, a 
very famous judge and law writer says, 
““are the depositories of the law, the liv- 
ing oracles, who must decide in all cases 
of doubt, and who are bound by an 
oath to decide according to the law of 
the land.’’ When they decide a case 
they give the reason for their decision, 
and the law upon which it rests in a 
statement which is called an opinion. 
These opinions are therefore the best 
evidence we can have of what the law is. 
A short statement of the circumstances 
of the case, and the opinion of the judges 
together with the arguments of the law- 
yers, are preserved and published annual- 
ly. Formerly they were called year 
books, now we term them reports. Re- 
ports of cases are extant in regular order 
from the reign of Edward the Second to 
the present time and they contain astate- 
ment of every important case decided. 
Lawyers refer to these reports constantly 
and very often they find that cases simi- 
lar to the one they are trying have already 
been decided. 

When acase has been decided the de- 
cision becomes authority, that is, cases 
of like character arising afterward must 
be decided in the same way. It will be 
seen at once how necessary it is to have 
within reach the books containing these 


reports. 

In 1776 the English colonies in Ameri- 
ca declared their independence and _ be- 
came the United States. “There were 
then thirteen states, now there are many 
more. 

Of course while they remained colo- 
nies they were subject to the English 
law. When they became an independ- 
ent nation new judges were appointed 
but the law remained the same. Indeed 
the most precious heritage which we 
have received from the mother country is 
the common law. 

Therefore the reports of cases decided 
in English courts and the statutes passed 
by the British parliament previous to 
1776 are just as important to the Ameri- 
can lawyer as to the English lawyers. 
And the great English Judges, such as 
Coke, Mansfield and many others are 
held in as great veneration here as there. 

In 1789 the United States Govern- 
ment was formed, Congress organized 
and courts established. State govern- 
ments were also formed with legislatures 
and courts. Congress and the state leg- 
islatures have year after year been enact- 
ing new laws, and new cases have con- 
stantly been presented to the courts for 
decision. “The decisions and enactments 
have been printed and published from 
time to time, and form many volumes. 

The reports of cases decided in the 
Supreme Court of the United States now 
fill two hundred and one’ volumes; 
and of those decided in Massachusetts, 
one hundred and ninety-two volumes. 
The same is true of other states. All 
these books are valuable to the legal 
man and have to be consulted often. 

There is one other class of law books 


held in very high esteem by lawyers. 


They are called text books, and were 
written by men very wise in the law. 
Some of the authors lived and wrote a 
great many years ago, yet their books 


are read today and throw much light — 


upon questions of law. _ 

Glanvil’s ‘‘ Treatis of the T.aws and 
Customs of England’’ was written dur- 
ing the reign of Henry the Second, 
(1154-1189) and is the earliest text book 
on English law. Bracton’s book of the 
same name was written during the reign 


of Henry the Third, (1216-1272.)

These books are used by every legal 
scholar, but to the ordinary practitioner 
do not possess the importance which be- 
longs to a treatise on law written by 
Judge Littleton, in the time of Edward 
the Fourth (1461-1484) and edited by 
word Chief Justice Coke in the reign of 
James the First. ‘1 his last is a remark- 
able book, and one of the best known 
in the profession. “‘ Coke on Littleton’’ 
is to the law of real property, (that is, 
land and houses) what Shakespeare is to 
the English language: it formed and 
crystalized it into what it is. 

Since those early text books authors 
almost innumerable have tried their hand 
at writing about the law. Some of the 
books produced are of the utmost value, 
like those of that great judge and noble 
man, Mr. Justice Story, of the United 
States Supreme Court; others have been 
of small account and have perished with 
their authors. 

A lawyer's life is a studious one, the 
statements he makes to you with so much 
apparent ease, often have cost him hours 
of study and research. He comes to 
love his books. They are his constant 
companions, and a necessary part of his 
professional outfit... 

And this is how it has come to pass 
that there are so many of those buff col- 
ored, leather covered books upon his 
library shelves.

NORTH SHORE BREEZE 


New Road to Gloucester. 


The plans of the proposed new road 
from Magnolia to Gloucester, by way of 
Magnolia avenue, known as the Little 
Heater road, have been forwarded to 
Mayor MacDonald by the Boston & 
Maine railroad. Accompanying the 
plans is an agreement drafted by the legal 
department of the railroad, which of 
course must have the signatures of both 
the railroad and the city officials before 
the proposed plans are put into execu- 
tion. 

The new road will run through the 
woods from Magnolia to the Fernwood 
Lake property. 

The plan is to discontinue a portion 
of Magnolia avenue on each side of the 
railroad track, and abolish the grade 
crossing near the Lily pond and Laurel 
street, using the proposed new road in 
place of the present road. 

This is one of the woods roads which 
has been approved and advocated by Col. 
William D. Sohier of Beverly, who has 
taken such a deep interest in woodland 
roads and drives in this section. 

It is claimed that the new road is of 
easy grade, a little over five per cent.

In the meanwhile an alarm 
had been rung in and the department 
was responding. “The chemical was 
promptly on the scene, largely through 
the efforts of F. G. Cheever, who was 
standing in front of his store at the time. 
Though the whole. department. was on 
hand their services were not needed for 
the chemical was effective in its works. 

There is no question, however, but 
that if the chemical did not respond 
promptly the fire would have gained a 
headway, and had it gained a headway, 
the results might have been seriqus. 

The building in which the fire was 
centered is the smallest business block in 
Manchester, and probably in the State. 
It is located in Central square, between 
the buildings owned by Henry T. Bing- 
ham and J. F. Rabardy, respectively: It 
measures 54 by 12 feet. 

The alarm was sounded from the box 
at the fire station about 11.45. Mr. 
Loomis estimates his loss, to clocks, 
watches, and jewelry of various kinds, at 
about $600. He was insured for $500 
through the agency of J. F. Rabardy.
